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REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury : 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  make  the  following  re- 
port for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1931. 

The  work  of  the  Board  is  of  a  routine  nature  in 
carrying  out  the  votes  of  the  Town. 

This  year  the  money  raised  and  appropriated  for 
certain  work  has  been  expended  and  the  following  streets 
have  received  attention. 

Bryant  Ave.  off  Bay  Road  has  been  completed  by 
grading  and  surfacing  with  asphalt. 

Stetson  Ave.  also  has  received  the  same  attention. 

The  bad  curve  at  Standish  Shore  has  been  elimin- 
ated by  making  a  cut-off  which  makes  it  possible  for 
cars  approaching  Standish  Shore  to  take  the  new  sec- 
tion and  those  coming  from  shore  to  keep  the  old  road  if 
they  care  to  and  avoid  meeting  at  the  bad  curve. 

The  road  at  Duxbury  Beach  at  the  Hummock  was 
completed  in  time  for  the  summer  traffic  going  to  the  new 
parking  place  at  Pine  Point.  This  section  of  road  being 
built  practically  all  upon  salt-marsh  naturally  settled 
some  during  the  year  and  will  require  some  levelling  and 
grading  and  a  coat  of  oil  or  tarvia  the  following  spring. 

The  heavy  storm  and  high  tide  last  April  that  de- 
stroyed the  bulk-head  at  the  Mattakesett  Court  Town 
Landing  made  it  necessary  to  rebuild  the  whole  structure 
which  should  stand  for  many  years  to  come. 

The  Committee  room  at  the  Town  Office  Building  has 
been  made  into  two  rooms.  By  so  doing  it  has  made  very 
comfortable  quarters  for  the  Tax  Collector  and  Chief  of 


Police.  The  Selectmen  will  advise  the  voters  to  reduce 
the  appropriations  the  coming  Town  Meeting  much  be- 
low those  of  the  past  year,  as  it  is  almost  impossible  for 
people  to  pay  their  taxes.  The  time  is  ripe  now  for  us 
all  to  realize  that  we  must  reduce  our  expenditures  until 
times  are  better.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Duxbury  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1930,  made  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws.  This  re- 
port is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Ed- 
ward H.  Fenton,  Chief  Accountant  of  this  Division.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made 
an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Dux- 
bury for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1930, 
and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 
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The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  record- 
ed on  the  books  of  the  several  departments  receiving 
or  disbursing  money  for  the  tov^n,  were  examined  and 
checked  with  the  books  of  the  town  accountant. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant 
were  examined  and  checked  with  the  treasurer's  books 
and  with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  col- 
lecting money  for  the  town. 

The  appropriations,  as  entered  in  the  ledger,  were 
checked  to  the  town  clerk's  records  of  appropriations 
authorized  by  the  town. 

The  receipts  as  shown  on  the  accountants  books 
were  checked  with  the  records  of  receipts  of  the  treas- 
urer, and  the  payments  were  compared  with  the  war- 
rants authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds. 

In  checking  vouchers  and  pay-rolls  to  the  treas- 
urer's warrants,  it  was  found  that  one  truck  had  been 
paid  for  from  the  appropriation  of  the  highway  de- 
partment and  another  from  the  forest  fire  department 
appropriation.  Purchases  of  such  equipment  should 
be  made  only  upon  a  vote  of  the  town  duly  appropri- 
ating the  money  necessary  for  such  purposes. 

Payments  had  also  been  made  for  liability  insur- 
ance on  a  highway  truck.  As  there  is  no  liability  on 
the  part  of  the  town  for  an  accident  in  which  town- 
owned  motor  vehicles  are  involved,  with  the  exception 
of  those  used  in  activities  of  a  commercial  nature,  it 
would  appear  that  premiums  for  liability  insurance  on 
equipment  used  in  performance  of  strictly  public  func- 
tions may  not  be  legally  paid. 

It  was  also  noted  that  accident  insurance  had  been 
taken  out  for  members  of  the  fire  department.  There 
is  no  provision  of  law  authorizing  the  town  to  expend 
money  for  this  purpose,  although  relief  may  be  grant- 
ed, under  certain  conditions,  to  such  employees  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Section  100,  Chapter  41,

General  Laws,  as  amended. 

The  classification  book  was  examined  and  checked 
with  the  ledger  accounts. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  and  a  balance 
sheet  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of 
the  town  as  of  December  31,  1930. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  an- 
alyzed and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  several 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with 
the  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the 
town  treasury.  The  cash  in  the  office  was  verified  by 
an  actual  count  and  the  bank  balances  were  reconciled 
with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  in  which  the 
town  funds  are  deposited. 

The  town  debt,  revenue  loans,  and  interest  were 
verified,  and  the  payments  were  checked  with  the 
amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  canceled  notes  and 
coupons  on  file. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  commitments  of  poll, 
property,  and  motor  vehicle  excise  taxes  of  1930  were 
footed  and  analyzed,  being  found  to  be  in  agreement 
with  the  assessors'  warrants  to  the  collector. 

The  payments  to  the  treasurer  on  account  of  the 
levies  of  1927  to  1930,  inclusive,  were  checked  to  the 
treasurer's  cash  book,  the  abatements  were  compared 
with  the  assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  recon- 
ciled with  the  accountant's  ledger  accounts. 

Verification  notices  were  mailed  to  a  number  of 
persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing 
money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indi- 
cating that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  town,  sporting,  and  dog  licenses  is- 
sued by  the  town  clerk  were  examined,  and  the  pay- 
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ments  to  the  town,  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and 
Game,  and  to  the  county,  respectively,  were  verified. 

The  securities  representing  the  investments  of  the 
trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  listed,  and  the  income  was  verified. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned  above, 
the  financial  records  of  all  the  other  departments  re- 
ceiving- money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  col- 
lection were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the  treas- 
urer's records. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  treasurer,  collector,  and 
town  clerk  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  bal- 
ance sheet,  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the 
treasurer's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax  and  assess- 
ment accounts,  as  well  as  tables  showing  the  trust  fund 
transactions. 

For  the  courtesies  extended  and  the  assistance 
rendered  by  the  various  town  officials  during  the  prog- 
ress of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  MEETINGS 


ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING,  MARCH  7,  1931 

The  Meeting  convened  at  9.30  and  the  warrant  was 
read  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

It  was  voted,  unanimously,  that  the  Town  Clerk 
deposit  a  ballot  for  Henry  P.  Moulton  as  Moderator, 
which  was  done  and  Henry  P.  Moulton  was  declared 
Moderator. 

The  Tellers,  Herbert  Packard,  Harry  A.  McNaught 
and  Robert  I.  Tower,  were  sworn  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

It  was  voted,  that  a  recess  be  taken  from  12  to  12.45. 

On  motion  of  Frederick  B.  Knapp  the  Town  voted 
to  allow  discussion  on  every  article  in  the  warrant  be- 
fore allowing  the  article  to  be  tabled — the  same  prac- 
tice as  was  followed  last  year. 

Voted  that  all  property  owners  in  Duxbury  be  al- 
lowed to  express  their  views. 

Voted,  unanimously,  that  the  necessary  town  offi- 
cers not  chosen  by  ballot  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen. 

Voted,  to  accept  the  reports  of  the  various  Town 
Officers  and  Committees  as  printed  in  the  Town  report. 

Voted,  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Route 
A  be  accepted  as  in  progress. 

Voted,  that  the  report  of  the  special  Beach  Com- 
mittee be  taken  up  after  Article  15. 
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Voted,  to  hear  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Town  Hall  and  Partridge  Academy  in  connection  with 
Article  10. 

Under  Article  4  it  was  voted  to  take  up  the  first

Under  Article  6,  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  William  Wadsworth  Post  No.  165,  G.  A.  R., 
for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

Voted,  unanimously,  to  take  up  Article  48  at  this 
time,  and 

Voted,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00 
for  Train  Field  and  that  a  Supervisor  be  nominated 
from  the  floor  and  Earl  W.  Chandler  was  unanimously 
chosen  as  Supervisor. 

Under  Article  7,  voted,  unanimously,  that  the  Treas- 
urer, with  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  authorized  to 
borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  rev- 
enue for  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1st,  1932 
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and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one 
year,  any  debt  or  debts  incurred  under  this  vote  to  be 
paid  from  the  revenue  of  said  financial  year. 

Under  Article  8,  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  the  Duxbury  Free 
Library. 

Under  Article  9,  voted,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $200.00  for  the  use  of  the  Plymouth  County 
Trustees  for  the  County  Aid  to  Agriculture,  and 

Voted,  that  the  same  Director  be  continued. 

Under  Article  10,  voted,  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,500.00  to  resurface  the  drive  around  the 
Town  Hall  and  Partridge  Academy,  and 

Voted,  that  the  report  made  by  John  D.  Morrison 
be  accepted,  and 

Voted,  that  the  Committee  be  continued,  with  the 
recommendation  to  report  at  the  next  annual  town  meet- 
ing as  to  amount  necessary  to  put  road  in  good  con- 
dition. 

Under  Article  11,  voted,  to  accept  Bryant  Avenue 
as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  and  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  construction  of  the  same. 

Under  Article  12,  voted,  to  accept  Stetson  Avenue 
as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen.

Voted,  unanimously,  that  this  report  be  accepted 
and  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  be  adopted 
and  that  the  Selectmen  have  copies  of  this  report  printed 
for  circulation,  and 

Voted,  that  thanks  be  extended  to  this  Committee 
for  its  work,  and  that  the  Committee  be  continued. 

Voted,  that  Article  15  now  be  taken  from  the  table, 

and 

Voted,  unanimously,  to  accept  a  portion  of  Colum- 
bus Avenue  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $8,500.00  for  construction 
of  the  same  and  for  land  damage. 

Under  Article  16,  voted,  unanimously,  to  accept  a 
road  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  beginning  about  150 
feet  northerly  from  the  southerly  end  of  Gurnet  Road, 
so-called,  westerly  and  southerly  around  the  Hummock 
to  a  point  southerly  of  Pine  Point,  with  such  modifica- 
tions as  they  may  approve,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $10,000.00  for  the  construction  of  same,  the 
same  being  subject  to  the  Beach  Owners  building  park- 
ing spaces. 
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Voted,  unanimously,  that  Article  17,  which  reads: 

'To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  install  water  main  and  hydrants, 
beginning  at  the  Town  line  on  Acorn  Street,  and 
extending  to  the  corner  of  Franklin  and  Temple 
Streets,  or  take  any  action  thereon," 

be  laid  on  the  table. 

"Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind 
the  amendment  to  the  vote  taken  March  5,  1927 
under  Article  22,  Page  108.  It  was  voted  to  give  the 
Millbrook  School  House  and  the  land  on  which  it  is 
located  to  Duxbury  Post  223,  the  American  Legion, 
to  be  used  as  Lodge  Rooms  for  the  Post. 

"Amended; — After  it  has  been  discontinued  in  use 
by  the  School  Committee,  and  if  and  when  the  prop- 
erty is  abandoned  by  the  Legion  for  its  purposes 
it  shall  revert  to  the  Town." 

As  the  wording  of  this  article  as  printed  in  the 
Warrant  made  it  illegal  for  action,  the  Moderator  allowed 
a  substitute  motion  to  be  presented  which,  by  striking 
out  certain  words  and  inserting  others,  read  as  follows: 

"To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  vote 
taken  March  5,  1927,  under  Art.  22,  Page  108  of  the 
Town  Report  for  1930; — and  that  the  Town  accept 
$1.00  and  other  valuable  consideration  for  the  Mill- 
brook  School  House  and  the  land  on  which  it  is 
located,  in  order  to  clear  its  status  for  the  American 
Legion,  Post  No.  223." 

The  substitute  motion  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  89  in 
favor  of  this  motion  and  16  in  opposition,  and  it  was 
declared  carried  by  the  Moderator. 
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Under  Article  19,  voted,  unanimously,  to  appoint  a 
Committee  of  Five,  (to  consist  of  three  citizens  of  the 
Town  and  tv^o  members  of  Duxbury  Post  223,  American 
Legion)  for  the  purpose  of  formulating  plans  for  a 
World  War  Memorial,  and  to  submit  their  plans  for  con- 
sideration at  the  next  annual  Town  Meeting. 

Voted,  that  the  Moderator  appoint  this  Committee. 

Under  Article  20,  voted,  unanimously,  to  accept  the 
gift  under  the  residuary  clause  of  the  will  of  Miss  Lucy 
Hathaway,  for  the  purposes  therein  set  forth,  and  au- 
thorize the  Treasurer  to  accept  from  the  Executor  of 
said  will  moneys  or  securities  in  payment  of  said  gifts; 
and  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  and  the  Selectmen  to 
execute  and  deliver  to  said  Executor,  in  the  name  of  the 
Town,  a  release  of  all  claims  and  demands  and  to  assent 
to  the  allowance  of  the  final  account  of  said  Executor, 
and 

Voted,  that  the  Town  deeply  appreciates  the  be- 
quest of  Miss  Lucy  Hathaway. 

Under  Article  21,  voted,  unanimously,  to  have  all 
funds  or  securities  received  by  the  Town  from  the  be- 
quest of  Miss  Lucy  Hathaway  held  in  the  custody  of  the 
Town  Treasurer,  to  be  invested  or  reinvested  as  directed 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  subject  to  any  condition  that 
may  exist  in  said  bequest. 

Under  Article  22,  voted,  unanimously,  that  the  sal- 
ary of  the  Tax  Collector  be  raised  to  $1,200.00,  includ- 
ing clerk  hire  and  in  lieu  of  fees,  and  voted,  unanimously, 
to  raise  and  appropriate  $2,000.00  for  Tax  Collector's 
Department. 

Under  Article  23,  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  to  pay  for  the  tuition 
of  pupils  attending  trade  schools. 
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Under  Article  24,  voted,  unanimously,  to  apply  the 
dividend  from  the  Plymouth  County  Dog  Fund  to  the 
Support  of  Schools. 

Under  Article  25,  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  construction  of  a 
tennis  court  on  Train  Field. 

Under  Article  26,  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $125.00  for  Clean-up  Week. 

Under  Article  27,  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $50.00  for  the  use  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board. 

Voted,  not  to  accept  Article  28,  which  reads: 

''Will  the  Tov^n  vote  to  use  the  South  Duxbury 
School  Building,  now  standing  idle,  for  police  head- 
quarters or  take  any  other  action  thereon,  and 
appropriate  $500.00  for  remodeling  said  building?" 

Voted,  to  lay  on  the  table  Article  29,  which  reads: 

"Will  the  Town  vote  to  ask  for  a  Police  Officer  to 
be  stationed  at  the  South  Duxbury  School  Building 
police  headquarters,  to  be  on  duty,  if  not  perman- 
ently, then  during  the  summer  months,  or  take  any 
other  action  thereon?" 

Under  Article  30,  voted,  unanimously,  to  accept  the 
gift  of  $1,133.06  from  the  Standish  Monument  Associa- 
tion, the  income  from  this  amount  to  be  used  for  the 
care  for  the  lot  at  Standish  Shore  where  the  original 
Myles  Standish  House  was  located. 

Under  Article  31,  voted,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,000.00  for  the  eradication  of  mosquitoes,  the 
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same  to  be  spent  under  Chap.  252  of  the  General  Laws 
as  amended  by  Chap.  457,  Acts  of  1893,  and  subsequent 
amendments,  especially  Chap.  288  of  the  Acts  of  1929. 

Article  32,  which  reads: 

"Will  the  Town  vote  to  take  action  for  mosquito 
control  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
for  this  purpose?" 
was  indefinitely  postponed. 

Under  Article  33,  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $50  for  the  care  of  Myles  Stand- 
ish  House  lot  at  Standish  Shore. 

Under  Article  34,  voted,  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,000.00  to  be  expended  under  Acts  of  1930, 
Chap.  402,  the  Administration  of  the  Old  Age  assistance 
law. 

Under  Article  35,  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.00  for  Department  of 
Harbor  Master. 

Under  Article  36,  voted,  unanimously,  that  the  Se- 
lectmen procure  the  proper  wording  of  a  deed  or  release 
to  secure  a  clearer  view  of  approaching  traffic  and 
pedestrians  at  the  corners  and  bad  curves  of  our  roads, 
and, 

Voted,  unanimously,  that  the  Street  Department  be 
authorized  to  spend  $200.00  from  the  Highway  appro- 
priation for  the  establishment  of  permanent  rights  to 
unobstructed  view  across  corners  and  bad  curves  of  our 
roads. 

Under  Article  37,  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $114.00  for  the  installation  of 
six  electric  lights  on  Tremont  and  Park  streets  in  Island 
Creek. 
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Under  Article  38,  voted,  unanimously,  to  transfer 
from  the  Overlay  Reserve  Fund  the  sum  of  $1,000.00, 
to  the  Reserve  Fund. 

Under  Article  39,  voted,  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $210.00  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  the 
bones  of  Myles  Standish  in  a  metal  box  and  depositing 
it  in  a  cement  receptacle.  (Requested  by  Dr.  Myles 
Standish.) 

Under  Article  40,  voted,  unanimously,  to  name  the 
street  leading  from  Crescent  Street  to  the  shore.  How- 
land's  Lane. 

Under  Article  41,  voted,  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,430.00  to  purchase  a  tractor  and  full 
crawler  equipment. 

Under  Article  42,  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  purchase  a  motor- 
cycle and  automobile  for  the  use  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment.

BUREAU  OF  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE 


The  law  called  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Law  was 
passed  to  take  effect  July  1st,  1931. 

It  required  a  board  of  members  to  carry  out  the 
law  in  each  city  and  town. 

In  order  to  save  the  town  from  any  added  expense 
the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  took  over  the  work 
feeling  that  knowing  the  condition  of  the  people  by  wel- 
fare work  much  better  than  a  new  board  would. 

There  are  16  now  receiving  aid.  The  expense  for 
the  six  months  ending  Dec.  31,  1931  was  approximately 
$2,000.00.  There  are  new  applications  coming  from  time 
to  time.  It  will  probably  require  an  appropriation  of 
$5,000.00  for  1932.

In  making  our  report  for  the  past  year  we  wish  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  financial  report  as  printed  in 
the  Town  Report  which  shows  an  unexpended  balance 
$1,089.04.  This  balance  was  on  hand  and  would  have 
been  used  had  the  bills  from  outside  cities  and  towns 
been  received.  This  amount  will  be  returned  to  the 
Treasury  and  an  appropriation  asked  for  under  head- 
ing of  unpaid  bills  of  1931. 

There  are  four  inmates  at  the  Infirmary  at  the  pres- 
ent time.  On  account  of  ill  health  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Chase 
the  Superintendent  and  Matron  it  was  necessary  to  make 
a  new  appointment.  Mr.  Elmer  E.  Maddocks  and  wife 
received  the  appointment  and  took  charge  May  1st. 

There  have  been  several  rooms  throughly  cleaned 
and  painted.  Also  a  septic  tank  installed  as  the  drain- 
age was  very  poor  and  did  not  properly  handle  the  sew- 
erage. 

The  condition  of  business  has  caused  the  applica- 
tions of  many  laborers  for  work  or  assistance  from  the 
department.  Unless  conditions  change  at  an  early  date 
it  will  be  necessary  to  increase  the  appropriation  for 
this  department.

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REPORT  OF  FIRE  CHIEF 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens 
of  Duxbury, 

Greetings : 

This  Department  has  had  a  very  busy  year — twenty- 
nine  calls  to  house  fires,  six  calls  to  Gurnet  Bridge,  three 
boat  fires  and  four  automobile  fires.  The  damage  has 
been  slight  except  in  two  instances.  The  Lanty  house 
was  doomed  before  the  department  was  notified  and  one 
boat  that  had  just  been  refilled  with  gasolene  was  a 
hopeless  case.  A  hydrant  has  been  placed  by  the  Water 
Commissioners  near  the  Yacht  Club  giving  better  pro- 
tection to  the  boat  yard  and  neighborhood.  New  hose 
has  been  purchased  by  this  department  and  everything 
possible  done  to  make  it  an  efficient  department. 

We  have  been  called  to  a  number  of  emergencies 
as  a  man  is  always  on  duty  at  headquarters  ready  to 
respond  instantly  to  any  call  of  any  sort  anywhere. 

As  we  had  four  near  cases  of  drowning  last  year 
and  realizing  the  necessity  of  an  inhalator  for  the  town 
I  broached  the  subject  to  one  of  our  summer  residents 
and  he  immediately  authorized  me  to  purchase  it  and 
send  him  the  bill  which  I  did,  and  it  is  now  duly  in- 
stalled in  No.  Two  House  with  an  extra  oxygen  tank 
ready  for  any  emergency.  The  men  of  the  department 
have  been  trained  to  give  first  aid  to  any  cases  to  which 
they  are  called. 

Do  not  hesitate  to  call  on  them  for  help  at  any  time 
as  they  are  always  available,  day  or  night. 
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This  year  the  Department  suffered  the  loss  of  one 
of  its  staunchest  supporters  in  the  person  of  John  H. 
Glover.  He  formed  and  was  Captain  of  No.  Two  Com- 
pany twenty-five  years  ago.  He  was  loved  and  respected 
by  all  classes  and  I  can  only  say  this,  he  was  four  square 
in  every  respect  and  we  shall  miss  him  greatly  in  our 
work.  Our  new  man  at  the  engine  house  has  proved 
himself  to  be  efficient  and  a  tireless  worker  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  Department. 

We  have  had  splendid  support,  physical,  moral  and 
financial  from  the  town  for  which  we  heartily  thank 
you  and  hope  for  a  continuance  of  the  same.

Owing  to  lack  of  funds  not  much  work  was  done 
in  this  department. 

In  my  last  report  I  spoke  about  the  Fall  Web  Worm 
and  recommended  that  a  sum  of  money  amounting  to  at 
least  $1,000  be  appropriated  for  the  use  of  this  depart- 
ment, and  I  still  believe  our  trees  should  be  cared  for. 
There  is  lots  of  trimming  to  be  done  all  over  town. 

About  $300  was  spent  by  this  department,  through 
the  kindness  of  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  cut- 
ting Fall  Web  Worms. 

I  still  recommend  this  department   should  have 
$1,000  to  work  with.  We  are  liable  to  be  troubled  with

The  Gypsy  Moth  appropriation  cannot  be  used  for 
only  Gypsy  and  Brown  Tail  Moth  work.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE 
ON  TRAIN  FIELD  PLAYGROUND 


To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury: 

During  the  past  year  a  good  bit  of  work  has  been 
done  on  the  grounds.  Grading  and  seeding  on  the  bank- 
ing near  the  bleachers  as  well  as  filling  and  leveling  holes 
and  rough  spots  in  the  outfield  of  the  ball  field  was 
thought  necessary.  New  bases  and  home  plate  for  the 
diamond  were  purchased  and  the  base  lines  filled  and 
leveled. 

The  benches  were  repaired,  some  new^  planks  being 
used  and  all  renailed.  It  would  be  a  great  improvement 
if  something  in  the  nature  of  permanent  stands  or  seats 
could  be  provided,  something  which  would  be  in  keeping 
in  appearance  with  the  background  furnished  by  the 
School  Building. 

The  new  Tennis  court  was  built  and  equipped,  nets 
were  used  as  backstops,  with  the  idea  in  mind  that 
another  year  would  see  an  additional  court  built  and  later 
a  screen  of  a  lasting  nature  enclosing  both  courts. 

The  whole  field  was  mowed  twice  during  the  sum- 
mer and  the  infield  every  week  throughout  the  season. 
The  tennis  court  was  rolled  as  often  as  seemed  necessary. 

For  the  year  1932,  I  would  not  recommend  any 
special  projects  on  the  field  but  would  suggest  that  the 
usual  appropriation  of  three  hundred  dollars,  be  made.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens 
of  Duxbury : 

Your  Planning  Board  makes  the  following  report 
for  the  year  of  1931. 

We  have  held  six  meetings  throughout  the  year  just 
past,  at  which  various  matters  of  importance  concern- 
ing the  Town  were  discussed,  in  some  cases  followed  by 
recommendations  to  the  Selectmen,  among  them  being 
the  desirability  of  securing  the  property  recently  occu- 
pied by  the  late  Mr.  H.  H.  Stranger  on  Washington  St. 
near  the  Bridge.  The  Board  feels  that  if  the  Town  con- 
trolled that  property  it  could  be  kept  open,  and  if  not 
developed  into  a  small  park,  could  be  simply  grassed 
over  and  thus  allow  an  attractive  view  of  the  water  and 
marshes,  and  prevent  unsightly  use  of  the  premises  by 
business  occupation.  An  attractive  landing  place  for  the 
boats  could  be  made,  if  desired,  at  this  point,  as  it  abuts 
the  River. 

The  plan  made  by  our  Chairman,  Mr.  Brett,  and 
approved  by  the  Planning  Board,  for  the  improvement 
of  the  grounds  about  the  Tarklin  School,  has  been  used 
by  the  School  Committee  recently,  since  the  completion 
of  the  new  State  Highway. 

Owing  to  the  universal  business  conditions  prevail- 
ing at  present,  the  Planning  Board  deems  it  advisable 
to  assist  in  helping  to  lighten  the  burden  of  taxation 
for  the  Town,  and,  therefore,  will  not  ask  for  its  cus- 
tomary appropriation  for  the  annual  Clean-Up  Week  of 
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the  Town.  This  work  has  been  well  done  for  the  past 
few  years,  and  if  individuals  will  take  an  interest,  and 
help  each  other  out  in  disposing  of  waste  material,  it 
should  not  be  much  of  a  hardship  for  any  of  us,  and  will 
preserve  the  well-kept  and  thrifty  appearance  of  our 
Town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Selectmen  and  voters  of  Duxbury: 

The  year  1931  has  been  a  busy  year,  also  in  some 
respects  expensive,  and  as  the  expenditures  are  set  down 
in  the  annual  Report  we  will  mention  a  few  of  the  many 
items  wherein  the  Town  has  been  benefited. 

One  case  is  the  placing  in  a  State  Institution  of  one 
who  will  have  to  remain  there  for  years,  and  the  expense 
is  to  be  borne  by  the  State,  a  saving  to  Duxbury  of  ap- 
proximately fifteen  dollars  a  week.  Another  is  the  keep- 
ing of  four  cases  of  venereal  disease  outside  Duxbury 
at  no  expense,  a  saving  of  from  eight  to  ten  dollars  per 
week  for  each  person.  We  have  secured  subsidy  on  three 
cases  of  tuberculosis  amounting  to  three  hundred  and 
thirty  dollars,  with  negative  sputum  from  two.  We  have 
had  three  cases  of  tuberculosis,  one  died,  one  was  sent 
to  a  western  state,  and  one  is  in  the  Sanitarium  at  South 
Hanson.  There  are  others  that  may  be  obliged  to  go 
and  remain  there  under  observation  for  one  or  two 
months.  Most  of  the  tubercular  patients  have  to  be 
furnished  with  clothing,  etc.,  before  they  can  be  entered. 
There  is  over  one  hundred  dollars  due  from  the  State 
Board  of  Welfare. 

There  have  been  more  venereal  cases  from  Janu- 
ary 1931  to  January  1932,  than  at  any  time  in  the  past 
twenty  years.  On  venereal  cases  we  get  no  information 
from  physician  or  from  the  State  as  to  whom  the  afflicted 
person  is,  only  a  serial  number,  and  saying  whether  it 
is  a  case  of  syphilis  or  gonorrhoea.  These  cases  have  to 
be  located  in  some  way  or  other,  and  then  they  must 
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receive  treatment  at  a  clinic  or  from  a  private  physician 
until  they  are  discharged. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  mumps  from  the  middle  of 
February  to  the  middle  of  June.  During  the  fall  months 
there  was  an  outbreak  of  scabies  and  impetigo  con- 
tagiosus. 

There  have  been  the  usual  number  of  nuisances,  and 
dairies  and  milk  have  been  examined  and  inspected  with 
two  instances  where  the  milk  was  found  to  be  below 
standard,  which  was  corrected  at  once.  The  State  has 
not  as  yet  finished  with  the  tubercular  testing  of  cattle, 
due  as  they  say  to  a  lack  of  funds.  The  nuisance  caused 
by  the  large  number  of  fish  being  deposited  on  the  shore 
of  Duxbury  Beach  made  it  necessary  to  employ  someone 
with  a  truck  to  remove  and  bury  them. 

There  have  been  69  cases  of  mumps,  4  cases  of 
measles,  2  cases  of  German  measles,  40  cases  of  impetigo 
and  scabies,  about  evenly  divided,  and  22  cases  of  Ven- 
ereal diseases  reported  in  various  ways. 

Thanking  all  who  have  in  any  way  co-operated  wuth 
the  board  in  preserving  the  public  health.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
TRUSTEES  FOR  PLYMOUTH  COUNTY 
AID  TO  AGRICULTURE,  1930 


Through  local  and  county-wide  meetings  of  farm- 
ers and  homemakers,  through  timely  circular  letters, 
through  the  4-H  clubs  organized  for  the  boys  and  girls 
of  the  county,  and  by  means  of  personal  correspondence, 
individual  service  to  farmers  and  members  of  their  fam- 
ilies, and  by  assisting  in  the  orderly  marketing  of  agri- 
cultural products,  the  Plymouth  County  Extension  Ser- 
vice, during  1931,  co-operated  with  every  town  in  the 
county  in  bringing  to  its  citizens  information  regarding 
agriculture  and  homemaking.  Very  nearly  six  thousand 
families  in  the  county  have  received  assistance,  informa- 
tion, or  advice  from  the  Extension  Service  this  past  year. 

Attendance  at  agricultural  meetings  increased  from 
4,000  to  over  6,300.  Office  calls  have  doubled  and  tele- 
phoned requests  for  information  increased  by  50%. 
There  was  a  50%  increase  in  homemakers  attending 
extension  groups  and  the  number  attending  single  meet- 
ings was  doubled.  Membership  in  4-H  clubs  has  con- 
tinued its  steady  growth  with  an  increase  of  50%  in 
visits  to  club  members. 

Owners  of  cranberry  bogs  in  Duxbury  found  the 
special  service  in  this  subject  of  great  value.  All  men 
owning  bogs  received  regularly  circulars  and  letters, 
containing  suggestions  on  pest  control  and  bog  manage- 
ment. Twenty-one  personal  visits  to  bog  owners  were 
made  by  Mr.  Short,  the  cranberry  specialist,  in  order  to 
give  information  and  advice  on  special  problems.  Sev- 
enty-three men  received  regularly  information  on  agri- 
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cultural  matters  through  letters  or  bulletins,  and  in  all 
36  visits  were  made  to  leave  suggestions  or  advice  on 
definite  problems.  Poultrymen  and  dairymen  of  the  town 
regularly  attended  the  various  meetings  and  tours  ar- 
ranged by  the  extension  service.  During  the  rat  con- 
trol campaign,  49  packages  of  especially  prepared  bait 
were  supplied  to  citizens  of  the  town  at  cost. 

Both  North  and  Center  Duxbury  have  partici- 
pated in  the  year's  home  program.  At  both  centers  there 
have  been  organized  groups  in  children's  clothing  and 
garment  finishes.  North  Duxbury  has  also  completed  a 
unit  of  work  in  home  management.  The  town  also  par- 
ticipated in  nutrition  projects  and  in  our  letter  service 
in  gardening  and  canning. 

A  fine  4-H  clothing  club  was  organized  in  Duxbury 
this  past  year.  The  girls  are  fortunate  in  having  two 
splendid  women  as  leaders  and  also  in  being  able  to 
have  the  Ashdod  School  as  their  4-H  club  house.  The 
girls  won  a  banner  seal  for  their  club  charter  which 
means  100  per  cent  of  the  members  enrolled  completed 
all  requirements  and  received  club  pins. 


REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  OF 
DUXBURY  FREE  LIBRARY,  INC. 


Nineteen  thirty-one  was  the  busiest  year  the  Dux- 
bury  Free  Library  has  seen  to  date.  Both  attendance 
and  circulation  appreciably  surpassed  any  former  record. 
In  round  numbers  16,000  persons  used  the  library  for 
reference,  magazine  reading,  studies  connected  with 
school  work,  or  for  borrowing  books.  The  13,169  books 
given  out  during  the  year  represent  a  large  gain  over 
the  figures  of  any  preceeding  year. 

It  is  not  possible  that  the  circulation  will  rise  much 
above  this  for  some  time  to  come.  The  saturation  point 
for  a  town  of  Duxbury's  population  and  a  library  whose 
budget  is  quite  limited  seems  to  have  been  reached.  It 
may  be  true  here  as  has  been  found  to  be  the  case  in 
other  localities  that  when  times  are  hard  library  attend- 
ance shows  a  definite  tendency  to  increase. 

During  the  year  new  cases  were  added  to  the  chil- 
dren's room  and  the  rotunda.  The  bookcase  system  of 
the  latter  is  now  complete.  By  it  the  newer  books,  both 
fiction  and  non-fiction,  are  centralized  under  proper 
lighting,  and  made  more  accessible  to  the  public.  The 
arrangement  also  lessens  the  routine  work  of  restoring 
returned  books  to  their  shelves. 

Accessions,  both  as  to  number  and  range,  have  kept 
pace  with  the  increasing  circulation.  Many  patrons  have 
given  generously.  The  Board  of  Directors  wish  to  ex- 
press through  the  medium  of  this  report  their  thanks 
to  the  various  donors.

REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  TRUSTEES 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens 
of  Duxbury : 

Another  year  has  rolled  by  and  we  again  submit 
to  you  our  Annual  Report  for  1931.  Much  and  varied 
has  been  the  work  accomplished  in  this  department  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

The  cemeteries  have  all  been  raked  and  mowed  sev- 
eral times  during  the  past  year  as  usual.  Sixteen  old 
lots  have  been  rebuilt  and  sixteen  new  ones  have  been 
made  ready  for  use  and  the  ground  cleared  for  as  many 
more.  All  lots  possible  have  been  top  dressed  this  fall 
and  others  will  have  the  same  care  in  the  spring. 

Forty-five  graves  have  been  raised  and  we  would 
recommend  the  use  of  cement  burial  vaults  whenever 
possible  as  this  keeps  graves  from  ever  settling  and 
saves  much  expense  in  years  to  come. 

The  fences  around  Mayflower,  Ashdod  and  Stand- 
ish  Cemeteries  have  been  given  a  coat  of  paint. 

Some  more  of  the  avenues  have  been  given  a  coat 
of  stone  dust  and  water  pipes  have  been  extended  to  the 
lower  part  of  the  cemetery. 

A  great  deal  of  work  has  been  done  on  the  trees 
this  past  year.  The  Davey  Tree  Experts  took  out  five 
large  trees  that  were  dead  and  had  they  fallen,  would 
have  caused  much  damage  for  which  the  town  would 
have  been  liable.  We  are  much  indebted  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Arthur  Hill  for  the  two  beautiful  evergreen  trees  pre- 
sented to  the  cemetery  w^hich  were  planted  in  the  oval  in 
front  -of  the  tomb,  also  the  Misses  Ford  for  the  cedar 
trees  given  us. 
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Many  grave  stones  have  been  reset  and  thirteen  new 
foundations  have  been  made. 

Ten  lots  have  been  placed  in  Perpetual  Care  in  1931. 

There  have  been  twenty-four  interments  of  those 
who  died  in  town  and  twenty-five  from  out  of  town  dur- 
ing" the  past  year. 

As  the  lots  are  fast  being  taken  there  is  much 
work  to  be  done  during  the  coming  year. 

We  thank  our  townsmen  for  their  co-operation 
which  has  helped  us  to  carry  on  our  work  and  ask  for 
their  continued  help  during  the  year  1932.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury: 

The  School  Committee  herewith  presents  its  report 
for  the  year  1931. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  quiet  progress  in 
our  schools,  the  usual  repairs  and  unkeep  of  the  differ- 
ent school  buildings  have  been  made,  with  special  atten- 
tion being  given  to  the  grounds  around  the  Tarkiln 
School.  On  account  of  the  new  State  Highway  passing 
some  distance  away,  and  the  old  roadway  being  re- 
moved, the  Committee  felt  that  the  time  had  come  to  re- 
grade  the  lawn,  lay  out  new  driveway  to  the  school 
building,  and  clear  away  unnecessary  trees  and  under- 
growth, in  accordance  with  a  plan  made  by  Mr.  Brett, 
of  the  Planning  Board.  This  has  all  been  done  and  this 
Spring  should  show  a  great  improvement  in  the  appear- 
ance of  this  school  property. 

As  usual,  several  new  teachers  in  the  High  School 
building  were  necessary,  to  replace  those  leaving  for 
other  positions,  among  them  being  Dr.  Baptist,  our 
French  teacher,  whose  leave  of  absence  from  his  school 
in  Belgium,  had  expired. 

The  Committee  mentions  the  visit  of  the  State 
Chadwick  Clinic  for  detecting  signs  of  Tuberculosis  in 
the  school  children,  and  its  final  report  of  only  five 
reactors  to  their  tests  after  the  examinations  of  nearly 
75  %  of  the  total  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  the  schools 
of  Duxbury. 

The  Committee  approves  of  the  increasing  inter- 
est of  graduates  of  the  High  School,  particularly  the 
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young  men,  in  attendance  at  the  State  aided  Trade 
Schools.  Several  of  our  Duxbury  boys  are  fitting  them- 
selves for  w^orthv^hile  positions,  by  attending  the  Bos- 
ton Trade  School. 

The  School  Committee  has  recognized  the  present 
financial  condition  and  has  gone  over  its  budget  for 
1932-33  with  carefulness,  exempting  all  new  expendi- 
tures and  v^ill  ask  for  the  sum  of  $46,500.00  and  the 
dog  tax  for  the  coming  year,  as  mentioned  in  the 
Superintendent's  report.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Duxbury: 

It  is  during  periods  of  labor  depression,  such  as 
the  one  that  now  spreads  over  the  country,  that  our 
school  enrollment  faces  its  greatest  inflation.  Young 
people  unable  to  find  other  employment,  return  to  school 
sometimes  in  search  of  the  least  irksome  way  of  pass- 
ing the  time,  but  more  often  because  they  realize  the  fu- 
tility of  attempting  to  earn  a  living  without  special  train- 
ing and  skill  in  a  particular  field.  In  Duxbury,  the  school 
enrollment  is  further  increased  by  the  fact  that  many 
families  are  finding  it  more  agreeable  to  live  in  a  smaller 
community,  during  this  trying  period,  and  are  staying 
with  us  for  the  winter  months. 

These  conditions  have  brought  about  an  increase  of 
ten  pupils  in  our  high  school;  while  our  elementary 
schools  show,  for  the  same  period  of  time,  a  decrease  of 
three  pupils.  The  high  school  curriculum  is  much  more 
diversified  than  that  of  the  elementary  school.  This 
means  more  equipment  and  more  teachers,  all  of  whom 
have  to  be  highly  trained  specialists  consequently  re- 
quiring larger  salaries  than  the  grade  teachers.  These 
factors  make  the  cost  of  a  year  of  high  school  for  a 
child  practically  double  that  of  a  year  of  elementary 
school.  These  conditions  should  be  given  consideration 
as  we  plan  the  budget  for  another  year. 

During  the  past  year,  there  has  been  very  little 
change  in  the  methods  of  instruction  or  in  the  courses 
offered.  We  have  introduced  in  the  middle  grades,  vari- 
ous devices  for  stressing  character-building  and  tried  to 
impart  greater  amounts  of  health  information,  by  intro- 
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ducing  into  the  reading  activities  such  material  as  will 
develop  knowledge  of  the  needs  of  a  good  strong,  robust 
body.  The  method  of  teaching  spelling,  which  proved  so 
successful  in  the  lower  grades  last  year,  has  been  ex- 
panded through  the  fifth  and  sixth  years  of  school.  We 
continue  the  twenty-minute  period  of  required  super- 
vised play  in  the  open  air  daily.  The  Home  Economics 
Department  has  seen  a  change  of  teachers  and  the 
courses  have  shown  marked  improvement.  Standard 
achievement  tests  have  been  used  regularly  as  a  check-up 
on  the  work  being  accomplished  in  each  grade.  The 
stress  on  musical  training  is  as  strong  as  ever. 

ACTIVITIES 

Our  School  magazine  increased  in  size  from  four  to 
eight  pages,  and  during  the  school  year  1930-31,  showed 
sufficient  financial  profit  to  warrant  giving  a  scholar- 
ship of  one  hundred  dollars  to  a  member  of  the  gradu- 
ating class  in  June.  The  musical  clubs  have  increased 
in  size  and  more  children  than  ever  before,  are  now 
taking  lessons  on  various  instruments.  Basketball  flour- 
ished during  the  winter  season,  both  as  an  inter- 
scholastic  and  inter-class  activity.  In  the  spring,  the 
Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  were  each  represented 
by  baseball  teams,  and  from  the  standpoint  of  games 
won,  averaged  successful  seasons.  It  is  an  ever  present 
burden  to  plan  the  financing  of  these  athletics  in  a  com- 
munity as  widely  scattered  as  Duxbury.  The  attendance 
at  our  games  is  so  small  that  often  we  find  the  receipts 
will  hardly  pay  for  the  necessary  official.  Proper  equip- 
ment, such  as  new  backboards  for  basketball  and  new 
lockers  for  shower  baths,  was  installed  by  the  athletic 
association.  The  cost  of  these  items  so  nearly  crippled 
our  finances  that,  during  the  past  fall,  we  found  it  neces- 
sary to  put  on  several  drives  for  raising  money.  These 
were  successful  to  the  extent  that  we  were  practically 
out  of  debt  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  year. 


REPAIRS 


A  considerable  sum  of  money  has  been  spent  this 
year  on  repairs  and  new  equipment".  It  seemed  advis- 
able to  lay  a  cement  floor  in  the  basement  room  at  the 
southwest  corner  of  the  High  School  building.  This 
place  had  been  used  for  storage  and  the  dirt  floor  was 
not  only  unattractive  in  appearance,  but  also  a  bother 
since  dirt  was  constantly  being  tracked  into  the  lunch 
room.  We  found  also  that  storage  space  was  necessary 
in  the  attic  of  the  new  High  School  building,  and  in 
order  to  make  this  available,  we  found  it  necessary  to 
lay  a  floor  in  the  south  end  of  the  upper  story.  There  v/as 
trouble  from  northeast  and  southeast  rains  driving 
through  the  brick-work  of  the  ends  of  the  building.  To 
eliminate  this  and  to  protect  the  interior  ceiling  and 
walls,  two  coats  of  linseed  oil  and  turpentine  were  ap- 
plied over  the  entire  exterior  surface.  The  manual  train- 
ing department  benefited  from  the  purchase  of  a  new 
scroll  saw,  and  it  was  necessary  to  replace  two  worn- 
out  typewriters  in  the  commercial  department.  A  new 
stereopticon  for  educational  use  in  the  auditorium  has 
opened  up  many  possibilities  of  visual  aid  to  classroom 
instruction.  At  Tarkiln,  the  floor  of  the  south  building 
which  had  needed  attention  for  a  good  while  was  brought 
to  a  level  surface  and  new  flooring  put  down.  We  also 
spent  much  time  and  money  in  regrading  the  lawns 
around  this  building,  laying  out  drives,  and  trimming  up 
the  trees  which  prevented  a  clear  view  of  the  school 
yard  from  the  new  road,  which  has  recently  been  com- 
pleted in  the  west  part  of  the  town.  The  slate  black- 
boards, which  were  given  to  us  by  Mr.  Flannery  of  the 
Old  Sailors'  Home,  were  installed  at  the  Point  School  and 
at  Tarkiln,  so  that  now  every  schoolroom  in  town  has 
the  best  of  slate  boards.  At  Village  School  it  was  neces- 
sary to  put  in  several  small  cesspools  to  care  for  the 
drainage  from  the  roof  during  heavy  storms.  We  also 
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found  it  advisable  to  weather  strip  all  windows  on  the 
west  side  of  this  building. 

GIFTS 

The  trustees  of  Partridge  Academy  Fund  awarded 
the  1931  scholarship  to  Miss  Alma  Merry,  who  is  attend- 
ing Massachusetts  State  College.  The  Auxiliary  and  the 
Sons  of  Veterans  in  commemoration  of  the  spirit  of  the 
G.  A.  R.,  presented  us  with  three  flags  for  outdoor  use 
and  three  silk  flags  to  be  displayed  in  class  rooms.  These 
flags  were  distributed  at  the  Village,  Point  and  Tarkiln 
Schools.  Mr.  Warner,  Supervisor  of  Art,  continued  to 
demonstrate  his  unselfish  interests  in  our  school,  by 
painting  most  appropriate  scenery  for  our  Junior  High 
School  operetta.  Mr.  Wilfred  Ohlson  also  assisted  us  in 
our  stage  production,  by  helping  in  the  making  of  an 
interior  scene  for  the  senior  play.  To  these  friends  of 
the  school,  I  wish  to  extend  my  deepest  and  most  sincere 
thanks. 

HEALTH 

A  discussion  of  our  health  activities  is  presented  in 
the  report  of  the  school  nurse.  In  an  effort  to  co-oper- 
ate with  her  in  keeping  the  students  healthy,  the  teach- 
ing staff  continues  the  out-of-door  exercises  that  have 
already  been  mentioned.  Teachers  untrained  in  physical 
education  can  contribute  little  toward  corrective  exer- 
cises and  most  schools  carry  on  such  work  through 
specialized  departments.  The  health  of  our  children  is 
in  no  way  alarming,  but  much  can  be  done  towards  im- 
provement of  the  physical  condition  of  the  children  when 
money  is  available  for  supervisors  in  this  department. 

This  is  not  a  year  for  expansion,  nor  a  time  for  any 
unwarranted  expenditure  of  money.  Some  of  our  oper- 
ating costs  have  increased  because  of  the  increase  in 
enrollment  of  pupils  and  the  increase  in  use  of  our  high 
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school  auditorium  for  other  than  school  purposes.  On 
the  other  hand,  by  strict  economy  in  every  department, 
through  the  elimination  of  replacing  worn  out  equip- 
ment, and  making  only  the  most  urgent  repairs,  I  feel 
that  we  may  operate  our  schools  at  their  present  effici- 
ency with  an  appropriation  of  $46,500  and  the  custom- 
ary dog  tax.  This  represents  over  three  per  cent  reduc- 
tion in  the  appropriation  from  last  year,  which  was,  in 
itself,  less  than  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  year 
1930.  I  feel,  however,  that  with  the  sacrifices  which  all 
must  face  at  times  like  this,  the  work  in  the  school  can  be 
done  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  I  recommend  that 
the  school  committee  ask  the  voters  of  Duxbury  to  grant 
this  sum  of  money  for  use  in  operating  Duxbury  public 
schools  for  the  year  1932.

Early  in  the  year,  through  the  co-operation  of  the 
Parent-Teacher  Association,  and  the  State  Department 
of  Health,  we  were  enabled  to  hold  a  pre-school  clinic. 
This  was  very  helpful  to  parents  and  beneficial  to  the 
children.  The  parents  all  had  the  opportunity  to  talk 
with  the  doctor,  dentist  and  nutritionist.  There  was  an 
excellent  exhibit  of  proper  clothing  and  food,  both  for 
the  pre-school  and  school  child.  The  mother  and  a  couple 
of  fathers  who  came  displayed  much  interest.  The  Parent 
Teacher  Association  Motor  Corps  transported  them  to 
the  school  and  back  home.  The  clinic  was  a  success  and  I 
hope  we  can  repeat  it  again  this  year. 
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The  Audiometer  visited  us  again  through  the  court- 
esy of  the  Duxbury  Nurse  Association  and  the  Plymouth 
County  Health  Association.  All  tested  up  to  normal  this 
time.  However,  we  hope  to  have  the  test  given  again  this 
year. 

We  were  fortunate  also  to  have  the  Chadwick  Clinic 
this  year  which  consisted  of  the  skin  T.  B.  test  and  X-ray 
for  those  who  showed  any  reaction  to  the  skin  test.  The 
parents  here  also  had  opportunity  to  ask  questions  and 
advice  from  the  specialists  from  the  State  Departments 
of  Health. 

The  class  in  Home  Hygiene  and  care  of  the  sick  did 
very  good  work  and  passed  their  tests. 

Three  children  were  sent  to  the  summer  camp  at 
South  Hanson  through  July  and  August  and  were  great- 
ly benefited. 

Aid  has  been  given  several  children,  both  medical 
and  material.

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REPORT  OF  PARENT-TEACHER 
ASSOCIATION 


On  Wednesday,  February  4,  1931,  a  group  of  inter- 
ested parents,  teachers,  and  friends  of  Duxbury  met  at 
the  High  School  Hall  and  organized  a  Parent-Teacher 
Association. 

We  are  now  approaching  the  close  of  the  first  year, 
which  has  been  an  interesting  one.  The  membership  is 
far  from  the  goal,  but  it  is  encouraging  to  report  ninety- 
one  have  enrolled,  and  the  chairman  of  the  Membership 
Committee  has  reported  the  teachers  as  one  hundred  per 
cent  members.    This  is  a  challenge  to  the  parents. 

Meetings  have  been  held  monthly  during  the  school 
year  at  the  High  School,  except  in  December  when  in- 
stead of  a  meeting,  groups  of  parents  assisted  the  teachers 
at  the  several  Christmas  parties  in  the  schools.  The 
Association  provided  oranges  for  all  the  children. 

Much  credit  is  due  the  Program  Committee  for  the 
notable  list  of  speakers,  and  their  varied  subjects,  at  the 
meetings,  also  an  important  part  of  each  meeting  has 
been  the  social  hour  conducted  by  the  Social  Committee. 

An  effort  has  been  made  for  a  better  understanding 
of  school  problems  through  a  question  box.  It  is  hoped 
this  will  prove  a  success. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  year  was  the  Summer 
Roundup  on  June  9  and  10,  for  the  pre-school  children. 
This  Roundup  was  conducted  by  the  Health  Department 
of  the  State,  the  school  nurse  and  a  Welfare  Committee 
from  the  Association.  About  seventy-two  children  were 
examined.  Follow-up  work  has  been  done  and  the  Com- 
mittee is  in  readiness  to  assist  at  any  time.  It  is  hoped 
the  association  may  be  able  to  conduct  another  this  year,

but  will  probably  necessitate  the  financing  of  the  entire 
project. 

At  the  February  meeting,  the  two  grades  in  the 
Junior  High  School  are  to  present  a  Cantata  in  recogni- 
tion of  the  two-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  birth  of 
George  Washington. 

It  is  apparent  that  slowly  but  surely  there  is  develop- 
ing a  better  understanding  of  the  Parent-Teacher  Associ- 
ation. Let  us  strive  this  next  year  to  make  this  Associa- 
tion a  help  to  our  children  and  a  force  for  better  in  the 
community.

IN  MEMORIAM 


GEORGE  H.  STEARNS 

On  December  30th,  1932,  at  his  home  in  Dux- 
bury,  death  came  to  George  H.  Stearns.  He  was 
born  in  Northfield,  Massachusetts,  July  20th, 
1853,  the  son  of  George  A.  and  Charity  B.  Rich- 
ardson Stearns.

IN  MEMORIAM 


FREDERICK  B.  KNAPP 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  Frederick  B.  Knapp  the 
fire  fighting  forces  of  Duxbury  have  lost  a  staunch 
friend  and  supporter. 

Mr.  Knapp  was  a  pioneer  in  the  work  of  fire 
protection,  being  a  member  of  the  first  Board 
of  Fire  Engineers  and  the  first  to  hold  the  ofRce 
of  Chief  Engineer. 

He  was  elected  to  the  office  of  Chief  Engi- 
neer in  1906  and  retired  in  1911.

REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury: 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  make  the  following  report 
for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1932. 

As  the  appropriations  for  1932  were  less  than  the 
previous  year  there  was  very  little  highway  work  done 
except  general  repairs. 

The  bushes  have  been  cleaned  out  and  small  trees 
trimmed  making  travel  much  safer  along  many  of  our 
woods  drives. 

The  road  built  a  year  ago  at  the  Hummock  received 
a  real  test  last  fall  when  the  exceptional  high  tide  washed 
over  a  part  of  it  with  very  little  damage. 

The  bulkhead  at  Mattakesett  Court  town  landing 
was  damaged  to  quite  an  extent.  The  necessary  repairs 
have  been  completed  with  exception  of  a  small  portion 
adjoining  Yacht  Club  which  is  to  be  completed  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Yacht  Club  job. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  appointment  of 
a  shell  fish  warden  has  been  the  cause  of  a  big  improve- 
ment in  the  shell  fish  industry.  By  protecting  the  clams 
they  have  been  allowed  to  grow  to  a  marketable  size  and 

therefore  created  an  industry  for  quite  a  number  of  our 
citizens  that  otherwise  would  have  applied  to  the  Wel- 
fare Dept.  for  assistance. 


It  is  necessary  for  your  board  to  recommend  that 
the  voters  hold  our  appropriations  for  the  coming  year 
to  the  minimum. 

LUCY  HATHAWAY  TRUST  FUND 

On  January  16,  1932  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Treasurer  received  349  shares  of  stock,  under  the  eighty- 
first  clause  of  the  will  of  Lucy  Hathaway,  which  v^^ere 
placed  in  a  safe  deposit  box. 

At  that  time  there  was  received  $709.51  accrued  di- 
vidends and  during  the  rest  of  the  year  additional  income 
of  $2,095.50.  This  was  deposited  in  a  Savings  Bank  and 
interest  of  $24.50  was  added  during  the  year,  so  there  is 
a  balance  of  $2,829.51  now  on  hand. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  eighty-first  clause  of 
the  will. 

''All  the  rest  and  residue  of  my  estate,  of  every 
name  and  nature  and  wherever  situated,  I  give  to 
the  Town  of  Duxbury  to  be  held  in  trust,  however, 
and  the  income  therefrom  to  be  applied  for  the  pur- 
poses and  in  proportions  hereinafter  specified: 

(a)  one-fourth  of  said  income  to  be  applied  to 
the  care  and  improvement  of  the  public  streets 
in  said  Duxbury. 

(b)  one-eighth  of  said  income  to  be  applied  to 
the  care  of  the  shade  trees  within  the  limits  of 
the  public  highways  in  said  town  of  Duxbury. 

(c)  one-sixteenth  of  said  income  to  be  applied  to 
the  care  and  improvement  of  Mayflower  ceme- 
tery in  said  town  of  Duxbury. 

(d)  one-fourth  of  said  income  to  be  applied  to 
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the  support  of  the  pubhc  schools  in  said  town  of 
Duxbury. 

(e)  one-sixteenth  of  said  income  to  be  applied  to 
the  purchase  of  books  for  the  public  library  in 
said  Duxbury. 

(f)  one-eighth  of  said  income  to  be  applied  to 
the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  public  landings 
in  said  town  and  the  approaches  thereto. 

(g)  one-eighth  of  said  income  to  be  applied  to 
the  maintenance  and  care  of  public  bridges  in 
said  town."

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made 
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an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Dux- 
bury  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1931,  and 
submit  the  following  report  thereon : 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  recorded 
on  the  books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  dis- 
bursing money  for  the  town,  were  examined  and  checked 
with  the  books  of  the  town  accountant. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were 
examined  and  checked  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with 
the  records  in  the  several  departments  collecting  money 
for  the  town. 

The  appropriations,  as  entered  in  the  ledger,  were 
checked  with  the  town  clerk's  records  of  appropriations 
authorized  by  the  town. 

The  receipts  as  shown  on  the  accountant's  books 
were  checked  with  the  records  of  receipts  of  the  treas- 
urer, and  the  payments  were  compared  with  the  warrants 
authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  and  a  balance 
sheet  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of 
the  town  as  of  December  31,  1931. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  an- 
alyzed and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  several 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the 
other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town 
treasury,  while  the  payments  were  checked  with  the 
selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  them.  The  cash  in  the 
office  was  verified  by  an  actual  count,  and  the  bank  bal- 
ances were  reconciled  with  statements  furnished  by  the 
banks  of  deposit. 

The  payments  of  town  debt,  revenue  loans,  and  in- 
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terest  were  checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and 
with  the  cancelled  notes  and  coupons  on  file.  Unpaid 
coupons  were  verified  by  reconciliation  with  a  statement 
furnished  by  the  bank. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  commitments  of  poll,  prop- 
erty, and  motor  vehicle  excise  taxes  of  1931  were  ana- 
lyzed and  checked  with  the  assessors'  warrants  to  the 
collector. 

The  payments  to  the  treasurer  on  account  of  the 
levies  of  1928  to  1931,  inclusive,  were  checked  to  the 
treasurer's  cash  book,  the  abatements  were  compared 
with  the  assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted,  and 
the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with 
the  accountant's  ledger  accounts. 

Verification  notices  were  mailed  to  a  number  of  per- 
sons whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money 
to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that 
the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  town,  sporting,  and  dog  licenses  is- 
sued by  the  town  clerk  were  examined,  and  the  payments 
to  the  town,  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game,  and 
to  the  county,  respectively,  were  verified. 

The  savings  bank  books,  representing  the  invest- 
ments of  the  several  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the 
town  treasurer,  were  examined  and  listed  and  the  income 
verified. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned  above,  the 
financial  records  of  all  other  departments  receiving  money 
for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection  were  ex- 
amined and  reconciled  with  the  treasurer's  books. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  treasurer,  collector,  and  town 
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clerk  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treas- 
urer's cash,  summaries  of  the  tax  accounts,  as  well  as 
tables  showing  the  trust  fund  transactions. 

For  the  courtesies  extended  and  the  assistance  ren- 
dered by  the  various  town  officials  during  the  progress 
of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for 
myself,  to  express  appreciation.

At  11  o'clock  Articles  4  and  5  were  taken  up  as  fol- 
lows:

The  Moderator  ruled  that  the  amend- 
ment was  legal,  and  was  sustained  by  the  House  by  a 
vote  of  86  to  49. 

The  Amendment  was  then  passed  and  the  Question  as 
amended  was  also  passed  by  the  Meeting. 

Under  Article  5,  voted,  that  the  Selectmen  of  Dux- 
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boiry  be  and  hereby  are  empowered  to  pay  for  unskilled 
labor  $4.00  per  day. 

Under  Article  7,  voted,  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1,- 
749.47  to  pay  unpaid  bills  of  1931  and  previous. 

Under  Article  8,  voted,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $400.00  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  Wil- 
liam Wadsworth  Post  No.  165,  G.  A.  R.,  for  the  observ- 
ance of  Memorial  Day. 

Under  Article  9,  voted,  unanimously,  that  the  Treas- 
urer, with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  authorized 
to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of 
revenue  for  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1st, 
1933  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  with- 
in one  year,  any  debt  or  debts  incurred  under  this  vote 
to  be  paid  from  the  revenue  of  said  financial  year. 

Under  Article  10,  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  the  Duxbury  Free 
Library. 

Under  Article  11,  voted,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $100.00  for  the  use  of  the  Plymouth  County  Trus- 
tees for  the  County  Aid  to  Agriculture,  and 

Chose  Ernest  W.  Chandler  as  Town  Director. 

Under  Article  12,  voted,  unanimously,  to  apply  the 
dividend  from  the  Plymouth  County  Dog  Fund  to  the 
Support  of  Schools. 

Under  Article  13,  voted,  unanimously,  to  transfer 
from  the  Overlay  Reserve  Fund  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to 
the  Reserve  Fund. 

Under  Article  14,  voted,  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $25.00  for  the  use  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Under  Article  15,  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise  and 
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appropriate  the  sum  of  $250.00  for  Train  Field  Play- 
ground, and 

Voted,  that  Earl  W.  Chandler  be  continued  as  Di- 
rector. 

Under  Article  16,  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise  and 

appropriate  the  sum  of  $822.00  for  the  purpose  of  main- 
taining, during  the  ensuing  year,  the  mosquito  control 
works  as  estimated  and  certified  to  by  the  State  Recla- 
mation Board  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chap- 
ter 112,  Acts  of  1931. 

Under  Article  17,  voted,  unanimously,  to  accept  Sec- 
tion 84  of  Chapter  304,  Acts  of  1929,  an  Act  further 
regulating  the  taking  and  possession  of  certain  shell- 
fish.

vote  taken  under  Article  3  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
of  December  21,  1931,  to  read  "To  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $2,000.00  from  the  Overlay  Reserve  Fund"  in  place 
of  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account,  for  Highway  work. 

Under  Article  22,  voted,  unanimously,  to  amend  the 
vote  taken  under  Article  4  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
of  December  21,  1931,  to  read  ''To  transfer  from  the 
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Overlay  Reserve  Fund  the  sum  of  $467.75"  in  place  of 
the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account,  for  unpaid  bill  of 
1930. 

Under  Article  23,  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $40.00  for  the  care  and  decora- 
tion of  Boomer  Square,  work  to  be  done  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Cemetery  Department. 

Voted,  to  lay  on  the  table  Article  24,  which  reads: 
"To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  widen  Keene  Street  15  feet  on  the  south- 
easterly part,  from  High  Street  to  the  new  State  High- 
way, and  make  an  appropriation  for  the  same." 

Under  Article  25,  voted,  to  accept  the  road  which 
leads  from  Bay  Road  to  the  railroad,  which  includes 
Soule  Avenue,  so-called,  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  if 
and  when  the  abutters  donate  the  land  taken  in  layout. 

Under  Article  26,  voted,  unanimously,  to  accept  the 
road  called  Pine  Hill  Avenue  from  St.  George  Street  to 
Mr.  John  C.  Runkle's  gate,  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen.

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REPORT  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens 
of  Duxbury, 

Greetings : 

We  had  fifteen  house  fires  in  the  past  year  with  a 
loss  totaling  a  little  over  three  thousand  dollars. 
We  had  eight  calls  to  the  bridge,  with  a  very  small 
amount  of  damage  there,  although  it  is  very  hard  to 
fight  a  fire  at  this  place.  The  apparatus  has  been  over- 
hauled, new  hose  purchased  and  everything  in  good  con- 
dition. The  interest  of  the  officers  and  men  in  this  work 
is  certainly  splendid,  they  do  their  work  for  the  love  of 
it,  not  for  the  fifty  cents  per  hour  which  they  get.  The 
insurance  rates  were  increased  last  year  all  over  the 
state,  owing  to  the  large  losses  sustained  by  the  insur- 
ance companies,  as  sixty-eight  cents  of  every  dollar  they 
received  was  paid  out  in  losses.  A  false  report  in  the 
papers  led  some  to  believe  that  this  town  had  had  an 
unfair  increase  and  we  had  dropped  from  class  C  to  class 
D  in  the  insurance  exchange.  This  was  not  so,  we  still 
are  in  class  C  but  we  are  obliged  to  help  pay  for  the 
severe  losses  of  other  towns  and  cities.  The  record  of 
this  department  is  highly  satisfactory  to  the  insurance 
exchange  in  every  way. 

This  department  sustained  a  severe  loss  in  the  past 
year  in  the  death  of  Frederick  B.  Knapp.  It  was  due  to 
his  activities  that  this  department  was  started  and  he 
was  the  first  chief  and  an  ardent  supporter  of  the  work. 
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Up  till  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  always  loved  and  re- 
spected by  the  men.  Two  splendid  pictures  of  him  have 
been  donated  by  his  daughters  and  one  hung  in  each  en- 
gine house. 

I  wish  to  again  thank  the  telephone  operators  for 
their  splendid  help  and  efficient  manner  in  which  they 
handle  the  calls.

We  had  fifty-four  calls  in  this  department  the  past 
year  with  a  total  acreage  burned  over  of  less  than  twenty 
acres,  which  speaks  for  itself  of  the  good  work  done  by 
acres,  which  speaws  for  itself  of  the  good  work  done  by 
the  officers  and  men  in  this  department.  This  record  in 
the  face  of  the  long  serious  drought  accompanied  by  high 
winds  last  spring  and  early  summer  makes  it  the  more 
remarkable.  All  apparatus  has  been  carefully  overhauled 
and  in  good  condition.  The  small  units  used  by  this  town 
become  very  efficient  in  the  woods  roads  in  the  spring  and 
go  where  heavier  trucks  would  mire.  I  wish  to  call  your 
attention  at  this  time  to  the  permit  law.  Permits  must 
be  had  for  all  fires  in  the  open  air  unless  the  ground  is 
covered  with  snow.  We  had  eighteen  calls  last  year  from 
people  burning  without  permits  and  I  am  warning  every- 
one that  this  practice  must  stop. 

I  have  made  it  very  easy  to  obtain  permits  for  fires. 
A  telephone  call  at  my  office  is  all  that  is  necessary. 

I  wish  to  thank  everyone  for  their  co-operation  and 
to  the  tax  payers  for  their  generosity  in  voting  funds  to 
keep  this  department  in  its  highly  efficient  condition.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DUXBURY  PLANNING 
BOARD,  FOR  THE  YEAR  OF  1932 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens 
of  Duxbury: 

Your  Planning  Board  makes  the  following  report 
for  the  year  of  1932. 

We  have  held  meetings  during  the  year  to  discuss 
various  matters  of  value  to  the  Town,  but  owing  to  the 
prevailing  need  of  curtailing  expenses  of  the  Town,  no 
new  projects  have  been  undertaken,  even  the  annual  col- 
lection of  rubbish  during  Clean-up  week  in  April,  was 
not  made,  in  an  effort  to  assist  the  Selectmen  in  making 
as  low  a  tax  rate  as  possible. 

The  Board  desires  to  know  the  wishes  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Duxbury  as  to  having  the  collections  made  this 
spring,  and,  will,  therefore  ask  for  a  vote  at  the  Town 
meeting  to  be  held  in  March,  this  year. 

For  the  first  time  since  its  organization,  your  Plan- 
ning Board  was  represented  at  the  annual  conference  of 
State  Planning  Boards,  held  last  October  in  Springfield, 
Mass.  The  meetings  lasted  two  days  and  were  well  at- 
tended and  quite  inspiring.  There  are  123  Planning 
Boards  in  the  State  of  Mass.,  interested  in  improving 
and  aiding  their  communities  to  make  the  most  of  their 
advantages.  They  suggest  adoption  of  new  industries 
when  old  ones  have  been  abandoned,  as  in  New  Bedford, 
where  textile  manufacture  has  succeeded  the  whaling  in- 
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clustry.  The  Planning  Boards  suggest  new  roads  being 
built  through  country  possessing  interesting  scenic 
views  and  also  advise  preserving  those  natural  attrac- 
tions of  land  and  water  so  essential  to  a  well  arranged 
and  orderly  planned  community.  Someone  has  rightly 
said,  ''Community  Planning  is  not  spending,  but  saving, 
for  it  saves  all  those  natural  advantages  in  the  locality, 
preserves  homes  already  built  from  a  loss  in  value,  by 
the  location  of  business,  away  from  already  established 
business  sections,  encourages  home  ownership  because  of 
stable  values  in  restricted  localities,  tends  to  safety  in 
mortgages  on  such  property,  and  by  its  planning  in  lay- 
ing out  of  water  and  sewage  systems  prevents  the  fre- 
quent tearing  up  of  well  surfaced  streets  and  roads/' 
Gov.  Ely  said  at  this  meeting  in  Springfield,  that  the 
Planning  Boards,  in  their  communities,  could  so  arrange 
the  details  for  improving  their  local  communities,  that 
in  times  of  depression,  like  the  present,  when  men  are 
unavoidably  idle,  work  of  great  value  to  the  town  or  city 
could  be  furnished  these  men,  thus  enabling  them  to  sup- 
port their  families  with  no  loss  of  self  respect. 

Your  Planning  Board  has  previously  suggested  the 
consideration  and  adoption  of  suitable  regulations  for  new 
building  operations  here  in  Duxbury,  and  it  still  urges 
the  Town  to  adopt,  by  suitable  vote  at  Town  Meeting, 
certain  rules  for  uniform  setback  of  new  buildings  from 
the  street,  restricting  of  new  business  locations  to  the 
present  business  sections  of  the  Town,  a  minimum  size 
for  new  house  lots,  and  restrictions  where  evident  road- 
ways must  be  laid  out  in  the  near  future,  thus  saving 
costly  outlay  by  the  Town  when  such  roadways  have  to  be 
built.  Many  of  such  regulations  would  be  of  use  only  in 
the  thickly  settled  parts  of  the  Town  but  they  would  be 
available,  when  necessary,  for  the  proper  development 
and  conservation  of  the  Town's  best  growth,  and  furnish 
a  guarantee  to  the  new  residents  as  well  as  to  the  older 
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homes,  protection  of  their  home  grounds  from  encroach- 
ing business  or  other  undesirable  building.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury: 
Greetings : 

There  has  been  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health  the 
following  reportable  diseases: 


There  are  at  present  only  three  cases  of  venereal  di- 
sease active,  which  is  the  best  record  for  years. 

As  the  year  ends,  a  mild  epidemic  of  Chicken  Pox 
is  getting  under  way.  The  whooping  cough  developed 
into  a  full  sized  epidemic,  fortunately  mild  in  character. 
The  reported  cases  do  not  tell  half  the  story.  We  wish 
to  acknowledge  the  assistance  of  the  school  nurse  and 
all  others  who  have  aided  us  by  reporting  cases  of  con- 
tagious diseases. 

Three  cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been  hospitalized 
as  town  cases,  one  as  out  of  town  settlement  and  two  as 
of  undetermined  settlement.    There  are  three  cases  at 
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the  Plymouth  County  Hospital,  South  Hanson,  one  case 
at  the  Westfield  State  Sanatorium,  one  case  discharged 
against  advice  and  one  case  died. 

We  have  issued  thirty-seven  (37)  milk  producers  per- 
mits, thirty-two  (32)  milk  dealers  permits  and  inspected 
over  eighty  (80)  where  milk  was  being  produced  for 
large  distributors.  Twenty  (20)  of  these  were  producing 
milk  unfit  for  use,  the  stables,  milk  rooms  or  utensils  be- 
ing in  an  unsanitary  condition.  The  necessary  steps  were 
taken  to  correct  these  conditions. 

The  wayside  stands  have  been  inspected  and  found 
to  be  in  good  condition  and  clean. 

All  nuisances  have  been  investigated  and  promptly 
abated.

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REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES,  PLYMOUTH  COUNTY 
AID  TO  AGRICULTURE  FOR  YEAR  1932 


During  the  past  year  the  Extension  Service  has  been 
called  upon  to  fill  a  more  important  place  in  Plymouth 
County  than  ever  before.  Narrow  margins  of  profit  have 
made  the  best  farming  practices  of  utmost  importance, 
hundreds  of  families  have  turned  to  agriculture  as  a 
help  toward  their  support.  Homemakers  have  felt  more 
than  ever  the  need  to  buy  foods  and  clothing  to  the  best 
advantage  and  to  make  the  most  satisfactory  use  of 
materials  at  hand. 

The  Extension  Service  has  been  called  upon  increas- 
ingly by  those  feeling  the  pressure  of  present  conditions 
to  teach  methods  by  which  established  farmers  may  con- 
tinue to  make  a  profit,  new  men  entering  the  field  may 
avoid  unnecessary  mistakes  and  families  may  use  their 
resources  to  the  best  advantage.  Boys  and  girls, 
through  membership  in  4-H  clubs,  have  learned  to  assist 
in  meeting  the  problems  of  their  parents  and  have  found 
pleasure  and  profit  in  doing  so. 

During  the  year  7300  different  people  received  advice 
and  help  from  the  Extension  Service.  711  meetings  were 
held  with  a  total  attendance  of  24,222.  77,099  circular 
letters  were  mailed.  5103  telephone  calls  received.  Farm 
and  home  visits  totaled  1227  and  office  calls  1243.  There 
were  531  women  enrolled  in  homemaking  projects  and 
1352  boys  and  girls  in  the  4-H  clubs.  These  clubs  held 
1215  meetings  with  a  total  attendance  of  20,430. 

The  following  report  tells  briefly  some  of  the  ways 
in  which  this  work  directly  affected  the  citizens  of  Dux- 
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bury.   Its  results  cannot  be  readily  expressed  in  figures. 

The  owners  of  cranberry  bogs  in  Duxbury  have  ta- 
ken full  advantage  of  the  special  cranberry  service  avail- 
able through  the  Extension  Service.  Mr.  Short,  the  cran- 
berry specialist,  was  called  to  make  32  visits  to  bog  own- 
ers to  give  help  on  their  particular  problems.  In  addi- 
tion every  bog  owner  in  town  received  regularly  through- 
out the  growing  season,  letters  on  pest  control  and  other 
cranberry  problems. 

Visits  were  paid  poultrymen,  dairymen,  and  orchard 
owners,  by  the  county  agent,  to  give  help  on  their  par- 
ticular problems.  146  farmers  in  town  received  regu- 
larly letters  containing  pest  control  suggestions,  and 
poultry  and  livestock  management  during  the  year.  A 
talk  was  given  at  the  Duxbury  Grange  and  poultrymen 
and  dairymen  of  the  town  attended  the  many  agricul- 
tural meetings  and  tours  arranged  by  the  Extension 
Service. 

HOME  DEMONSTRATION  WORK 

Two  four-meeting  projects — one  in  Food  Selection 
and  Preparation,  one  in  Home  Management — were  com- 
pleted in  Duxbury.  A  canning  demonstration  meeting 
was  held.  The  town  was  represented  at  meetings  held 
for  operators  of  tearooms.  Over  fifty  homemakers  par- 
ticipated in  the  letter  service  and  in  county-wide  meet- 
ings arranged  in  connection  with  the  program  in  child 
development. 

CLUB  WORK 

The  splendid  work  of  the  girls'  4-H  club  has  con- 
tinued in  1932.  They  followed  the  clothing  program  and 
some  of  the  members  during  the  summer  did  the  food 
program. 
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This  club  is  under  the  supervision  of  two  fine  adult 
leaders  who  devote  much  time  and  thought  in  helping 
the  members. 

The  club  has  received  a  banner  seal  for  their  club 
charter  in  each  project  which  they  have  taken  since 
they  organized  in  1931.  In  order  to  receive  this  seal 
each  member  enrolled  must  finish  the  requirements,  ex- 
hibit articles  made  and  submit  written  record  to  the 
county  club  agent. 

The  girls  are  real  workers.  Last  winter  they  earned 
money  to  buy  materials  to  improve  the  Ashdod  School 
which  is  being  used  as  their  club  house.  Men  of  the 
town,  who  were  out  of  work,  co-operated  with  the  club 
by  doing  the  work  free  of  charge. 

In  the  spring  they  decided  to  do  some  ground  im- 
provement so  the  outside  would  be  as  attractive  as  the 
inside  of  the  building. 

The  club  earned  money  to  send  two  delegates  to 
Camp  Farley. 

Several  of  the  girls  participated  in  the  4-H  dress 
contest  which  is  held  annually  on  Field  Day.  Mildred 
Berg  won  4th  place  in  one  class  of  the  contest. 

This  is  only  a  few  of  the  outstanding  things  the  girls 
have  accomplished  during  the  past  year. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  OF  DUXBURY 
FREE  LIBRARY,  INC. 


During  the  past  year  the  trust  between  Mrs.  John 
S.  Wright  and  Harvard  University  was  terminated  by 
mutual  consent.  By  reason  of  this  action,  under  an  arti- 
cle of  the  will  of  the  late  Georgianna  B.  Wright,  all  the 
books  at  her  Pine  Hill  estate  passed  into  the  possession 
of  the  Duxbury  Free  Library.  The  legacy  amounted  to 
some  2612  (twenty-six  hundred  and  twelve)  volumes, 
including  a  number  of  rare  old  books,  first  editions,  limit- 
ed sets  and  sets  de  luxe,  and  beautiful  bindings.  The 
whole  forms  an  accession  of  unusual  distinction  for  the 
shelves  of  any  small  town  library. 

The  more  interesting  half  of  the  collection,  some 
1,860  volumes  (eighteen  hundred  and  sixty),  has  been 
placed  in  specially  constructed  book  cases  in  the  Direc- 
tor's room,  where  they  can  be  seen  at  any  time  during 
library  hours. 

Another  noteworthy  feature  of  the  year  was  the  in- 
crease in  circulation  over  the  figures  of  1931,  which  were 
unusually  large  for  a  town  of  the  size  of  Duxbury.  The 
figures  of  1931,  by  the  way,  were  incorrectly  given  in  the 
Town  Report  as  13,169,  whereas  the  actual  total  was 
33,169.  The  total  circulation  in  1932  was  34,202  (thirty- 
four  thousand  two  hundred  and  two),  a  gain  of  1,033. 
During  the  past  year  the  total  attendance  reached  15,- 
315,  (fifteen  thousand,  three  hundred  and  fifteen).  The 
summer  patronage,  gratifying  as  it  was  in  1931,  was 
even  heavier  during  the  past  year.  Throughout  the  year 
the  demand  for  fiction  showed  a  noticeable  rise.  Com- 
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pared  to  what  is  called  non-fiction,  fiction  circulated  in  the 
ratio  of  about  12  (twelve)  to  one.  This  quite  definitely 
shows  the  wants  of  the  general  public  and  cannot  be  dis- 
regarded by  a  small  library  like  ours. 

The  stack  capacity  of  the  library  was  increased  by 
the  addition  of  ten  large  book  cases.  The  Directors  also 
arranged  for  the  improvement  of  the  basement  "store- 
room," and  new  book  cases  are  in  process  of  erection 
there.  When  the  plans  are  completed  the  room  will  be 
available  for  public  use,  with  special  reference  to  those 
interested  in  geneological  and  historical  research. 

Using  the  measurement  of  circulation  the  library 
seems  to  be  rapidly  approaching  the  point  at  which  the 
Public  Library  Dep't  of  the  Mass.  Bureau  of  Education 
recommends  the  employment  of  two  (2)  assistants. 
With  its  limited  means  it  is  obvious,  however,  that  the 
Duxbury  Free  Library  cannot  enlarge  its  present  small 
force.  I  think  our  patrons  have  realized  this.  They 
have  been  invariably  courteous  and  have  expressed  a 
very  general  appreciation  of  the  library.  On  our  side  I 
can  certainly  say  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  serve  them.

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REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  TRUSTEES 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens 
of  Duxbury: 

We  submit  to  you  our  Annual  Report  of  the  work 
done  in  this  department  during  the  past  year.  Quite  a 
lot  of  work  was  done  on  the  trees  in  removing  dead  wood 
and  several  of  the  trees  themselves  had  to  be  taken  out 
as  it  was  feared  that  they  might  blow  down  and  cause  a 
lot  of  damage. 

The  cemeteries  were  raked  and  the  walks  and  ave- 
nues raked  and  hoed.  Between  forty  and  fifty  sunken 
graves  have  been  raised  and  foundations  for  twelve  new 
grave  markers  have  been  made. 

Eight  old  lots  have  been  rebuilt  and  twelve  new  ones 
have  been  built.  The  ground  has  been  cleared  for  many 
more  as  new  lots  are  fast  being  taken. 

Cement  steps  have  been  built  on  lots  where  wooden 
ones  had  become  unsafe. 

The  grass  lots  were  top  dressed  and  the  sand  topped 
ones  were  hoed  and  raked. 

Four  lots  were  added  to  the  Perpetual  Care  list  this 
past  year,  making  a  total  of  242  lots  now  being  cared  for 
by  this  fund. 

There  have  been  twenty-three  interments  of  those 
who  died  in  town  and  thirty-one  from  out  of  town  during 
the  year. 

Much  other  work  has  been  done,  which  is  always 
necessary  in  such  a  large  cemetery. 
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We  appreciate  greatly  the  help  and  co-operation  of 
our  townspeople  during  the  past  year  and  ask  for  your 
further  help  in  1933.

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REPORT  OF  SHELL  FISH  WARDEN 


I  started  to  patrol  March  17,  1932,  and  found  people, 
all  over  the  State  and  other  States,  coming  in  cars  to 
Duxbury  shores  and  taking  everything  in  shellfish  with 
no  regards  to  size  or  amount. 

I  stopped  234  persons  from  Rhode  Island  digging 
last  summer. 

Every  day  for  the  first  four  months  I  would  see 
from  20  to  200  out-of-town  persons  digging  on  our  shores. 

Every  one  is  allowed  two  buckets  of  shellfish  each ; 
this  would  make  an  average  of  fifty  to  sixty  bushels  a 
day. 

I  checked  up  April  28th  and  found  there  were  151 
men  on  the  shores,  only  two  of  them  Town's  people. 

There  were  twelve  gangs  from  out  of  town,  amount- 
ing to  64  men,  coming  about  every  day  digging  qua- 
haugs  for  a  business. 

Upon  checking  up  November  14th,  I  saw  52  men  on 
the  shores  and  flats.  Only  nine  of  these  were  out-of- 
town  men. 

The  Selectmen  closed  Captain's  Flat  till  the  clams 
v/ere  large  enough  to  dig.  Since  this  flat  was  opened  in 
September,  there  has  been  a  crew  digging.  I  think  this 
clamming  will  last  all  next  summer. 

I  caught  one  man  on  this  flat  from  Plymouth  dig- 
ging clams  when  they  were  about  one  inch  long. 

Clams  have  seeded  in  places  along  the  shores  and. 
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although  they  are  small  now,  there  ought  to  be  fair  dig- 
ging by  next  June. 

At  the  present  time  the  shellfish  are  giving  em- 
ployment to  sixty-one  Duxbury  men  and  with  a  little 
time  will  employ  many  more. 

During  the  year  I  have  staked  out  27  grants,  some 
of  which  haven't  been  taken  over. 

My  average  hours  for  a  week  are  42  hours,  shortest ; 
80  hours,  longest.    Car  mileage  is  20,000  miles,  yearly. 

I  had  two  men  in  court  May  20th,  for  digging  on  a 
grant.  I  find  I  can  punish  the  people  more,  if  they  have 
disregarded  the  laws,  by  taking  all  their  shellfish  away 
from  them. 

Marked  since  September  to  January  15th,  2,944  bu. 
quahaugs;  531  bu.  clams;  350  bu.  razors;  122  gallons  of 
clams. 

December  30th,  report  from  Boston.  "More  shell- 
fish has  come  from  Duxbury  the  last  three  months  than 
for  a  good  many  years.*' 

The  prospects  look  good  for  next  winter  with  what 
shellfish  were  seeded  last  August,  if  we  can  keep  the 
outsiders  from  carrying  them  all  off.  I  can  honestly  say, 
if  it  weren't  for  the  protection  last  summer,  there 
wouldn't  be  many  shellfish  on  Duxbury  shores  this  win- 
ter, as  in  preceding  years. 

Duxbury,  with  about  twelve  miles  of  shore  and 
3,500  acres  of  flats,  has  the  largest  area  of  any  of  the 
other  places  in  the  State,  and  produces  the  least. 

Thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment we  were  able  to  stop  all  Sunday  digging  and  the 
taking  of  shellfish. 
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I  find  that  those  that  now  know  our  laws  in  regard 
to  shellfish  respect  them,  and  I  have  had  very  little 
trouble  with  the  Public.

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REPORT  OF  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE 
RED  CROSS 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Duxbury: 

On  March  31,  1932,  the  teachers  of  Duxbury  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  donating  a  portion  of  their  salaries  for 
unemployment  relief  in  Duxbury.  Because  the  local  Wel- 
fare Board  is  not  permitted  to  handle  private  funds,  the 
Red  Cross  was  invited  to  disburse  the  money.  In  ac- 
cordance with  their  request  the  money  from  the  teachers 
has  been  spent  in  cleaning  up  around  the  various  school 
buildings. 

When  the  Welfare  Board  received  further  donations 
for  temporary  relief,  they  asked  that  these  also  be  man- 
aged by  the  Red  Cross.  To  date  seventeen  men  have 
been  given  employment  in  each  case  in  '*clean-up"  work 
for  which  town  funds  could  not  have  been  spent  nor 
town  laborers  employed.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  FOR 
RE-ADJUSTING  TOWN  SALARIES 


The  report  of  the  committee  for  the  re-adjusting  of 
salaries  of  the  elected  town  officials: 

The  committee  to  re-adjust  the  salaries  of  the  elected 
town  officials  created  by  a  vote  of  the  town  at  the  meet- 
ing held  March  19th,  1932,  herewith  submits  the  fol- 
lowing report  with  recommendations. 

It  is  obvious  to  members  of  this  committee  that,  in 
this  era  of  necessitous  curtailmient,  reduction  of  salaries 
would  be  consistent  with  the  present  day  conditions  only 
in  those  instances  where  the  salaries  are  substantially 
adequate  to  warrant  such  action.  Our  investigation  took 
us  into  the  detail  work  of  each  office  and  much  informa- 
tion was  gained  pertinent  to  our  subject.  Comparison 
of  salaries  was  made  with  other  towns  of  equal  size  and 
valuation.  In  few  cases  have  we  found  salaries  of  elected 
officials  excessive,  but  in  some  cases  as  in  the  welfare 
department  we  found  the  large  burden  of  work  made  the 
office  one  of  the  most  exacting  of  the  list  and  at  an  in- 
adequate compensation.  In  such  cases  as  we  felt  there 
could  be  a  saving  we  have  so  recommended;  in  cases 
where  the  salary  was  entirely  inadequate  we  have  recom- 
mended a  fair  pay  for  services  rendered. 

The  salaries  of  the  selectmen  have  been  re-adjusted 
downward  although  more  and  more  duties  have  been  im- 
posed upon  them  yearly.  This  also  applies  to  the  board 
of  assessors. 

The  public  welfare  department  is  at  the  present  time 
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one  of  the  most  trying  positions  and  their  work  has  in- 
creased tenfold.  Not  only  do  they  oversee  those  who 
cannot  care  for  themselves  but  are  obliged  to  place  men 
on  town  work  to  keep  them  from  welfare  assistance. 
State  laws  regulating  so-called  old-age  pensions  are 
stringent  and  the  board  has  to  examine  each  case  at 
stated  intervals.  We  recommend  an  increase  in  salary 
for  this  board. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  no  member 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Assessors  or  Public  Welfare 
should  hold  more  than  one  chairmanship. 

The  remuneration  received  by  the  treasurer  and 
town  clerk  has  not  been  changed  and  in  the  near  future 
some  arrangement  will  be  necessary  to  provide  this  of- 
fice with  a  part-time  clerk. 

The  tax  collector's  salary,  we  feel,  could  be  reduced 
ten  per  cent,  and  have  so  recommended. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  tree  warden 
receive  $4.50  per  day. 

The  health  department  salaries  have  not  been 
changed  as  there  is  a  referendum  on  the  election  ballot 
for  a  change  in  the  administration  of  this  office.  This 
board  seems  to  be  working  at  a  decided  disadvantage. 
There  is  much  unnecessary  work  and  much  duplication 
which  should  be  handled  in  a  more  economical  and  busi- 
nesslike manner.

The  committee  is  aware  of  the  present  inclination 
of  communities  towards  a  deduction  of  salaries  of  its  offi- 
cials. After  a  comparative  examination  we  find  that  our 
elected  officials  are  not  being  overpaid,  with  minor  ex- 
ceptions. Additional  laws  have  been  passed  by  the  state 
governing  the  towns,  therefore  increasing  the  work  and 
responsibility  of  town  officials.  The  savings  to  be  de- 
rived from  the  drastic  reduction  of  salaries  of  our  elected 
officials  would  not  be  sufficient  to  justify  such  action. 

In  conclusion  the  committee  feels  that  a  substantial 
saving  could  be  made  by  re-organizing  and  placing  all 
departments  on  a  strictly  business  basis.  We  trust  the 
Town  will  take  action  towards  an  entire  re-organization 
of  its  departments  without  delay.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury^ 

The  School  Committee  herewith  presents  its  report 
for  the  year  of  1932. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  successful  one,  with  but 
few  changes  in  the  teaching  staff,  and  though  new  prob- 
lems arose  for  the  Committee  to  take  care  of,  they  were 
easy  of  solution.  The  High  School  Auditorium  has  seen 
constant  use  by  the  various  groups  who  have  availed 
themselves  of  its  facilities.  Of  course  the  regular  jani- 
tor of  the  high  school  could  not  be  expected  to  render 
service  both  night  and  day,  and  the  appointment  of  a 
Custodian  for  the  meetings  of  the  Young  Men's  Club 
and  the  Young  Women's  Club  became  necessary,  in  order 
that  the  room  should  be  ready  and  in  order  for  the 
pupils  in  the  building  the  next  morning. 

The  additional  expense  of  the  Custodian  and  inci- 
dental repairs  has  been  included  in  the  Superintendent's 
report. 

The  Auditorium  has  been  used  without  charge  for 
the  meeting  of  the  Parent-Teacher  Association,  as  well 
as  for  other  meetings  outside  of  the  school. 

The  Committee  was  pleased  to  accept  on  behalf  of 
the  High  School  a  handsome  drop  curtain  executed  by 
our  esteemed  drawing  teacher,  Mr.  Samuel  Warner,  who 
has  contributed  of  his  skill  for  several  of  the  school 
plays  whenever  new  stage  scenery  was  required.  His 
loyalty  to  our  Duxbury  Schools  is  much  appreciated. 

By  careful  planning,  the  Committee  were  able  to 
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install  new  tile  flooring  for  the  two  corridors  and  stair- 
ways in  the  High  School  building,  the  original  cement 
flooring  having  broken  away  in  many  places  so  that  it 
was  a  menace  to  the  pupils  using  it. 

The  School  Committee  has  met  with  the  Town  Offi- 
cials and  gone  over  the  budget  for  the  new  year.  It  will 
ask  for  the  sum  of  $46,000  and  the  dog  tax  for  the  com- 
ing year,  as  mentioned  in  the  Superintendent's  report.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Duxbury : 

This  report  must  of  necessity  parallel  quite  closely 
the  report  which  I  made  to  you  a  year  ago.  The  depres- 
sion which  at  that  time  gave  us  such  cause  for  alarm  has 
only  begun  to  recede.  The  consequent  tendency  of  the 
population  of  Duxbury  to  increase  as  new  homes  are  es- 
tablished in  our  midst  has  resulted  in  further  increase 
in  enrollment  in  our  schools.  This  increase  has  been 
predominant  in  the  upper  grades  where  the  costs  of  op- 
eration are  greatest.  There  has  also  appeared  an  in- 
creasing tendency  for  those  high  school  graduates  who 
are  unable  to  locate  themselves  in  satisfactory  positions 
to  return  to  the  school  for  post  graduate  study.  The 
children  in  Duxbury  tend  to  remain  in  school  longer ;  for 
example,  the  average  senior  class  in  the  state  as  a  whole 
is  about  3.3  per  cent  of  the  total  enrollment  of  the  school, 
while  in  Duxbury  it  numbers  about  5.9  of  our  pupil  popu- 
lation. Our  high  school  membership  is  26.6  per  cent  of 
the  school  children  of  the  town  while  the  percentage  for 
the  state  is  only  19.8.  This  throws  a  disproportionate 
burden  on  our  school  budget  which  must  be  honestly  met 
or  our  educational  system  will  suffer.  On  the  other 
hand,  an  examination  of  the  salaries  of  the  teachers 
working  with  this  group  of  children  shows  the  average 
for  the  state  to  be  $2,200,  while  in  our  own  town  the  ave- 
rage is  $1,585.  Nor  is  this  difference  confined  to  the 
high  school  group,  for  against  an  average  in  Duxbury

for  elementary  teachers  of  $1,213,  the  average  for  the 
state  in  1932  was  $1,725. 

Here  we  have  the  situation  of  a  teacher,  whose  sal- 
ary is  many  dollars  below  the  average,  assuming  respon- 
sibilities which  are  far  beyond  those  assumed  by  the 
normal  worker  in  the  same  field,  who  happens  to  be  em- 
ployed in  some  other  community.  I  wish  to  call  your 
attention  further  to  the  fact  that  the  present  period  of 
business  inactivity  is  reflected  in  the  activities  of  the 
public  schools  only  in  so  far  as  our  position  is  the  reverse. 
Our  enrollment  has  increased  and  our  duties  have  be- 
come greater.  There  have  been  no  large  numbers  of 
skilled  teachers  turned  away  from  their  jobs,  and  the 
difficulty  of  finding  a  teacher  who  has  the  training,  ex- 
perience, and  personality  to  satisfactorily  do  his  job  is 
as  difficult  as  it  has  ever  been. 

In  regard  to  this  subject  I  wish  to  quote  from  an  edi- 
torial in  the  publication  of  the  Federal  Office  of  Educa- 
tion, SCHOOL  LIFE,  for  December,  1932: 

*'But  education  is  not  and  never  can  be  a  business. 

"Profit  is  the  goal  of  business.  The  aim  of  educa- 
tion is  maximum  service  at  lowest  cost.  Competition  is 
the  life  of  trade.  Co-operation  is  the  guiding  star  of 
education. 

"Business  organizes  into  trade  associations  to  pro- 
mote and  protect  the  profits  of  members.  Teachers  or- 
ganize with  professional  associations  whose  major  pur- 
pose and  principal  work  is  the  improvement  of  the  edu- 
cational service. 

"Business  is  essentially  a  private  enterprise.  Edu- 
cation is  mutual  enterprise. 

"Society  has  to  maintain  expensive  regulatory 
checks  to  manage  irresponsible  business.  Education, 
like  the  other  professions,  disciplines  itself. 

"Busines  is  extravagantly  wasteful  of  natural 
human  resources.    Education  ever  seeks  the  council  of

science  for  the  improvement  of  its  already  high  standards 
of  service  to  humanity." 

ACADEMIC 

The  results  of  our  labors  are  too  abstract  to  be  easily 
measurable.  But  the  success  of  the  graduates  from  our 
schools  indicates  to  a  degree  whether  the  training  they 
have  received  was  satisfactory.  In  the  last  six  years 
eleven  graduates  from  Duxbury  High  School  have  gone 
directly  to  a  first  rate  college  and  have  either  been  gradu- 
ated or  are  at  present  in  good  standing  as  undergradu- 
ates. Besides  these,  there  are  many  others  who  have 
taken  a  shorter  course  or  have  preferred  to  take  an  ex- 
tra year  of  work  in  a  preparatory  school  before  entering 
upon  the  rigorous  work  of  striving  for  a  college  degree. 

You  will  find  appended  to  this  report  a  financial 
statement  covering  the  business  done  in  our  lunchroom 
during  the  past  year.  This  service  is  meeting  with  in- 
creasing popularity,  and  many  days  we  have  served  near- 
ly half  the  children  in  school  with  hot  food.  This  de- 
partment has  become  entirely  self-supporting  with  the 
exception  of  the  fraction  of  a  teacher's  time  devoted  to 
planning  the  meals  and  supervising  their  preparation. 

In  the  Manual  Training  Department  we  have  added 
some  new  machinery  and  developed  a  department  of 
printing  with  very  little  expense  to  the  regular  school 
budget. 

In  order  to  satisfy  the  demands  of  increased  enroll- 
ment, it  has  been  found  necessary  to  add  extra  subjects 
to  our  high  school  curriculum ;  but  in  each  case  the  teach- 
er on  whom  the  burden  has  fallen  has  assumed  respon- 
sibility without  any  addition  to  her  salary.  Few  other 
changes  have  been  made  in  any  department  or  grade. 
During  the  spring  month  an  epidemic  of  mumps  reached 
rather  serious  proportions  in  the  lower  grades  and  re- 
sulted in  a  slowing  up  of  the  school  work.    As  though 
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one  visitation  of  this  sort  were  not  enough  for  one  cal- 
endar year,  shortly  after  Thanksgiving  many  primary 
school  children  were  taken  ill  with  chicken-pox.  These 
periods  are  particularly  trying  to  the  conscientious  teach- 
er who  has  a  definite  amount  of  work  to  cover  during  the 
year.  Further  reports  concerning  the  general  health  of 
our  school  children  will  be  given  by  the  School  Nurse 
and  Physician. 

ACTIVITIES 

The  extra  curricular  activities  of  the  high  school 
have  followed  along  the  standard  of  previous  years. 
The  Partridge  was  able  to  come  through  this  year  in 
good  financial  standing;  but,  fearing  that  the  eifect  of 
the  business  depression  would  sooner  or  later  create  a 
serious  problem,  the  staff,  after  carefully  weighing  all 
arguments  both  pro  and  con,  voted  to  buy  the  necessary 
equipment  for  printing  its  own  magazine.  Of  course, 
printing  a  paper  is  a  job  for  skilled  workmen,  and  we 
realize  that  we  are  starting  this  new  undertaking  with- 
out the  months  of  preliminary  training  which  are  usually 
thought  necessary.  The  project  is  under-way,  however, 
and  before  this  report  goes  to  the  press  the  results  of 
our  initial  endeavors  should  be  in  circulation.  Now  that 
we  have  this  equipment,  the  cost  of  producing  a  school 
paper  should  be  materially  reduced  while  the  manual 
arts  curriculum  has  been  materially  enriched. 

The  seniors  of  last  year  presented  as  their  annual 
class  play  'The  Blossoming  of  Mary  Ann."  This  pro- 
duction was  up  to  the  standard  set  by  previous  years  and 
was  probably  the  best  thing  of  the  kind  given  in  town. 

In  February  the  Junior  High  School  group  gave  a 
cantata  in  honor  of  the  birthday  anniversary  of  George 
Washington  at  a  meeting  of  the  Parent  Teacher  Asso- 
ciation. 

The  fifth  and  sixth  grades  presented  the  "Land  of 
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Dreams  Come  True''  and  the  children  of  the  Village  and 
Point  Schools  gave  a  colorful  little  entertainment  en- 
titled 'The  Royal  Playmate."  Such  activities  give  an 
opportunity  for  self-expression  and  stimulate  wholesome 
interest  in  art  and  music.  They  also  furnish  contacts  be- 
tween the  parents  and  the  school  which  develop  better 
understanding  through  mutual  interests. 

The  orchestra  has  been  somewhat  handicapped  be- 
cause of  the  financial  inability  of  many  promising  pupils 
to  take  music  lessons.  This  difficulty  will  be  felt  more 
severely  in  the  future  as  the  places  of  those  who  are 
graduated  cannot  be  filled  from  the  lower  grades.  This 
group  gave  a  concert  in  the  winter  and  presented  a  very 
finished  program. 

The  Athletic  Department  has  held  its  own,  for,  be- 
side the  basketball  and  baseball  teams,  we  have  had 
many  inter-group  contests  in  tennis,  volley-ball,  and  ten- 
naquoits. 

The  assembly  programs  have  been  much  the  same 
as  those  given  in  previous  years  except  that  we  have  had 
unusual  good  fortune  in  securing  good  outside  talent. 

GIFTS 

The  Partridge  Scholarship  was  awarded  last  June 
to  Robert  Lantz,  who  is  doing  very  creditable  work  at 
Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute. 

The  Duxbury  Garden  Club  continued  its  efforts  to 
interest  the  children  in  flower  and  vegetable  growing. 
Seeds  were  distributed  to  about  seventy-five  individuals, 
and  several  prizes  were  awarded  for  the  greatest  excel- 
lence in  beauty  and  quantity  of  harvest. 

Certain  persons,  asking  that  their  identity  be  kept 
a  secret,  have  contributed  liberally  to  a  fund  to  supply 
noonday  lunches  to  certain  children  who  would  other- 
wise be  under-nourished. 

The  Sons  of  Veterans  and  their  Auxiliary  in  behalf 
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of  the  G.  A.  R.  have  continued  to  see  that  each  school 
building  is  properly  supplied  with  an  American  Flag. 

The  American  Legion  carried  on  its  established  policy 
of  encouraging  strength  of  character  through  its  annual 
award  to  the  outstanding  boy  and  girl  in  the  eighth 
grade.  The  winners  last  spring  were  Francis  Kirkpat- 
rick  and  Winona  Peacock. 

Mr.  William  Seymore  gave  invaluable  assistance  in 
producing  the  senior  play  and  Mr.  Samuel  Warner  made 
the  school  a  gift  of  a  beautiful  back  drop  for  the  stage. 

To  all  these  friends  and  to  many  others  who  have 
shown  an  active  interest  in  the  work  we  are  doing,  I  ex- 
tend my  heartiest  expressions  of  appreciation. 

REPAIRS 

Repairs  and  new  equipment  have  of  necessity  been 
reduced  to  a  minimum.  Early  in  the  spring  a  twisting 
wind  storm  struck  the  Southwest  corner  of  the  new  high 
school  building  and  tore  off  a  patch  of  slate  shingles 
about  four  feet  square.  These,  of  course,  were  replaced 
immediately,  and  no  damage  was  done  to  the  interior  of 
the  building.  The  platform  at  the  Point  School  became 
so  weather  worn  that  there  was  real  danger  that  some 
child  would  break  through  and  receive  painful  injury. 
To  correct  this  fault  a  new  platform  was  necessary.  New 
outside  doors,  one  at  the  high  school  and  one  at  Tarkiln, 
replaced  doors  which  were  so  badly  shattered  that  they 
could  not  be  securely  locked.  From  the  first  days  of 
occupancy  of  the  high  school  building  the  cement  floors 
of  the  corridors  and  stairs  have  been  a  source  of  an- 
noyance. Concrete  at  its  best  is  a  surface  tiring  to  the 
feet  and  almost  impossible  to  keep  free  from  dust.  The 
surface  of  these  floors  was  unusually  rough  so  that  the 
wear  and  tear  on  the  shoes  of  the  children  was,  in  many 
instances,  placing  an  increasing  financial  burden  on  the 
parents.   Although  we  had  tried  various  methods  of  cor- 
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reeling  the  fault  every  attempt  had  proved  unsuccessful 
and  the  stairtreads  had  become  so  badly  cracked  that  in 
places  large  pieces  of  cement  had  dropped  out.  After  a 
careful  study  of  flooring  materials  and  visits  to  schools 
in  other  towns,  it  was  decided  that  asphalt  tile  for  the 
floors  and  hot  asphalt  for  the  stairtread  would  solve  our 
problems.  The  cost  of  the  entire  job,  $615,  may  seem  a 
considerable  amount  of  money  for  these  times ;  but  it  is 
only  about  half  what  a  similar  job  would  have  cost  five 
years  ago,  and  I  am  sure  that  besides  the  improvement 
of  appearance,  the  actual  saving  in  shoe  leather  will 
more  than  offset  this  original  cost.  A  continuance  of 
the  policy  of  doing  a  certain  fraction  of  the  painting  of 
the  high  school  building  each  year  was  followed,  and  the 
radiators  were  given  a  new  coat  during  the  Christmas 
vacation. 

SUMMARY 

The  tragedy  of  a  business  crisis  is  still  weighing  so 
heavily  upon  us  that  I  believe  this  is  no  time  for  expan- 
sion of  our  school  program.  The  cost  of  the  steadily 
increasing  enrollment  cannot  be  avoided  and  the  cost 
of  fuel  and  other  items  necessary  for  the  operation  of 
the  school  plant  have  not  decreased  to  any  great  extent. 
The  insurance  on  our  building  has  actually  increased  and 
it  so  happens  that  the  premium  amounting  to  some  over 
$1500  is  due  this  year.  This  bill  falls  due  only  once  in 
three  years  and  while  it  makes  quite  a  substantial  item 
at  a  time  when  we  are  bending  every  effort  to  economize, 
a  saving  of  over  sixteen  per  cent  can  be  effected  through 
handling  the  the  matter  in  this  way  instead  of  annually. 
The  increasing  use  of  the  auditorium  by  organizations 
outside  the  school  swells  the  amount  of  money  we  must 
spend  for  janitors,  lights,  water,  and  general  repairs. 
On  other  items  we  can  continue  the  reductions  which  were 
started  last  year.

I  believe  the  least  we  can  operate  our  schools  for 
during  the  present  year,  still  maintaining  the  standard 
of  efficiency  which  I  am  sure  the  citizens  of  Duxbury 
desire,  is  $46,000,  plus  dog  tax.  I  recommend  that  the 
school  committee  ask  the  voters  for  this  sum  of  money 
to  carry  on  the  schools  of  Duxbury  during  the  year  1933.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  consideration  of  the  type  of  choral  music  which 
is  sung  in  the  High  School,  correct  tone  production  is 
the  immediate  aim  in  the  work  of  teaching  music  in  the 
grades.  Particular  attention,  therefore,  is  given  to  this 
phase  of  the  teaching  together  with  as  much  as  possible 
of  elementary  theory  in  the  grades.  It  is  quite  necessary 
that  the  correct  singing  habits  be  formed  as  early  as 
possible  and  that  the  so-called  monotones  and  non-singers 
be  given  every  opportunity  to  learn  to  sing.  This  work 
has  to  be  done  in  the  grades. 

The  "Music  Hour  Series"  (Silver-Burdett  Company) 
is  used  in  the  primary  grades  in  Duxbury.  The  teachers 
are  instructed  to  follow  the  carefully  planned  pro- 
grams in  the  manuals  of  this  series.  The  text  which 
is  used  in  the  intermediate  grades  is  ''Elementary 
Music"  (Ginn  &  Company).  An  effort  is  made  in  the 
grades  to  increase  the  appreciation  of  music.  This  is 
done  by  studying  simple  biographies  of  the  most  famous 
composers  and  by  listening  to  some  of  their  compositions 
with  the  aid  of  victrolas. 

In  the  high  school  an  operetta  has  been  selected 
(Gypsy  Rover)  to  be  given  some  time  in  April.  More 
than  ever  before,  v^e  have  been  very  fortunate  in  having 
many  excellent  solo  voices  this  year.  Making  choices 
of  these  voices  for  the  leading  roles  in  the  operetta  al- 
most made  necessary  a  competition  in  order  to  complete 
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the  selection.  The  decisions  have  been  made,  however, 
and  the  work  has  been  progressing  very  well  indeed. 
Miss  Downey  is  in  charge  of  the  staging  of  the  produc- 
tion and  already  are  foreseen  excellent  results  in  the 
undertaking. 

It  is  hoped  that  next  year  there  will  be  an  operetta 
given  in  the  Junior  High  School.  In  addition  to  this 
work,  the  selections  have  been  made  for  the  annual 
graduation  music  and  the  preparation  of  this  music  is 
well  under  way. 

Without  the  co-operation  and  loyal  support  of  the 
teachers,  these  fine  results  could  not  be  accomplished.  The 
Supervisor  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
her  gratitude  for  the  splendid  efforts  of  the  teachers  in 
this  town  to  help  make  the  Music  what  it  is.

Dear  Sir: 

Drawing  in  all  the  grades  seems  to  advance  from 
year  to  year,  and  the  subjects  added  recently  increase 
the  workers'  ability  to  see,  to  understand  and  to  remem- 
ber in  form  and  color,  the  worth  while  facts  that  are 
necessary.  Our  annual  Exhibit  of  drawings  held  last 
Jime  was  quite  extensive  and  professional  in  character 
and  quality,  and  the  work  of  this  year  gives  promise  of 
even  stronger  results.  The  drawings  shown  by  the  sec- 
ond, third,  fourth  and  fifth  grades  proved  much  superior 
to  any  work  previously  done  in  these  particular  grades. 

The  handling  of  form  and  color  by  these  very  young 
children  gave  positive  evidence  that  little  ones  can  give 
an  excellent  account  of  themselves  that  needs  no  apology 
or  explanation. 

The  grammar  and  high  school  grades  accomplish 
work  of  good  character,  but  the  positive  surprises  to  me 
are  the  records  of  the  little  ones. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  much  of  the  best  work  is  set 
aside  to  be  framed  and  hung  upon  the  walls  of  the 
rooms  at  the  high  school,  where  we  are  gradually  gain-

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 


Mr.  George  E.  Green 

Superintendent  of  Schools

Dear  Sir: 

I  assumed  my  duties  as  school  physician  in  Septem- 
ber. About  360  children  were  examined,  the  examina- 
tion being  completed  October  18.  As  a  whole  the  chil- 
dren were  in  excellent  health.  Cards  were  sent  to  the 
parents  of  children  with  defects  needing  correction.  The 
principal  defect  was  carious  teeth. 

In  December  an  epidemic  of  chicken  pox  started.  It 
was  not  deemed  advisable  by  me  to  keep  the  schools 
closed  after  the  Christmas  vacation.  The  number  of 
cases  is  rapidly  declining. 

A  number  of  cases  of  impetigo  have  been  discovered 
and  excluded  from  school  until  fully  recovered. 

I  recommend  that  the  school  conduct  a  pre-school 
clinic  in  June  of  each  year,  that  this  clinic  be  con- 
ducted by  the  school  physician  and  the  school  nurse,  and 
that  only  children,  who  are  to  enter  school  the  following 
fall,  be  allowed  to  attend. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  and  your  teachers  for  the 
splendid  co-operation  I  have  received.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Mr.  George  E.  Green 

Duxbury,  Massachusetts 

This  year  I  have  the  following  to  report: 

Visits — 


Included  in  the  visits  to  hospitals  were  three  for 
tonsil  operation.  Many  more  children  had  their  tonsils 
removed,  either  in  their  homes  by  the  family  physician, 
or  in  hospitals. 

One  was  carried  to  the  Massachusetts  Nose  and 
Throat  Clinic  in  Boston. 

Two  others  were  carried  to  the  summer  camp  at 
South  Hanson,  where  they  were  much  benefited  by  a  six 
weeks'  visit,  and  returned  home  the  latter  part  of  Au- 
gust in  very  good  condition.  This  was  paid  for  by  the 
Duxbury  Nurse  Association  with  its  Christmas  Seal  Sale 
money.  Several  students  had  the  expenses  of  a  dentist's 
bill  paid  from  this  fund  also. 

In  May  the  Parent-Teachers  Association  sponsored 
a  pre-school  clinic,  which  developed  into  a  baby  clinic  as

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well.   It  was  well  attended  and  much  interest  was  shown. 

The  Chadwick  Clinic  from  the  State  Department  of 
Health  sent  its  X-ray  man  to  re-X-ray  three  cases.  One 
of  these  children,  had  been  in  Duxbury  only  a  short  time, 
was  already  under  the  care  of  a  physician,  and  was  sent 
to  a  sanitarium.  This  left  only  two  cases  and  one  of 
these  had  been  in  town  a  short  time  and  soon  left  school. 
The  remaining  case  was  X-rayed  again  and  a  State  Phy- 
sician held  a  conference  with  the  parent  of  the  child  who 
is  now  in  good  health  and  attending  school  again. 

One  child  was  carried  to  Jordan  Hospital  to  have  his 
arm  X-rayed  after  a  fracture.  One  hundred  and  four- 
teen meals  have  been  given  to  children  and  paid  for  by 
the  American  Red  Cross. 

I  assisted  the  School  Physician  during  the  physical 
examination  in  September  and  October. 

Many  students  have  been  clothed  through  the  kind- 
ness of  the  Red  Cross  Nurse  Association  and  the  teach- 
ers. Many  people  have  given  me  second  hand  clothing 
which  has  been  gladly  accepted  by  students. 

We  have  two  grades  at  the  present  time  taking  hy- 
giene lessons  once  a  week. 

No  report  can  be  made  on  the  audiometer  yet  because 
it  is  coming  to  us  later,  probably  in  February.

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REPORT  OF  PARENT-TEACHER 
ASSOCIATION 


To  the  citizens  of  Duxbury: 

It  is  with  a  feehng  of  encouragement  that  the  year's 
work  of  the  Parent-Teachers  Association  is  reviewed. 
The  aim  has  been  to  stimulate  interest  in  our  schools, 
pupils,  and  teachers,  and  to  bring  about  a  better  under- 
standing. An  active  spirit  of  co-operation  has  been  noted 
and  the  interest  of  the  teachers  has  been  greatly  appre- 
ciated. 

Monthly  meetings  have  been  held  with  interesting 
programs  and  the  social  hour.  A  special  meeting  was 
held  in  September  for  the  parents  of  pupils  attending 
high  school,  the  purpose,  to  explain  the  necessary  re- 
quirements for  the  pupil  intending  to  continue  his  or 
her  education  after  graduating.  The  attendance  was 
disappointing  and  it  is  hoped  another  such  meeting  may 
be  held  before  the  close  of  school. 

The  Summer  Round  Up  was  held  in  May  and  ably 
conducted  by  the  Physicians  of  Duxbury,  the  School  Doc- 
tor and  Nurse,  and  a  committee  from  this  association. 
Not  as  large  a  number  of  children  were  examined  as  last 
year,  because  of  an  epidemic  of  whooping-cough. 

Mr.  MacKenney's  and  Miss  Fulcher's  rooms  have  been 
presented  with  pictures  in  recognition  of  the  best  attend- 
ance of  parents  and  friends  at  the  meetings  last  year. 
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At  Christmas  oranges  were  given  to  all  the  children 
in  the  lower  grades,  Mrs.  Flannery,  Chairman  of  the 
Social  Committee,  very  kindly  opening  her  home  for  a 
card  party  to  meet  the  expense. 

A  Loan  and  Scholarship  Committee  has  been  ap- 
pointed, but  because  of  the  widespread  depression  the 
work  has  not  progressed,  also,  there  is  to  be  a  committee 
appointed  in  the  interest  of  the  School  Orchestra.  These 
are  two  outstanding  projects  which  will  require  much 
co-operation  but  will  be  of  benefit  to  many  pupils. 

We  shall  try,  to  increase  our  work,  to  draw  more 
and  more  people  into  it  and  to  bring  nearer  the  day  when 
our  schools  will  be  strengthened  by  the  interest  of  the 
many  parents  and  friends.

REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury: 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  make  the  following  report 
for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1933. 

There  is  very  little  to  report  this  year  as  there  were 
no  special  appropriations  and  the  work  done  has  been  of  a 
routine  nature. 

Aliens  Lane,  so-called,  has  been  surveyed  and  will  be 
brought  before  the  town  at  the  Annual  Meeting  for  ac- 
ceptance. 

In  March  after  the  Annual  Meeting  there  was  a  bad 
wash-out  at  Mattakeeset  Court  Landing  and  also  three 
places  at  the  foot  of  streets  at  Standish  Shore.  All  of 
these  were  thoroughly  repaired  at  quite  an  expense. 

There  has  been  no  new  road  construction  with  the 
exception  of  a  portion  of  Franklin  Street  from  Congress 
Street  to  Route  3  State  Road.  At  this  point  we  were  able 
to  receive  C.  W.  A.  funds  to  the  amount  of  $3,000.00, 
which  we  have  used  to  straighten  and  widen  and  enlarge 
two  bridges  and  gravel. 

We  also  received  $1,000.00  from  C.  W.  A.  for  im- 
provement of  our  Town  Forest. 

$200.00  for  a  Lawn  Tennis  Court  at  the  High  School.

The  greatest  benefit  from  C.  W.  A.  funds  we  feel  will 
be  obtained  from  the  seeding  of  clams.  We  have  received 
an  allotment  of  $2,600.00  for  this  purpose.  We  have  at 
this  time  30  men  working  15  hours  a  week  digging  seed 
clams  where  they  are  too  thick  to  grow  and  re-seeding  on 
barren  flats.  We  believe  we  will  be  able  to  receive  an- 
other allotment  to  carry  the  work  along  after  Feb.  15th.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  ac- 
counts of  the  town  of  Duxbury  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
December  31,  1932,  made  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
vision of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws.

Fenton,  Chief  Accountant  of  this  Division.

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made 
an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Dux-

bury  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1932,  and 
submit  the  following  report  thereon : 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town  as  recorded 
,    on  the  books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  dis- 
bursing money  for  the  town,  were  examined  and  checked 
with  the  books  of  the  town  accountant. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were 
examined  and  compared  with  the  treasurer's  books  and 
with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town. 

The  appropriations,  as  entered  in  the  ledger,  were 
checked  with  the  town  clerk's  records  of  appropriations 
authorized  by  the  town. 

The  receipts  as  shown  on  the  accountant's  books 
were  checked  with  the  records  of  receipts  of  the  treas- 
urer, and  the  payments  were  compared  with  the  warrants 
authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  and  a  balance 
sheet  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of 
the  town  as  of  December  31,  1932. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  Ruby  H.  Graves,  treasurer 
j    pro  tempore,  were  examined  and  checked  for  the  period 
1    from  December  2,  1932,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to 
'    March  28,  1933.    The  recorded  receipts  were  compared 
with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  collecting 
.|    money  for  the  town  and  with  other  sources  from  which 
money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  pay- 
ments were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  au- 
thorizing them.   The  cash  in  the  office  was  verified  by  an 
actual  count,  and  the  bank  balances  were  reconciled  with 
statement  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  payments  of  town  debt,  revenue  loans,  and  in- 
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terest  were  checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and 
with  the  cancelled  notes  and  coupons  on  file.  Unpaid 
coupons  were  verified  by  a  reconciliation  with  a  state- 
ment furnished  by  the  bank. 

The  securites  and  savings  bank  books  representing 
the  investments  of  the  several  trust  funds  in  the  custody 
of  the  treasurer,  were  examined  and  listed,  and  the  in- 
come was  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  commitments  of  poll,  old 
age  assistance,  property,  and  motor  vehicle  excise  taxes 
of  1932  were  analyzed  and  checked  with  the  assessors' 
warrants  to  the  collector. 

The  payments  to  the  treasurer  on  account  of  the 
levies  of  1929  to  1932,  inclusive,  were  checked  to  the 
treasurer's  cash  book,  the  abatements  were  compared 
with  the  assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted,  and 
the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with 
the  accountant's  ledger  accounts. 

Verification  notices  were  mailed  to  a  number  of 
persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing 
n;oney  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating 
that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

In  verifying  the  collector  s  payments  to  the  treas- 
urer, it  was  noted  that  the  sum  of  $96.50,  representing 
fees  collected  by  the  collector  on  overdue  taxes,  was  not 
paid  over  to  the  town  but  was  used  to  defray  expenses 
of  tax  sales. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that,  in  the  future,  all 
such  receipts  be  paid  into  the  town  treasury  as  required 
by  Section  53,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  and  that  the 
costs  of  tax  sales  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  the 
tax  collector's  department  and  paid  on  authority  of  se- 
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lectmen's  warrants  to  the  town  treasurer.  Payments  by 
the  tax  collector  to  the  town  treasurer  should  be  paid  at 
least  weekly,  as  required  by  Section  2,  Chapter  60,  Gen- 
eral Laws. 

The  records  of  Joseph  T.  C.  Jones,  town  clerk  pro 
tempore,  for  sporting  and  dog  licenses  and  marriage  per- 
mits issued  for  the  period  from  December  2,  1932  to 
March  28,  1933  were  examined  and  checked.  The  pay- 
ments to  the  town  and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and 
Game  were  verified,  and  the  cash  on  hand  was  proved  by 
an  actual  count. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned  above,  the 
financial  records  of  all  other  departments  receiving 
money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection 
were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the  treasurer's  and 
the  accountant's  books. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  treasurer,  collector,  and 
town  clerk  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treas- 
urer's cash,  summaries  of  the  tax  accounts,  as  well  as 
tables  showing  the  trust  fund  transactions. 

For  the  courtesies  extended  and  the  assistance  ren- 
dered by  the  various  town  officials  during  the  progress  of 
the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  my- 
self, to  express  appreciation.

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING  —  MARCH  4,  1933 


WARRANT

in  said  County,  Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
you  are  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Town  of  Duxbury,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and 
in  town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  High  School  Auditorium  in 
said  Duxbury,  on  Saturday,  the  fourth  day  of  March 
next,  at  nine-thirty  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  for  the  trans- 
action of  any  business  that  may  legally  come  before  said 
meeting,  and  on  Saturday,  the  eleventh  day  of  March 
next,  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  at  the  Town  Hall, 
Tremont  Street,  for  the  election  of  Town  Officers,  and  to 
vote  by  ballot  ''Yes"  or  ''No"  on  the  following  question: 
''Shall  the  Toiun  Vote  to  have  its  Selectmen  act  as  Board 
of  Health?"        ,  • 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  in  said 
Meeting. 

Article  2.  What  action  will  the  Town  take  relative 
to  the  appointment  of  necessary  officers  not  chosen  by 
ballot?

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REPORT  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens 
of  Duxbury: 

Greetings  : 

This  Department  has  had  quite  a  busy  year,  but  with 
a  small  loss  of  property.  As  I  have  said,  the  fires  we  do 
not  have  are  the  ones  I  am  proudest  of.  This  means  pre- 
vention of  and  cooperation  by  the  property  owners.  Care- 
lessness in  the  home  causes  a  large  percent  of  the  fires. 
Almost  every  new  device  for  greater  comfort  and  ease  in 
the  home  provides  a  possible  fire  hazard,  if  not  carefully 
used  and  cared  for.  I  wish  to  say  that  the  oil  burners 
placed  in  your  heaters  with  an  inadequate  chimney  or  flue 
for  this  purpose  will  be  a  source  of  great  trouble  in  the 
future  and  wish  to  recommend  a  Building  Inspector  who 
will  see  that  all  construction  and  re-construction  is  prop- 
erly done  to  insure  safety.

The  apparatus  is  in  good  shape  and  every  possible 
care  taken  to  insure  the  safety  of  your  home. 

The  Fire  Department  secured  an  allottmertt  of  C.  W. 
A.  funds  under  the  Fire  Control  Project  supervised  by  the 
Mass.  Dept.  of  Agriculture.  Under  the  able  supervision 
of  B.  0.  Dawes  an  entirely  new  Water  Hole  has  been  con- 
structed in  the  Tar  Kiln  District.  This  Hole  furnishes 
practically  an  unlimited  amount  of  water  and  protection 
through  the  fire  season  for  approximately  $100,000  worth 
of  real  and  personal  property  in  that  District.  A  Water 
Hole  off  Autumn  Avenue  has  been  re-diked  and  stone 
masonry  built  for  walls  and  pumping  platform,  furnish- 
ing an  unlimited  amount  of  water  for  house  or  forest 
fire  protection  in  that  District. 

Other  Water  Holes,  forty  in  number,  have  been  im- 
proved or  re-located  throughout  that  part  of  the  Town 
which  lays  outside  the  Hydrant  District.  The  location 
of  these  holes  has  been  mapped  and  numbered.  Identifi- 
cation signs  erected  at  each,  making  the  total  forty-two. 
The  construction  and  design  of  the  more  important  Water 
Holes  is  such  that  they  will  be  permanent  and  can  be 
kept  efficient  with  very  little  cost  in  the  future. 
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We  are  hopeful  that  the  Insurance  Exchange  will 
recognize  the  efficiency  of  these  Water  Holes  and  by  so 
doing  will  lower  the  insurance  rates  in  these  localities.  I 
am  working  to  that  end.

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ment  in  Duxbury.  Up  to  date,  the  Commonwealth  has  been 
unwilling  to  reimburse  this  town  for  the  expenses  of 
these  cases. 

The  usual  number  of  nuisance  cases,  over-flowing 
cess-pools,  sink  drains,  pig  pens,  fish  on  beach,  garbage, 
etc.,  have  been  reported,  investigated  and  abated  or  such 
recommendations  made  as  seemed  appropriate. 

The  granting  of  permits  for  the  sale  of  milk  has  been 
accompanied  by  a  good  deal  of  trouble  (outside  of  Dux- 
bury)  due  to  the  unsanitary  conditions  found  on  produc- 
ers' farms,  both  in  equipment  and  methods  used.  Pro- 
ducers are  discouraged  by  the  low  prices  received  for  raw 
milk  and  do  not  care.  Fewer  laws  and  better  prices  to  the 
producer  would  result  in  better  conditions.  The  present 
laws  make  the  local  Board  of  Health  responsible  for  the 
final  inspection  and  the  granting  of  the  permits  for  the 
sale  of  milk  within  the  town  Lmits. 

Inspection  of  the  nine  wayside  stands  has  found 
them  to  be  neat,  attractive  and  sanitary.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT  FOR  1933 


The  number  of  books  put  out  during  1933  was  almost 
as  large  as  in  1932  when  the  circulation  reached  a  record 
figure  for  this  library.  With  the  circulation  keeping  up, 
with  no  decrease  in  publishers'  prices,  and  with  less  money 
in  the  budget  than  usual,  it  was  difficult  to  supply  all  the 
demands  for  adult  reading.  Another  factor  was  the 
1  ecessity  of  buying  mere  than  the  average  number  of 
juveniles. 

Children  are  now  using  the  library  to  the  extent  of 
about  200  visits  per  week.  This  includes  their  casual  as 
well  as  school  reading.  They  are  much  harder  on  books 
than  adults  and  a  popular  book  is  soon  worn  out  in  their 
hands.  During  the  past  year,  besides  the  regular  number 
of  new  juveniles,  a  good  many  replacements  were  made, 
and  gaps  left  by  worn  out  volumes  that  could  not  be  re- 
placed were  filled  by  substitutes.  Nearly  one-third  of  the 
books  on  the  required  school  reading  list  are  in  bad  con- 
dition and  must  be  rebound  or  replaced  in  1934. 

The  one  important  physical  change  during  the  year 
w^as  the  transformation  of  a  large  basement  storeroom  in- 
to a  reading  and  work-room  for  library  patrons.  A  com- 
plete system  of  wall  shelves,  the  installation  of  a  radiator, 
etc.,  now  makes  the  room  available  for  anyone  who  v/ishes 
a  quiet  place  in  which  to  read  or  write.  Art,  genealogical 
and  vital  records,  military  records,  natural  history  and 
a  small  library  of  French  books  are  among  the  volumes 
on  the  shelves. 
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The  genealog-ical  and  natural  history  sections  have 
been  enlarged  and  brought  up  to  date  by  generous  gifts 
from  Mr.  William  H.  Young,  Treasurer  of  the  Board. 
Though  the  room  was  barely  completed  by  the  end  of 
the  year  it  is  already  being  used  by  our  patrons.  Cata- 
loging and  especially  the  indexing  of  the  large  amount  of 
natural  history  material  is  under  way.  The  Wright  col- 
lection in  the  Director's  room,  over  twelve  hundred  vol- 
umes (1200),  has  been  cataloged  with  special  annotations 
as  to  first  editions,  illustrations,  etc.  In  this  connection 
wo  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Roger  Pierce  for  his  voluntary  and 
painstaking  services,  which  continue  to  be  of  much  value 
to  the  library. 

A  detail  of  management  during  1933  was  the  segre- 
gation of  certain  books  covering  a  wide  range  of  sub- 
jects under  the  head  of  General  Information.  As  indicative 
of  the  scope  of  the  collection  its  definition  might  be  given 
as  ''what  is  going  on  in  the  world  today".  Ordinarily 
such  books  would  be  scattered  about  among  twenty  dif- 
ferent departments  and  would  be  noticed  or  used  by  few 
patrons.  Gathered  under  one  broad  heading  and  placed 
in  the  rotunda  where  everyone  has  access  to  them  they 
now  circulate  freely.  As  they  are  books  of  the  better 
class,  with  an  educational  value,  the  result  is  most  satis- 
•  factory. 

As  heretofore  the  main  demand  is  preponderantly 
f  cr  fiction,  as  is  the  case  in  most  small  town  libraries.  Any 
plan  to  encourage  a  more  balanced  literary  diet,  such  as 
the  one  mentioned  in  the  previous  paragraph,  may  suc- 
ceed in  stimulating  a  little  the  circulation  of  non-fiction, 
but  does  not  lessen  the  main  need.  As  already  stated  it  has 
been  difficult  to  purchase  enough  of  the  popular  fiction 
cf  the  day  to  supply  the  increasing  demand,  especially 
among  the  summer  residents  who  are  our  heaviest  patrons. 
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Other  libraries,  both  small  and  large,  have  tried  to 
•cvercome  this  difficulty  by  establishing  a  "rental  shelf". 
Two  or  more  copies  of  the  popular  books  are  bought.  One 
is  placed  on  the  free  shelves  as  usual,  the  others  are  rented 
to  those  willing  to  pay  a  small  sum  per  day  or  week 
rather  than  wait  for  the  chance  to  get  the  free  copy.  The 
object  is  not  to  make  money,  but  to  give  readers  an  op- 
portunity to  secure  certain  books  without  the  long  delays 
consequent  under  the  ordinary  routine  of  the  library. 
If  the  rental  books  pay  for  themselves  that  is  really  all 
that  can  be  asked.  It  seems  to  the  librarian  that  it  might 
be  worth  while  to  try  out  the  rental  plan  at  the  Duxbury 
library.

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REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  TRUSTEES 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens 
of  Duxbury: 

Again  we  would  make  a  report  of  the  work  accom- 
plished in  this  department  during  the  past  year. 

The  usual  work  of  clearing  the  ground  of  dead  limbs 
and  raking  the  leaves  was  done. 

The  trees  have  all  been  sprayed  and  thousands  of 
moth  nests  creosoted. 

The  fences  around  Mayflower,  Myles  Standish,  Ash- 
dod  and  Dingley  Cemeteries  have  been  painted  and  other 
necessary  painting  done. 

The  avenues  were  raked  and  repaired  and  the  grass 
topped  lots  were  kept  mowed  and  the  sand  topped  ones 
hoed  and  raked,  also  all  lots  under  our  care  were  well 
fertilized  and  kept  watered  during  the  dry  weather. 

Forty-seven  graves  that  had  settled  were  refilled  and 
sodded  and  ten  new  lots  were  built  and  seven  old  ones  re- 
built and  the  ground  cleared  for  many  more. 

Thirteen  foundations  have  been  built  for  new  monu- 
ments and  many  old  ones  reset. 

Six  new  lots  have  been  added  to  the  perpetual  care 
list  this  past  year,  making  a  total  of  247  now  being  cared 
for  by  this  fund. 
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There  have  been  twenty  interments  of  those  who 
died  in  town  and  forty-two  from  out  of  town  during  the 
year. 

The  lots  in  the  new  part  of  the  cemetery  are  fast 
being  taken  up,  requiring  a  lot  more  area  to  care  for.  We 
are  planning  to  build  a  large  section  of  new  lots  and  also 
extend  the  water  pipes  to  that  part. 

It  will  also  be  necessary  to  give  the  avenues  a  coat- 
ing of  oil  and  sand  this  coming  year.  We  appreciate  as 
always  the  help  and  co-operation  of  the  citizens  of  the 
town  and  ask  for  your  continued  help  in  1934.

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REPORT  OF  SHELL  FISH  WARDEN 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens 
of  Duxhury: 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  this  year  has  been  a  great 
improvement  over  last  year  in  regards  to  out-of-town 
diggers. 

By  having  the  Selectmen  close  the  main  shores  to  the 
public,  there  were  very  few  that  tried  to  dig  there. 

I  stopped  about  100  persons  from  digging  on  these 
shores  and  I  saw  more  than  that  on  an  average  in  a  day 
last  year. 

The  grant  owners,  with  the  clams  they  have  planted 
on  their  grants  have  helped  to  seed  about  1,000  acres  in 
the  bay  very  thickly,  and  this  seed  would  have  been  about 
all  destroyed  by  now  if  the  public  could  have  dug  through 
them. 

We  have  closed  up  Standish  Shore  to  all  digging  un- 
til the  seed,  about  40  acres,  gets  large  enough  to  dig. 

The  three  acres  of  clams  that  were  closed  until  they 
got  large  enough  to  dig,  when  re-opened,  employed  on 
an  average  of  twenty-five  men  a  day  for  three  months, 
and  they  dug  over  4,500  bushels  on  this  patch.  If  the 
public  could  have  dug  there  it  would  not  have  lasted 
over  a  week. 

There  was  also  fair  digging  on  Captain's  Flat,  the 
clams  there  being  all  large.    The  clams  on  the  Village 
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shore  were  about  all  dug  by  out-of-town  people  before 
the  Selectmen  closed  it  to  them.  Just  as  soon  as  the 
clams  got  two  inches  long  the  people  began  to  dig  them. 
I  stopped  quite  a  number  from  digging  when  the  clams 
were  seed. 

The  grant  owners  this  year  have  planted  528  bushels 
of  clams,  496  bushels  of  quahaugs  and  five  bushels  of 
oysters,  making  a  total  of  1,029  bushels  of  shell  fish. 

We  have  issued  five  grants  this  year  on  the  flats  and 
sixty-five  digging  permits  at  $2.00  each,  totalling  $140.00. 

There  are  thousands  of  bushels  of  clam  seed  that  will 
go  to  waste  and  it  is  too  bad  that  we  do  not  save  some  of 
it.  There  are  plenty  of  fiats  that  have  not  anything  on 
them,  where  we  could  put  this  seed.  The  spat,  or  spawn 
from  them  with  conditions  right,  would  re-seed  these 
fiats  in  two  years. 

From  bst  January  to  June  there  was  an  average  of 
sixty  men  employed  in  the  bay;  from  June  to  September, 
twenty-five  man;  from  September  to  November,  twelve 
men  and  now  there  are  thirty-five  diggers. 

I  would  like  to  state  to  the  citizens  of  Duxbury,  most 
of  them  have  the  impression  that  shell  fish  grows  in  a  few 
waeks  but  from  the  time  of  spat  it  takes  them  on  the 
average  two  years  to  grow  two  inches. 

Amount  cf  shell  fish  marked:  7,011  bushels  clams 
and  90 r  gallon j  rhucked;  7,290  bushels  quahaugs;  1,571 
bushels  raz^r3,  totalling  15,872  bushels  and  907  gallons, 
value  $32,772.50. 

This  report  of  shell  fish  is  not  fully  complete,  it  be- 
ing impossible  to  get  it  owing  to  some  diggers  neglecting 
to  make  a  report  of  what  they  have  dug.  This  is  about 
five  times  more  shell  fish  marked  than  last  year,  and  the 
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most  shell  fish  taken  by  town  people  in  many  years. 

Expenses  for  year :  Mileage  17,890,  an  average  of  49 
miles  daily;  1,090  gallons  of  gasoline,  $200.56;  sixty- 
seven  quarts  of  oil,  $22.00 ;  material  for  forty-eight  signs 
$28.90;  tires,  repairs,  registration,  with  no  depreciation 
on  car,  $111.91.  The  total  expenses  were  $363.37.  This 
leaves  an  average  of  $3.39  a  day  for  man,  car  and  boat. 

I  checked  up  several  times  this  year  and  the  most 
out-of-town  people  I  saw  were  on  August  12th.  There 
were  fifty  persons  on  the  flats  of  Duxbury  Beach.  I  could 
see  that  the  same  people  came  here  week  after  week  get- 
ting shell  fish  but  now  that  they  cannot  go  everywhere, 
take  everything  and  take  any  amount,  it  does  not  pay 
them  to  come. 

When  I  caught  any  of  the  public  on  the  open  terri- 
tory taking  shell-fish,  I  seized  it  and  put  it  on  the 
main  shores  for  the  Duxbury  people  to  get. 

It  looks  as  though  now,  with  all  the  seed  we  have  in 
the  bay  we  shall  have  plenty  of  shell  fish  for  many  years 
if  we  protect  them.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Duxhury: 

The  School  Committee  herewith  presents  its  repor!: 
for  the  year  1933. 

The  past  year  has  seen  no  abandonment  of  our  res'u- 
lar  school  program,  though  a  sharp  curtailment  of  the 
annual  appropriation  made  additional  expenses  impos- 
sible. The  Committee  were  able  to  keep  within  the  huC- 
get  appropriation  owing  to  a  reduction  secured  in  the 
new  bus  contract  and  also  in  pro-rating  the  insurance  cn 
the  school  property. 

The  teachers,  with  one  exception  occasioned  by  mar- 
riage, were  continued  in  their  respective  positions,  and 
have  given  graciously  of  their  time  and  services,  which 
has  meant  much  when  their  class  rooms  have,  in  several 
instances,  been  too  crowded  for  more  than  regular  routine 
v/ork. 

In  view  of  this  overcrowding,  the  School  Committee 
has  considered  carefully  the  question  of  erecting  a  ncvv 
school  building  to  house  all  the  elementary  school  pupils 
in  the  Town,  and  believes  that  such  a  building  should  be 
erected.  Many  expenses  now  incurred  with  the  present 
buildings  would  be  abolished,  the  establishment  of  an 
opportunity  class  for  the  children  requiring  special  assist- 
ance and  training  and  the  centralizing  of  our  whole  school 
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system  would  be  among  the  benefits  obtained. 

The  matter  of  Physical  Education  has  also  received 
attention  and  the  Committee  will  not  oppose  its  introduc- 
tion into  the  Duxbury  Schools  when  the  proper  financial 
conditions  warrant  the  additional  expense  necessary  to 
provide  the  teachers  and  equipment. 

The  most  necessary  repairs  have  been  made  on  the 
various  school  buildings  during  the  past  year,  and  as 
usual,  these  must  be  provided  for  this  coming  year,  along 
v/ith  other  necessary  expenses,  and  the  School  Committee 
therefore  asks  for  an  appropriation  of  $44,000.00  with 
the  dog  tax  for  the  year  of  1934.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Duxbury: 

I  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  my  seventh 
annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

1933  has  been  a  year  of  quiet  but  effective  work  for 
the  pupils  of  our  school  system.  Our  teaching  force,  hav- 
ing had  but  one  change  during  the  year,  has  shown 
greater  strength  due  to  added  years  of  experience,  ex- 
tensive summer  school  work,  and  the  broadening  influence 
of  travel.  School  enrollment  has  continued  to  grow  with 
ever-increasing  acceleration  until  now  several  school 
rooms  are  seriously  overcrowded. 

There  have  been  no  serious  epidemics ;  but  while  the 
attendance  percentage  of  93.8  is  somewhat  above  the  aver- 
age for  the  state  as  a  whole,  it  is  not  so  high  as  could  be 
expected  in  a  community  where  the  general  level  of  health 
and  the  transportation  facilities  are  as  good  as  they  are  in 
Duxbury.  In  a  recent  survey  by  a  graduate  student  in  Bos- 
ton University  a  study  was  made  of  the  causes  of  failure 
among  employees.  The  cause  of  lost  jobs,  in  over  90 
percent  of  the  cases  studied,  was  given  by  employers  as 
character  weaknesses  of  which  absence,  tardiness,  and 
listlcssness  were  most  outstanding.  Lack  of  knowledge 
was  at  the  foot  of  the  list,  with  only  one  percent  of  the 
failures  attributed  to  it.  Surely  if  we  are  giving  the 
proper  training  for  future  security  and  success,  regu- 
larity and  punctuality  cannot  be  ignored.    In  this,  the 
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home  must  cooperate  whole-heartedly  with  the  school. 
The  cases  of  truancy  in  Duxbury  are  very  rare.  The  only 
legal  excuse  for  absence  is  sickness;  therefore,  if  the 
parents  will  cooperate  in  seeing  that  the  child  is  on  the 
job  at  every  session  that  he  is  physically  able  to  attend, 
a  contribution  will  be  made,  not  only  to  the  school,  but  to 
rhe  assurance  of  future  success  of  the  child. 

ACADEMIC 

Latest  reports  indicate  that  the  graduates  from  our 
high  school  continue  to  do  the  same  good  quality  of  work 
in  college  and  other  institutions  of  learning  that  they 
have  done  in  the  past.  An  increasingly  large  percentage 
oi  recent  graduates  have  either  found  jobs  or  made  jobs 
Icr  themselves ;  and  of  these  who  are  still  with  us  as  post 
graduates,  a  majority  are  striving  for  a  definite  goal. 

With  the  demands  for  economy  which  conditions  in 
general  have  placed  upon  every  individual,  home,  and 
community  there  could  be  little  justification  for  expansion 
of  our  program,  except  to  take  care  of  the  ever-increasing 
enrollment  of  our  schools. 

The  printing,  which  was  only  in  its  infancy  at  the 
lime  of  my  last  report,  has  grown  so  much  in  popularity 
among  the  pupils  that  it  was  found  necessary  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  to  give  more  time  to  the  course.  This 
cut  into  the  time  allotment  for  manual  training  so  that 
the  class  for  older  boys  has  had  to  be  discontinued.  The 
printing  department  was  added  to  the  curriculum  with 
practically  no  expense  to  the  tax  payers  of  the  town.  All 
the  apparatus,  including  the  press  and  the  type,  was  pur- 
chased by  pupil  organizations.  The  saving  to  the  school 
department  has  far  more  than  offset  any  expense  of  up- 
keep. 
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Increased  enrollment  and  pupil  needs  necessitated  the 
organization  of  a  class  in  business  arithmetic.  A  readjust- 
ment of  teaching  load  took  care  of  this  without  adding 
expense  other  than  for  extra  books  and  supplies. 

We  have  continued  the  use  of  achievement  tests 
throughout  the  grades.  The  average  attainment  of  the 
children  in  Duxbury  schools  runs  up  to  five  months  in  ad- 
vance of  the  standards  as  established  by  the  tests. 

These  tests  and  the  intelligence  tests  given  annually 
show  quite  clearly  that  there  is  occasionally  a  child  whose 
ability  is  far  below  that  of  the  average.  This  lack  of  abil- 
ity is  in  no  way  the  fault  of  the  child  for  there  is  little  he 
nor  anyone  else  can  do  about  it.  For  the  child  with  men- 
tal weaknesses,  in  a  small  town,  there  is  little  hope.  If 
there  are  ten  such  cases,  the  state  requires  a  special  class 
taught  by  a  teacher  trained  to  care  for  such  individuals. 
In  Duxbury,  there  are  not  ten  children  subject  to  this 
ruling;  consequently,  the  seven  or  eight  who  would  fall 
into  this  class  are  allowed  to  drift  along.  They  have  not 
intelligence  enough  to  do  the  work  assigned  them ;  there- 
fore, they  are  not  promoted.  This  soon  results  in  their 
becoming  older,  emotionally  and  physically,  than  the 
grcuD  with  which  they  are  fo'^^od  to  associate.  There  is 
nothing  they  can  contribute  to  this  group  that  is  good, 
and  they  are  marked  by  size  so  that  all  the  world  knows 
they  are  out  of  place.  As  a  consequence  they  develop 
anti-social  tendencies  which  lead  to  more  and  more  trouble 
as  they  become  older.  A  class  should  be  organized  with 
a  teacher  properly  trained  to  handle  the  peculiarly  diffi- 
cult problems  which  this  group  presents. 

ACTIVITIES 

In  spite  of  the  depression  the  extra  curricula  activi- 
ties have  flourished  without  abatement.    The  Partridge 
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Staff,  after  assuming  responsibility  for  setting  up  a  print- 
ing department,  suffered  many  natural  but  nevertheless 
discouraging  delays.  It  finally  solved  a  majority  of  the 
problems  associated  with  the  editing,  printing,  and  pub- 
lishing of  its  newspaper  magazine  and  is  now  operating 
smoothly. 

The  Student  Council  has  handled  with  a  great  deal 
of  wisdom  all  the  problems  within  its  jurisdiction.  I  am 
sure  the  pupils  elected  to  serve  on  this  body  have  profited 
immensely  from  the  concrete  examples  of  government 
which  they  have  been  called  upon  to  solve. 

The  Senior  Class  of  1933  chose  "Peg  0'  My  Heart" 
for  the  annual  play  which  was  given  in  March.  The  class 
of  1934,  realizing  the  difficulties  other  classes  had  en- 
countered in  attempting  to  conduct  rehearsals  during  the 
basketball  and  baseball  seasons,  decided  to  put  on  ''Cappy 
rticks"  early  in  December. 

The  orchestra  put  on  their  usual  concert  during  the 
winter.  This  group  has  felt  the  depression  more  than  any 
other  activity  and  a  scarcity  of  younger  children  taking 
music  lessons  gave  us  grave  doubts  as  to  whether  there 
would  be  an  orchestra  this  year.  This  fear  was  some- 
what allayed  in  the  fall  when  Mr.  Kendall  Blanchard  or- 
.Ta^I^'ed  V.  class  in  violin  instruction.  There  are  about 
twelve  pupils  taking  advantage  of  this  opportunity  at 
present. 

The  Tarkiln  School  gave  a  cantata  at  the  May  meet- 
ing of  the  Parent-Teacher  Association.  Practically  every 
high  school  pupil  participated  in  the  operetta,  "The  Gypsy 
Rover"  given  in  the  spring. 

Incidently,  the  "Gypsy  Rover"  was  given  a  second 
time,  the  proceeds  of  $85.00  going  to  the  Red  Cross  for 
relief  of  the  fire  victims  of  Ellsworth  and  Auburn,  Maine. 
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Another  contribution  to  the  Red  Cross  which  the  children 
of  the  high  school  buildirg  make  annually  is  a  Christmas 
gift  of  candy  for  disabled  war  veterans  in  the  Army  and 
Navy  Hospitals.  Material  for  the  candy  is  brought  in  by 
the  pupils,  and  girls  of  the  domestic  science  classes  make 
up  the  candy  and  put  it  in  boxes. 

In  athletics  we  have  continued  to  support  inter-schc- 
lastic  contests  with  baseball  and  basketball  teams;  but 
within  our  own  group  a  considerable  amount  of  tennis, 
volley  ball,  soccer  ball,  and  touch  football  has  been 
l)layed. 

Each  and  every  one  of  these  activities  contributes  to 
the  development  of  character,  poise,  and  self-reliance.  .  It 
is  often  through  such  activities  that  traits  of  character 
can  be  developed  better  than  through  the  medium  of  the 
more  rigidly  controlled  academic  subjects. 

GIFTS 

Ofttimes  a  service  rendered  in  a  time  of  need  is  the 
most  precious  gift  one  can  receive.  Although  each  in- 
stance of  kind  assistance  given  almost  daily  by  parents 
and  friends  of  the  school  is  too  intangible  to  be  recog- 
nized individually  in  this  report,  we  are  nevertheless 
deeply  grateful. 

The  Partridge  Scholarship  went  this  year  to  Mar- 
garet Indlekofer  who  entered  the  Boston  University 
School  of  Physical  Education  in  September. 

Sons  of  Veterans  and  the  Auxiliaries,  in  behalf  of 
the  G.  A.  R.,  have  continued  to  see  that  each  school  build- 
ing is  properly  supplied  with  an  American  Flag. 

Through  its  annual  award  to  the  outstanding  girl  and 
boy  in  the  eighth  grade,  the  American  Legion  carried  on 
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its  established  policy  of  encouraging  strength  of  char- 
acter. The  winners  last  spring  were  Ethel  Barriault  and 
George  Kirkpatrick. 

The  Duxbury  Garden  Club  has  continued  its  inter- 
ested activity  in  the  school.  Seeds  were  distributed  to 
the  children,  prizes  were  offered  for  the  best  flower  and 
vegetable  garden,  and  inducements  offered  for  exhibition 
at  the  summer  flower  show.  The  club  also  conducted  a 
prize  Christmas  Wreath  Contest,  sponsored  lectures  on 
wild  flower  preservation  and  bird  life,  and  distributed 
grain  to  the  children  for  bird  feeding  during  the  snowy 
months.  During  the  summer  this  very  active  organiza- 
t^'on  gave  a  play  entitled  ''Garden  Conscious"  in  the  Hirh 
School  Auditorium.  The  proceeds  of  $175.00  from  this 
entertainment  went  to  a  fund  which  is  being  used  to  as- 
sist underprivileged  children. 

The  Parent-Teachers'  Association  followed  its  usual 
custom  of  givirg  a  Chr'stmas  orange  to  every  child  in  the 
elementary  grades. 

In  behalf  of  the  school  children  who  are  the  bene- 
ficiaries of  these  kindnesses  I  extend  most  sincere  thanks. 

REPAIRS 

Of  necessity  this  year,  repairs  have  been  reduced  to 
the  few  items  required  to  keep  the  school  plant  in  work- 
ing order  or  to  correct  damage  which,  if  left,  would  lead 
to  irreparable  loss. 

Missing  slates  were  replaced  on  the  roof  of  the  new 
High  School ;  the  north  end  brick-work  was  painted  with 
linseed  oil,  in  order  to  prevent  t^'e  rain  from  driving 
through  the  walls  and  ruining  th(b  ceilings;  the  flagpole 
and  all  the  woodwork  on  the  front  of  the  high  school  were 
also  painted.    Several  sections  of  grate  in  one  of  the 
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boilers  were  replaced  and  a  leak  in  the  hot  water  tank  re- 
paired. During  the  summer  all  the  desk  tops  in  two  class- 
rooms were  sanded  down  and  refinished. 

At  the  Village  School  all  desk  tops  were  sanded  and 
refinished  and  the  basement  floor  was  painted.  The  lat- 
ter project  was  especially  necessary  as  this  is  the  only 
playroom  these  children  have  in  stormy  weather.  The  old 
cement  floor  was  so  very  dusty  that  with  60  to  75  chil- 
dren stamping  about,  the  atmosphere  became  not  only  un- 
comfortable to  breathe  but  also  positively  unhealthy. 

At  the  Point  and  Tarkiln  Schools  nothing  more  thsn 
is  included  in  the  usual  routine  was  attempted  this  year. 

With  regard  to  new  equipment  only  such  material 
has  been  added  as  was  made  necessary  by  the  increased 
needs  of  a  larger  enrollment. 

The  following  are  some  things  we  should  anticipate 
in  order  to  keep  the  schools  efficient,  sanitary,  and 
healthy :  the  desk  tops  at  the  High  School,  the  Point,  and 
Tarkiln  Schools  should  be  re-conditioned ;  the  exterior  and 
interior  of  the  High  School  should  be  painted;  the  south 
wing  of  the  Tarkiln  School  must  be  shingled  within  a 
year ;  the  water  pump  at  Tarkiln,  which  should  have  been 
replaced  last  summer  but  was  patched  up  instead,  will 
have  to  be  replaced ;  new  floors  should  be  laid  at  the  Point 
School  and  Village  School. 

NEW  BUILDING 

The  study  of  the  enrollment  tables  appended  to  this 
report  will  show  a  definite  tendency  towards  an  increasing 
attendance  in  our  schools.  We  already  have  rooms  so 
overcrowded  that  they  could  be  reasonably  considered 
unhealthy  to  the  children.  Some  of  this  overcrowding  is, 
perhaps,  temporary;  and  with  the  return  to  stable  econ- 
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omic  conditions  will  undoubtedly  tend  to  lessen.  On  the 
other  hand  the  increase  started  long  before  the  depres- 
rwn.  If  we  will  look  back  to  a  year  after  the  opening  of  the 
new  High  School  we  will  find  that  it  was  deemed  expedi- 
ent to  re-open  the  Point  School  to  take  care  of  an  over- 
crowded condition  which  then  existed  at  the  Village. 
Since  then  the  growth  has  never  slackened,  and  whether  it 
will  slacken  in  the  future  is  problematical. 

Duxbury  is  within  commuting  distance  of  Boston. 
With  the  appearance  of  the  newer  type  of  trains,  which 
travd  at  enormous  rates  of  speed,  the  traveling  time  may 
easily  be  reduced  to  one  half  of  what  it  is  at  present.  If 
this  happens,  will  it  mean  even  more  people  in  Duxbury? 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  modernize  the  old 
school  buildings  which  are  still  in  use.  We  have  provided, 
in  so  far  as  possible,  every  comfort  and  convenience  that 
the  new  high  school  building  offers.  But  there  are  some 
advantages  which  cannot  be  attained  with  the  children 
scattered  out  in  several  small  units.  Hot  lunches  are 
more  essential  to  the  little  tot  than  to  his  older  brother. 
Many  teaching  aids  are  too  expensive  to  buy  in  a  quantity 
recessD.ry  to  take  care  of  several  isolated  groups. 

Building  costs,  which  have  been  receding  for  several 
years,  have  started  upward.  The  possibility  of  receiving 
assistance  from  the  Federal  Government  might  further 
reduce  the  burden  if  the  project  were  attempted  within 
the  near  future. 

CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion  allow  me  again  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that  there  is  at  present  a  definite  increase  of 
the  population  of  our  schools,  which  brings  an  increasing- 
ly heavy  burden  to  bear  in  our  budget.    Even  though 
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there  is  no  increase  in  the  teaching  costs,  the  expense  of 
new  books,  more  supplies,  new  seats  and  desks  must  be 
met.  In  order  to  keep  within  the  budget  of  last  year  a 
rearrangement  of  the  insurance  policies  was  effected  so 
that  where  formerly  the  bill  was  due  only  once  in  three 
years  now  one  third  is  due  each  year.  This  change  was  so 
handled  that  the  total  cost  to  the  town  for  the  three 
year  period  will  be  exactly  the  same  as  it  formerly  was 
under  the  old  system.  The  cost  of  supplies  has  increased 
from  25  to  30  per  cent  over  the  figure  of  a  year  ago. 

The  cost  of  transportation,  however,  has  been  re- 
duced better  than  30  per  cent.  By  balancing  these  items 
against  each  other  and  making  no  plan  for  an  expansion 
of  the  program  I  feel  that  we  can  operate  the  schools 
again  this  year  for  the  $44,000.00  which  a  vote  of  the 
f^'vm  decreed  should  be  the  limit  of  our  expenditures  of 
the  year  just  passed.

REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR  OF 
THE  DUXBURY  SCHOOLS 


Music  in  the  Duxbury  Schools  has  progressed  in  a 
most  satisfactory  manner,  and  has  been  more  thoroughly 
systematized  than  in  past  years.  This  has  partly  resulted 
through  the  use  of  the  "Music  Hour  Series"  singing  books, 
which  have  been  provided  for  the  primary  grades.  A 
teacher's  manual  accompanies  these  books  v^hich  contains 
daily  and  monthly  outlines  which  carefully  cover  all  the 
steps,  so  necessary  in  this  subject. 

This  Series,  instead  of  requiring  children  to  advance 
through  activities  to  purely  mechanical  processes,  fur- 
nishes an  opportunity  for  practice  of  the  highest  order, 
and  at  the  same  time  gives  the  children  pure  melody  at 
every  step. 

A  successful  program  in  school  music  includes: 

1.  Rote  singing  with  great  care  taken  in  voice  build- 
ing, and  tone. 

2.  Sight  singing  for  which  our  books  provide  such 
wonderful  and  interesting  material,  carefully  graded. 

3.  Study  oi  songs  by  note  and  rote. 

4.  Song-inspired  drill,  with  attention  given  to  melo- 
dic progression. 

Added  to  this  program,  the  children  have  studied 
the  lives  of  some  of  the  great  composers.    Through  rec- 
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crds  procured  by  the  teachers,  with  money  received  at 
e::tertainments,  given  by  these  grades,  the  children  have 
been  enabled  to  study  some  of  the  music  of  these  com- 
posers. 

This  program  is  followed  in  a  similar  manner 
through  the  intermediate  grades  and  the  Junior  High 
School.  Work  in  the  High  School,  as  usual  includes 
chorus  singing  in  three  and  four  parts. 

The  Junior  High  School,  Intermediate  grades  and 
the  Primary  grades  will  each  give  an  Operetta  this  year.

This  year,  in  company  with  Pembroke  and  Hanson, 
we  arranged  and  hung  a  large  exhibit  of  drawings  at  the 
Marshfield  Fair  last  August. 

Selected  work  from  the  second  to  the  Senior  High 
School  grade  was  shown  side  by  side  and  in  competition 
with  the  towns  of  Scituate,  Norwell,  and  Hanover. 

The  Duxbury  exhibit  received  much  attention  and 
favorable  comment  from  the  vast  crowds  of  people  who 
viewed  it ;  and  the  general  consensus  of  opinion  was  very 
gratifying.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Duxbury: 

Mr.  George  E.  Green, 

My  activities  the  past  year  have  been  very  much  the 
same  as  the  preceding  year  with  one  exception.  We  have 
found  it  necessary  to  do  more  welfare  work. 

I  have  assisted  the  school  physician  during  the  physi- 
cal examination  of  the  students. 

I  assisted  with  the  well  baby  clinic  carried  on  by 
the  P.  T.  A.  on  the  eighth  and  ninth  of  May. 

I  also  assisted  the  school  physician  with  the  Pre- 
School  Clinic  the  last  week  in  May.  The  parents  were 
cooperative,  which  helped  to  make  it  a  success.  Many 
cJ  the  children  were  vaccinated  at  this  time  by  the  school 
physician.  Several  children  have  had  their  tonsils  re- 
iTiOved  through  the  family  physician  and  several  others 
had  them  removed  and  paid  for  from  a  special  fund 
held  by  the  Duxbury  Nurse  Association. 

From  this  same  fund  several  students  were  able  to 
hv.'ve  same  emergency  dental  work  done  also. 

The  American  Red  Cross  has  been  very  helpful  also 
by  pajang  for  meals  for  students  whose  parents  were 
cut  of  work.  They  have  also  given  stockings,  underwear, 
trousers,  sweaters,  and  dresses,  the  latter  being  made 
by  ladies  of  the  town  from  bolts  of  material  sent  from 
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Washington.  Flour  in  sacks  of  twenty-four  pounds  has 
been  given  to  parents  of  children  also,  which  came  from 
the  same  source.  This  has  been  greatly  appreciated  in 
this  time  of  struggle  and  hard  times. 

Two  students  were  sent  to  the  Bailey  Camp  for 
two  months  this  summer  and  were  greatly  benefited  by 
it.  This  was  financed  by  the  Nurse  Association  with  the 
money  collected  from  the  Christmas  Seal  Sale.  In  De- 
cember we  were  loaned  by  the  Plymouth  County  Health 
Association  an  Audiometer.  We  had  it  for  two  days 
a:id  tested  the  ears  of  several  grades.  There  were  six 
children  who  had  units  of  hearing  loss.  The  parents  have 
been  notified  and  arrangements  started  for  examination 
and  treatment  by  a  specialist. 

One  child  has  been  excluded  from  school  because 
of  epilepsy.  It  is  at  present  under  observation  in  t*he 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital  preparatory  to  being 
placed  in  a  school  of  the  same  kind.

REPORT  OF  THE  PARENT-TEACHER 
ASSOCIATION 


To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbiiry: 

The  meetings  of  this  Association  have  been  held  reg- 
ularly during  the  year,  with  excellent  programs,  and  a 
good  degree  of  interest.  There  has  been  a  considerable 
ii^crease  in  membership;  and  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  it  has  not  seemed  advisable  to  continue  offering 
transportation  to  the  meetings,  the  attendance  has  been 
s^itisfactory.  On  the  other  hand,  in  view  of  the  value  of 
this  organization  and  the  importance  of  its  work,  it  ought 
tc  be  possible  for  the  association  to  enlarge  its  borders 
very  much,  and  sscure  the  interest  and  cooperation  of 
many  more  of  the  parents  and  friends  of  our  schools. 

Mrs.  Redlon  retired  from  the  presidency  of  the  As- 
rociation  after  two  years  of  valued  service,  and  there 
has  been  considerable  change  in  the  personnel  of  the 
Executive  Board.  A  number  of  questions  have  been 
presented  which  have  been  profitably  discussed  in  the 
public  meetings.  While  every  program  has  not  been 
along  technical  lines  of  education,  all  the  topics  presented 
by  the  various  speakers  have  had  the  educational  slant, 
and  afforded  much  interest  to  all  who  heard  them.  There 
have  been  exhibitions  of  work  by  boys  in  the  Manual 
Training  Class,  and  girls  in  the  Household  Arts  De- 
partment, also  of  Christmas  Wreaths,  and  of  a  play  by 
the  Tarkiln  School.    Gifts  were  presented  to  Mr.  Ma- 
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comber's  and  Miss  Paulding's  rooms  for  the  largest  rep- 
resentation at  the  meetings  of  the  Association.  Oranges 
were  contributed  as  usual  to  the  lower  grades. 

The  Loan  and  Scholarship  Committee  has  been  con- 
tinued, but  the  present  financial  situation  is  such  that 
no  definite  work  has  been  accomplished.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  later  conditions  will  further  the  work  of  such 
a  committee.  The  Association  is  grateful  to  Mr.  Lund 
of  the  School  Committee,  Dr.  Shirley,  Mr.  Green,  and 
others,  who  have  responded  to  requests  for  information 
regarding  various  school  matters  of  general  interest. 
The  fact  that  it  is  the  primary  aim  of  this  Association 
to  secure  as  much  information  as  possible  upon  topics 
related  to  school  interests,  should  lead  to  a  hearty  sup- 
port of  an  organization  whose  purpose  it  is  to  unite 
more  closely  teachers  and  parents  in  cooperation  for  the 
welfare  of  our  schools  and  their  pupils.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  accounts 
of  the  town  of  Duxbury  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1933,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws.  This  report  is  in  the 
form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Edward  H.  Fenton, 
Chief  Accountant  of  this  Division.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Duxbury  for  the  fiscal  year 
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ending  December  31,  1933,  and  submit  the  following  re- 
port thereon. 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  recorded  on 
the  books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  dis- 
bursing money  for  the  town,  were  examined  and  checked 
with  the  books  of  the  town  accountant. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were 
examined  and  compared  with  the  treasurer's  books  and 
with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  and  the  appropria- 
tions as  recorded  were  checked  to  the  appropriations 
voted  by  the  town  as  shown  by  the  tow^n  clerk's  records. 

The  recorded  receipts  and  payments  were  verified  by  a 
comparison  with  the  treasurer's  books,  and  the  classifica- 
tion book  was  examined  and  checked  to  the  ledger 
accounts. 

A  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was 
prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on 
December  31,  1933. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with 
the  records  in  the  several  departments  collecting  money 
for  the  town  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money 
was  paid  into  the  treasury,  while  the  payments  were 
checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  the 
treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds.  The  cash  in  the  office 
w^as  verified  by  an  actual  count,  and  the  bank  balances 
were  reconciled  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks 
of  deposit. 

The  records  of  town  debt,  revenue  loans,  and  interest 
were  examined.  The  payments  were  checked  to  the 
amounts  falling  due  and  the  matured  notes,  bonds,  and

coupons  were  examined. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books,  representing 
the  investments  of  the  several  trust  funds  in  the  custody 
of  the  treasurer,  were  examined  and  listed,  the  income  be- 
ing proved  and  the  disbursements  being  verified. 

In  examining  original  vouchers  and  pay-rolls,  it  was 
noted  that  the  amount  appropriated  for  Memorial  Day  ob- 
servance was  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  a  local  patriotic  so- 
ciety. It  is  therefore  recommended  that,  in  the  future, 
payments  be  made  by  the  treasurr  only  upon  properly  ap- 
proved vouchers  for  expenses  incurred. 

Considerable,  detailed  checking  was  required  to  prove 
the  treasurer's  accounts,  and  this  procedure  increased  the 
cost  of  the  audit. 

The  cash  book  balance  had  apparently  not  been  recon- 
ciled with  the  cash  on  hand  and  in  the  bank  at  any  time 
during  the  year,  and  errors  and  omissions  in  entering  re- 
ceipts were  noted.  The  check  book  of  the  principal  bank 
account  was  erroneous  and  apparently  no  attempt  had 
been  made  to  reconcile  it  with  the  bank  balance. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  commitments  were  proved  and 
compared  with  the  assessors'  warrants,  the  recorded  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  were  verified  by  a  comparison  with 
the  treasurer's  books,  the  abatements  as  recorded  were 
checked  to  the  assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled 
with  the  accountant's  ledger  accounts.  A  further  verifica- 
tion was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the.  books  as  owing  money  to 
the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the 
outstanding  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  selectmen's  licenses  granted  were  ex- 
amined, and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 
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The  town  clerk's  record  of  dog  licenses  issued  were  ex- 
amined, the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  being  veri- 
fied ;  and  his  record  of  hunting  and  fishing  licenses  issued 
from  January  1  to  15,  1934  was  examined  and  the  cash  on 
hand  on  January  15,  1934,  was  verified. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned  above,  the  fi- 
nancial records  of  all  other  departments  receiving  money  } 
for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection  were  exam- 
ined and  reconciled  with  the  treasurer's  and  the  account- 
ant's books. 

It  was  noted  that  fees  collected  by  the  sealer  of  weights  I 
and  measures  have  not  been  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  | 
monthly  as  required  by  Section  34,  Chapter  98,  General  J 
Laws.  I 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  treasurer,  collector,  and  town  | 
clerk  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  1 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form.  ■ 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  I 
sheet,  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasur-  I 
er's  and  the  tax  collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax  and  ^ 
departmental  accounts,  as  w^ll  as  tables  showing  the  trust  1 
fund  transactions.  M

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
md  accounts  of  the  treasurer  of  the  town  of  Duxbury  for 
the  period  from  January  1,  1934,  the  date  of  the  previous 
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examination,  to  December  10,  1934,  and  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  thereon : 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
compared  with  the  collections  as  recorded  in  the  books  of 
the  town  accountant,  while  the  disbursements  were 
checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  the 
treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds. 

The  cash  book  was  added  throughout  for  the  period 
covered  by  the  audit,  and  a  reconciliation  of  the  cash  bal- 
ance as  called  for  by  the  cash  book  on  December  10,  1934, 
with  the  cash  in  the  banks  and  in  the  office  disclosed  a 
cash  discrepancy  in  the  treasurer's  accounts  amounting 
to  $1,306.50. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were 
verified  by  a  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and 
with  the  canceled  securities  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  records  of  the  treasurer  were  again  found  to  be 
very  inaccurate,  and  considerable  difficulty  was  experi- 
enced in  reconciling  his  cash  balance  as  he  had  apparently 
made  no  effort  to  prove  his  cash  balance  monthly.  It  was 
therefore  necessary  to  check  all  of  his  financial  transac- 
tions from  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  numerous 
clerical  errors  being  found  and  adjusted. 

Appended  herewith  is  a  table  showing  a  reconciliation 
of  the  treasurer's  cash  as  of  Decem.ber  10,  1934. 

For  the  co-operation  received  from  the  several  town 
officials  during  the  progress  of  the  examination,  I  wish, 
on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  ap- 
preciation.

Because  of  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  our  appropria- 
tion in  the  last  year  we  were  enabled  to  maintain  a  night 
patrol  during  the  months  that  summer  residences  were 
closed  and  as  a  result  of  this  patrol  we  were  able  to  solve 
several  breaks  that  otherwise  would  have  been  very  hard 
to  solve.  I  also  feel  that  they  have  been  the  means  of  pre- 
venting many  other  breaks  that  might  have  occured. 
Therefore  I  recommend  that  the  same  appropriation  be 
asked  for  this  year.  Also  I  would  recommend  that  the  two 
motor  cycles  used  last  year  be  turned  in  as  they  are  now 
in  a  condition  that  will  cost  more  than  they  are  worth  to 
keep  in  repair.  In  conclusion  I  want  to  thank  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  their  cooperation  and  the  men  of  the  De- 
partment and  operators  of  the  local  telephone  exchange 
for  the  way  they  have  helped  toward  the  success  of  the 
Department.

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Report  of  Fire  Chief 


This  department  is  in  its  usual  good  condition,  morale 
of  the  men  excellent.  They  have  drilled  carefully  and 
well.  Captain  Briggs  and  Deputy  Chief  Whitney  acting 
as  Drill  Masters.  These  two  men  were  sent  to  the  Fire 
School  again  this  year  for  a  series  of  ten  lessons  which, 
is  a  great  help  to  them  and  to  their  fellow  firemen,  as 
they  pass  their  information  on  to  them. 

We  have  had  two  disastrous  tires  the  past  year.  The 
one  at  Miles  Manor  w^as  discovered  in  time  so  as  to  allow 
the  firemen  to  do  effective  work  and  they  did  a  splendid 
job.  The  second  fire  was  Partridge  Academy  which  was 
a  total  loss.  The  fire  had  gained  such  headway  when  the 
Department  arrived  it  was  impossible  to  do  anything  with 
the  main  building,  but  by  hard  and  intelligent  work  the 
annex  w^as  saved.  Plymouth  and  Marshfield  Departments 
gave  splendid  help.  I  earnestly  urge  the  voters  to  con- 
sider some  plan  whereby  this  beautiful  old  landmark  may 
be  replaced. 

We  now  have  47  places  in  town  available  for  water 
holes.  The  outlying  districts  of  the  town  are  well  pro- 
tected from  this  source.  Markers  have  been  placed  1,000 
feet  from  each  water  hole  or  outlying  hydrant  which 
leaves  nothing  to  chance,  the  firemen  know  just  how  many 
feet  of  hose  is  required  to  reach  the  fire. 

The  following  are  the  number  of  fires  we  had  last  year : 

Chimneys  19 ;  Emergency  calls  2 ;  House  13 ;  Bridge  3 ; 
Autos  1 ;  Inhalator  1. 

This  analysis  of  fires  tells  me  you  are  not  keeping  your 
chimneys  clean.  This  is  very  necessary.  Any  advice  or 
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help  you  need  from  this  Department  along-  these  lines  we 
are  at  your  service.  We  are  always  at  your  service  for  any 
emergencies  as  a  man  is  at  the  telephone  at  the  Central 
Station  24  hours  a  day  and  our  watch  word  is  "SER- 
VICE."

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of 
Duxbury : — 

The  Memorial  Day  Committee  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report : 

As  usual  Myles  Standish  Camp,  No.  115  S.  U.  V.  C.  W. 
and  the  American  Legion  Post,  No.  223  and  Sailors  from 
the  National  Sailors  Home  assisted  by  the  Boy  and  Girl 
Scouts  in  decorating  all  known  Soldiers'  and  Sailors' 
graves  and  monuments  with  flags  and  flowers,  also  cut 
flowers  that  were  furnished  by  the  School  children  and 
friends. 

Exercises  were  held  in  the  Unitarian  Church  and  at 
Mayflower,  Ashdod,  and  Standish  Cemeteries  for  veterans 
of  all  wars  and  at  Blue  Fish  River  Bridge  for  the  Sailors 
and  Marines  who  perished  at  sea. 

Dinner  was  served  by  the  Women's  Relief  Corps, 
S.  U.  V.  Aux.  and  A.  L.  Aux.,  to  the  school  children  and  all 
who  participated  in  the  exercises.  We  wish  to  thank  all 
who  helped  out  in  any  way. 

This  year  we  engaged  the  Duxbury  Firemen's  Band  of 
33  pieces  and  had  more  music  for  less  money'.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of 
Duxbury : 

Your  Planning  Board  makes  the  following  report  for 
the  year  1934. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  town  the  sum  of  $25.00 
was  voted  as  an  appropriation  for  the  Planning  Board 
and  no  particular  instructions  were  embraced  at  this 
meeting  involving  special  investigations  by  this  Board; 
fully  realizing  the  exceptionally  heavy  burdens  being 
forced  on  the  town  by  prevailing  financial  depressions  we 
have  endeavored  to  take  no  action  that  would  add  materi- 
ally to  this  burden. 

The  Board  organized  and  held  meetings  and  instructed 
its  Chairman  to  meet  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  ascer- 
tain if  they  had  any  problems  in  which  the  Planning 
Board  could  be  of  assistance  and  to  ascertain  means  to- 
ward which  a  complete  Town  Map  could  be  constructed. 
It  seems  no  map  of  the  town  exists  which  shows  accurate 
road  locations  as  well  as  other  important  factors;  the 
Assessors  maps  are  available  but  drav/n  to  various  scales 
and  lack  coordination. 

Regarding  other  problems  the  Board  of  Selectmen  felt 
that  no  pressing  matter  existed  at  the  time. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  seek  some  means  of  improving 
the  prevailing  unsightly  condition  of  private  mail  boxes 
along  roadsides  by  the  use  of  standardized  supports;  it 
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seemed  that  little  could  be  accomplished  owing  to  the  in- 
difference at  least  of  those  who  were  not  permanent  resi- 
dents and  we  have  left  this  matter  in  abeyance  outside  of 
investigating  the  cost  of  such  standard  supports. 

With  the  prevailing  uncertainty  as  to  how  far  Govern- 
mental efforts  in  regional  improvements  may  be  extended 
that  might  influence  our  own  district  and  realizing  the  fi- 
nancial conditions  mentioned  above,  we  feel  that  no  elab- 
orate requests  should  be  made  for  funds  for  any  special 
use  of  this  Board ;  however  we  recognize  the  very  material 
need  of  a  Town  Map  and  would  ask  for  the  total  sum  of 
$100.00  to  enable  us  to  examine  into  and  report  to  the  next 
annual  town  meeting  how  complete  the  available  data  is 
for  this  purpose  and  what  costs  would  be  involved  to  en- 
able the  completion  of  such.  This  map  is  of  the  highest 
importance  to  the  town  for  the  proper  study  of  sewerage, 
road  extensions  and  innumerable  problems  that  con- 
stantly arise  and  are  impossible  to  properly  understand 
without  its  assistance. 

The  $25.00  appropriation  for  the  year  1934  has  not 
been  drawn  upon.

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Report  of  Special  Committee 


Appointed  by  the  Town  at  the  Town  Meeting 
March  3,  1934,  to  consider  the  question  of  the  land  now 
being  used  as  a  parking  place  at  the  end  of  Powder  Point. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury : 

Your  Committee,  appointed  under  the  authority  of  the 
Town  Meeting  on  March  3,  1934,  has  carefully  considered 
the  question  of  what  are  the  proper  steps,  if  any,  to  take 
in  regard  to  the  land  now  used  for  a  parking  place  at  the 
head  of  Long  Bridge  on  Powder  Point.  This  is  the  prop- 
erty bounded  by  King  Caesar  Road,  the  Bridge  Head,  the 
Beach  and  the  brick  wall  on  the  Benedict  property.  Since 
the  parking  place  has  been  made  on  the  Beach  end  of  the 
Bridge  this  land  has  been  used  during  the  summer  for 
parking  by  persons  who,  for  the  most  part,  come  from 
out  of  Town,  leave  their  cars  there,  and  take  their  picnic 
and  bathing  equipment  across  the  Bridge  on  foot. 

Objections  have  been  raised  to  this  practice  on  the 
ground  that  it  creates  a  nuisance  to  the  persons  in  the  vi- 
cinity and  is  detrimental  to  the  Town  in  general.  Messrs. 
Benedict  and  others  who  live  in  the  vicinity  have  offered, 
in  case  the  Town  votes  to  approve,  to  lay  out  this  piece  of 
land  as  a  park  at  their  expense. 

There  is  no  question  that  it  would  be  a  very  great  ad- 
vantage for  the  people  on  the  Point  and  particularly  the 
people  living  nearby,  to  have  this  done.  It  would  not  only 
help  local  conditions  on  Sundays  and  holidays  but  w^ould 
also  tend  in  a  short  time  to  reduce  the  traffic  on  the  Point 
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and  divert  the  people  who  wish  to  use  the  Beach  to  the 
Green  Harbor  end.  It  would  probably  also  eventually 
allow  the  withdrawal  of  the  police  officer  who  is  obliged 
to  be  there  at  present  every  Sunday  and  holiday.  It  would 
increase  the  land  values  in  the  vicinity,  especially  for  the 
purpose  of  renting;  would  help  out  the  land  values  on  the 
Point  in  general  and,  in  addition,  would  enhance  the 
scenic  value  of  the  Town  by  having  a  park  at  this  point 
where  a  fine  view  can  be  obtained  of  the  Bay  and  Ocean. 

The  Beach  parking  place  was  enlarged  last  summer  by 
the  Beach  Associates  so  that,  so  far  as  your  Committee  is 
aware,  all  residents  of  Duxbury  could  at  all  times  find 
places  to  park  on  the  Beach  itself.  If  this  had  not  been 
done  your  Committee  w^ould  feel  differently  about  the 
matter,  as  it  is  clear  that  it  would  be  to  the  disadvantage 
of  the  Town  to  abandon  the  parking  place  if  the  residents 
were  not  able  to  park  on  the  Beach.  As  they  are,  there 
does  not  seem  to  be  any  sound  reason  for  keeping  the 
parking  place  for  the  benefit  of  persons  who  come  from 
out  of  Town.  It  is  true,  as  far  as  the  Town  in  general  is 
concerned,  particularly  people  who  live  far  away  from  the 
point,  there  would  be  no  very  marked  advantage  in  having 
a  park  rather  than  a  parking  place  except  the  advantage 
that  comes  to  the  whole  Town  from  having  parks  at  points 
where  there  is  scenic  beauty.  On  the  other  hand,  there  is 
a  very  great  advantage  to  the  people  on  the  Point  who  are 
large  taxpayers  and  have  a  substantial  interest  inthis  part 
of  the  Town.  It  would  seem  that  if  any  one  section  of  the 
Town  wants  some  improvement  in  its  section,  which  is  not 
to  the  disadvantage  of  the  other  sections  and  is  probably 
somewhat  to  their  advantage,  it  is  only  fair  that  they 
should  have  it.  Exactly  the  same  reasoning  would  apply  if 
the  residents  of  West  Duxbury  or  Tarkiln  wished  a  simi- 
lar improvement. 

The  possibility  of  lessening  the  availability  of  the  Town 
landing  does  not  seem  to  be  very  serious  because  there  are 
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very  few,  if  any,  people  who  use  this  landing  to  any  ex- 
tent and  for  all  except  very  few  days  in  the  year  it  would 
be  possible  to  park  an  occasional  car  there  on  the  road. 
The  loss  of  trade  to  the  Town  is  not  of  great  moment  be- 
cause most,  if  not  all,  of  the  people  who  come  to  this  park- 
ing place  bring  their  own  food  and  equipment  and  trade 
little,  if  any,  with  the  stores  that  are  open  on  Sundays  and 
Holidays. 

As  a  section  of  the  Town  would  be  very  materially  bene- 
fitted and  as  all  the  Town  would  be  benefitted  to  some  ex- 
tent, the  Committee  feels  that  this  should  overrule  con- 
siderations having  to  do  with  the  people  from  out  of 
Town.  Only  a  few  of  them  at  best  can  be  helped  by  the 
parking  place  and  they  have  ample  facilities  at  the  Green 
Harbor  end  of  the  Beach.  The  visitors  who  come  to  this 
parking  place  are  too  few  in  number  and  too  transient  to 
bring  any  advantages  to  the  Town.  The  advantages  to  the 
Town  of  the  proposed  action  would  outweigh  any  disad- 
vantage to  a  few  out  of  Town  people. 

For  these  reasons,  therefore,  your  Committee  recom- 
mends that  the  Town  vote  to  discontinue  the  parking 
place  as  now  laid  out  on  the  condition  that  the  interested 
pr.rties  plant  and  lay  out  a  suitable  park  on  plans  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Planning  Board  or  other  authority.

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Report  of  the  Librarian  of 
Duxbury  Free  Library,  Inc. 


Through  gifts  and  purchases  the  Library  acquired 
somewhat  in  access  of  six  hundred  and  fifty  (650)  books 
during  1934.  Many  of  these  were  replacements  for  school 
and  other  juvenile  reading.  This,  the  juvenile  depart- 
ment, is  subject  to  the  greatest  loss  through  hard  usage 
and  the  non-return  of  books.  Children  however  are  not 
the  only  offenders  in  this  respect.  The  total  number  of 
missing  books — those  whose  return  now  seems  improb- 
able— is  large.  As  this  constitutes  quite  a  drain  on  the  re- 
sources of  a  small  library  it  is  hoped  there  will  be  less 
carelessness  in  the  future. 

That  the  price  of  books  has  kept  to  such  a  steady  high 
level  is  gratifying  to  publishers  and  retailers  rather  than 
to  this  librarian.  During  the  past  year  the  hunt  for  books 
at  bargain  prices  has  been  more  difficult.  Some  of  the  old 
sources  have  failed  and  new^  ones  had  to  be  located. 
Almost  all  of  the  accessions  now  come  from  outside  the 
State,  a  partial  reason  for  some  delay  in  procuring  books 
for  which  an  instant  demand  follows  the  publisher's  an- 
nouncement. 

To  show  how  essential  it  is  to  find  bargains  and  be  able 
to  take  advantage  of  them  at  once — a  practical  impossi- 
bility for  any  Book  Committee — ^the  books  purchased  in 
1934  would  have  cost  us  almost  double  if  bought  through 
the  ordinary  channels  subject  to  library  discount.

The  Library  is  to  be  congratulated  on  securing  the  ser- 
vices of  Mr.  H.  B.  Bradley,  elected  to  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  regretted  resignation 
of  Mr.  Harrison  E.  Hartford,  long  a  valued  member  of  the 
Board.  During  the  past  year  Miss  Elizabeth  Jacobs,  a 
voluntary  worker,  gave  us  assistance  for  which  the  Li- 
brary feels  much  indebted. 

Circulation  for  1934  was  31,665.  The  month  of  August 
showed  the  highest  figure  with  4,058.  The  three  heavy 
months  were  as  usual  July,  August  and  September,  when 
the  summer  population  is  at  the  maximum.  The  total  cir- 
culation for  the  three  summer  months  was  11,161  books. 

A  gratifying  factor  during  the  year  was  the  high  aver- 
age for  juvenile  attendance  and  the  tendency  of  the  chil- 
dren to  read  more  advanced  and  worth-while  books.  Much 
of  the  credit  for  this  is  unquestionably  due  the  English 
teacher  at  the  High  School. 

Due  to  the  fairly  large  influx  of  summer  visitors  the 
main  demand  is  for  current  books  of  the  year.  Books  that 
have  been  out  say  two  years  or  more  do  not  cut  a  big- 
figure  in  the  circulation.  Therefore  one  of  our  main  ef- 
forts is  to  secure  as  much  of  this  type  of  reading  matter 
as  our  means  allow.

Report  of  Cemetery  Trustees 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of 
Duxbury : 

Again  we  submit  to  you  our  Annual  Report  of  the  work 
done  by  the  Cemetery  Department  during  the  past  year. 

The  work  of  removing  the  dead  wood  and  raking  the 
leaves  was  done  as  usual.  Old  lots  have  been  rebuilt  and 
new  ones  added.  Many  sunken  graves  were  raisd  and 
monuments  cleaned.  The  grass  topped  lots  were  fertilized 
during  the  summer  and  top  dressed  this  fall  as  far  as 
possible. 

Ashdod,  Standish  and  Dingley  Cemeteries  were  cared 
for  and  the  fences  painted.  Many  of  the  fences  around 
lots  in  the  Mayflower  Cemetery  were  also  painted. 

Twenty-four  foundations  were  built. 

The  trees  were  sprayed  and  thousands  of  moth  nests 
creosoted,  beside  those  removed  from  the  monuments  and 
grave  markers. 

Ten  lots  have  been  added  to  the  Perpetual  Care  list  this 
past  year,  making  a  total  of  257  now  cared  for  by  this 
fund. 

There  have  been  eighteen  interments  of  those  who  died 
in  town  and  twenty  six  from  out  of  town  during  the  year. 

The  Mayflower  Cemetery  has  increased  greatly  in  size 
during  the  past  few  years  and  has  and  will  require  more 
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labor  to  kep  it  in  shape.  It  is  our  sincere  intention  to  keep 
it  the  same  beautiful  and  peaceful  spot  that  it  has  been 
for  so  many  years. 

We  wish  to  thank  our  towns  people  for  their  help,  and 
ask  for  your  continued  co-operation  in  1935.

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Report  of  Shellfish  Warden 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of 
Duxbury : — 

Because  of  the  frozen  bay  for  about  three  months  last 
winter,  there  was  no  dig-g-ing  of  shellfish,  but  in  March 
there  w^ere  63  men  employed  in  the  bay.  Through  the 
summer  months  there  was  an  average  of  25  men  em- 
ployed. 

Beginning  November  15,  some  of  the  clams  that  were 
seeded  last  winter  had  gotten  large  enough  to  dig  and  now 
there  are  34  town  men  employed  on  project  work  and 
clamming.  They  average  two  bushels  per  man. 

There  is  a  new  set  of  clam  seed  this  year.  A  lot  of  it 
•  has  set  on  new  ground.  I  would  estimate  there  is  around 
1500  acres  seeded  very  thickly  on  the  shores  and  flats. 

There  were  100  bushel  of  oysters  planted  and  they  are 
growing  fine,  but  I  could  not  find  much  seed  from  them. 
I  think  that  if  we  had  had  something  for  the  spat  to 
catch  on  we  could  have  had  some  small  oysters  to  re- 
plant in  our  channel  this  year. 

The  digging  and  taking  of  Quahaugs  should  be  stopped 
for  two  or  three  years  for  they  are  getting  scarce.  There 
is  not  more  than  enough  now  for  spawning. 

I  have  had  five  complaints  this  year  on  two  Duxbury 
diggers.  These  men  should  be  more  courteous  to  the  sum- 
mer people.  I  know  the  summer  people  are  helping  Dux- 
bury all  they  can. 
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Duxbury  received  from  the  State  14  bushels  of  seized 
clams  and  I  planted  them  in  Blue  Fish  River. 

The  area  of  clams  on  Standish  Shore  that  was  closed  to 
digging-  will  not  be  large  enough  for  anothr  year.  The 
clams  that  w^ere  reseeded  last  winter  have  grown  well,  but 
in  some  places  the  cockles  got  most  of  them. 

The  men  on  the  cockle  project  picked  1,317  buckets  an 
average  of  1300  cockles  to  a  bucket.  The  men  on  the  clam 
project  reseeded  1059  bushels.  There  has  been  as  many  as 
30  men  employed  on  these  projects. 

There  has  been  very  little  activity  this  year  by  the 
grant  owners.  Almost  all  of  the  grants  are  well  seeded.  I 
have  staked  out  six  new  grants  this  year  and  three  were 
paid  for.  Last  winter  the  ice  pulled  off  most  of  the  stakes, 
which  meant  that  I  had  about  all  of  the  old  grants  to  re- 
stake  this  summer. 

Amount  of  shellfish  marked: 

Clams,  2,400  bushels;  Quahaugs,  1,698  bushels;  Razors, 
3,910  bushels;  Total  8,  008  bushels. 

We  have  issued  forty-one  digging  permits;  last  year 
sixty-five  were  out. 

The  general  public  caused  me  no  trouble  on  the  main 
shores  this  year,  but,  because  of  the  digging  of  the  small 
clams  on  Duxbury  Beach,  I  have  been  kept  busy  there 
most  of  the  time. 

The  town  diggers  try  to  conserve  the  shellfish,  but  the 
outsiders  do  not  care;  they  will  destroy  the  last  shelfish 
with  no  thought  for  the  next  man.  They  even  want  to 
know  when  they  can  get  our  oysters  and  when  we  are 
going  to  open  up  the  main  shores  to  them.  They  think 
destroying  the  shellfish  ought  to  make  us  feel  fine,  and  by 
coming  here  they  are  doing  us  a  favor. 
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The  bay  is  one  of  the  biggest  assets  we  have,  and  by 
next  June  can  give  employment  to  a  good  many  men,  not 
for  a  vv^eek  or  two,  but  every  day,  I  would  say,  for  many 
years. 

I  wish  to  thank  every  one  for  their  help  and  coopera- 
tion.

Report  of  School  House  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury : — 

Your  Committee  has  returned  to  the  Town  Treasurer 
the  §250.00  appropriated  for  its  use. 

After  serious  onsideration  of  the  school-house  problem, 
the  Committee  came  to  the  following  conclusions : — 

The  present  method  of  housing  the  Primary  grades  is 
unsatisfactory  and  uneconomical.  The  buildings  are  out- 
worn and  so  located  that  they  do  not  give  the  younger 
children,  who  need  them  most,  the  advantages  enjoyed 
by  the  High  School  pupils — such  as  hot  meals  in  the 
middle  of  the  day,  properly  ventilated  rooms,  and  the  use 
of  an  auditorium  for  play  in  inclement  weather.  It  w^ould 
be  greatly  to  the  benefit  of  these  children  to  be  housed  in 
a  single  building  which  would  give  them  these  desirable 
features. 

The  Fifth  and  Sixth  grades  are  now  in  the  High  School 
building,  where  they  must  mingle  with  children  in  some 
cases  as  mxuch  as  ten  year  older  than  they  are.  This  is  an 
unhealthy  situation  which  is  worthy  of  much  considera- 
tion in  any  plans  for  an  arrangement  of  school  buildings. 
During  the  last  two  seasons  the  schools  in  the  village  have 
been  crowded,  and  much  congestion  has  existed  in  the 
Fifth  and  Sixth  grade  rooms  at  the  High  School,  while  at 
Tarkiln  the  grades  have  been  rather  small.  In  a  single 
building,  this  congestion  could  be  relieved  and  each 
teacher's  load  evenly  distributed  by  proper  shifting  of  the 
grades. 
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By  placing  all  the  younger  children  in  one  building,  the 
distance  which  many  of  these  pupils  are  carried  would  be 
greatly  increased ;  but  your  Committee  feels  that  the  ad- 
vantages of  a  centralized  system  would  outweigh  this  dis- 
advantage. Transportation  costs  on  the  whole  would  not 
be  increased. 

The  cost  of  a  suitable  School  House  with  modern  fea- 
tures, of  brick  construction  and  attractive  colonial  design, 
would  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  ?60,000.  At  the  present 
time  this  could  be  financed  in  such  a  way  that  it  could  be 
entirel}^  paid  for  in  ten  years  and  the  interest  kept  up  with 
an  addition  of  approximately  $1,25  in  the  tax  rate  per 
annum.  It  is  probable  that  lowered  cost  of  supervision, 
lower  heating  costs,  and  smaller  repair  bills  would  take 
care  of  additional  costs  of  providing  new  services.  How- 
ever, it  is  entirely  probable  that,  wn'th  any  increase  in 
school  population,  one  teacher  would  have  to  be  added  to 
the  staff.  This  w^ould  make  an  increase  of  about  $1,000.00 
in  the  annual  school  budget. 

The  majority  of  the  Committee  feels  that  the  building 
should  properly  be  located  near  the  present  High  School 
building  in  order  to  simplify  use  of  equipment  by  all 
grades  and  in  order  to  give  the  younger  children  the  use 
of  Train  Field.  A  suitable  playground  for  the  smaller 
children  could  easily  be  laid  out  on  land  already  owned  by 
the  Town,  and  this  could  be  kept  for  the  use  of  the  little 
tots  exclusively.  Flexibility  of  all  operations  could  be  thus 
obtained  without  adding  land  cost  to  the  necessary  build- 
ing costs. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  times  through  which  we 
are  passing,  the  tremendous  burden  on  taxpayers  called 
for  by  relief  and  the  New  Deal,  and  the  difficulty  many  of 
you  are  having  in  paying  the  taxes  already  assessed,  your 
Committee  has  decided  to  ask  the  Town  to  postpone  a  final 
vote  on  this  question  for  at  least  another  year.  Increased 
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school  population  may  perhaps  enforce  a  decision  before 
very  long ;  but,  until  it  does,  we  feel  that  the  above  rea- 
sons and  advantages  do  not  warrant  the  expenditure 
under  present  conditions. 

Our  discussions  and  thoughts  have  given  us  a  fairly 
clear  picture  of  what  should  be  done  when  the  time  comes. 
We  hope  that  you  will  agree  with  us  and  render  us  your 
wholehearted  support  when  we  call  on  you  to  formulate  a 
definite  plan.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 

To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury : — 

The  School  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  1934  has 
been  a  year  of  achievement.  Owing  to  the  practice  of  econ- 
omy wherever  practical,  the  budget  has  been  balanced  to 
date. 

At  the  High  School  one  ne  w  department  has  been  added 
an  Opportunity  Class  to  aid  children  requiring  special 
assistance  and  training.  An  additional  teacher  was  elected 
for  this  special  class.  Two  vacancies  caused  by  resigna- 
tion of  former  teachers,  have  been  filled. 

The  faculty  members  who  have  entered  the  Department 
this  year  are  carrying  on  their  work  with  the  same  fine 
spirit  of  co-operation  that  prevails  throughout  the  school 
system. 

To  Mr.  Samuel  Warner,  teacher  of  drawing,  the  Com- 
mittee extends  sincere  thanks  for  his  work  in  producing 
stage  scenery  of  unusual  merit. 

During  the  past  year,  equipment  at  the  High  School  has 
been  augmented  by  the  acquisition  of  a  moving  picture 
machine  to  aid  visual  education,  a  second  hand  printing 
press  in  excellent  condition,  and  a  drill  press  for  use  in  the 
Manual  Training  Department. 

School  repairs  have  been  taken  care  of  as  far  as  possi- 
ble under  the  present  appropriation.  Further  repairs 
must  be  provided  for  during  the  coming  year. 

The  School  Committee  asks  an  appropriation  of 
$43,000  plus  the  dog  tax  for  the  year  1935.

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Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Duxbury : 

As  Superintendent  of  Schools,  I  herewith  submit  for 
your  consideration,  my  eighth  annual  report. 

The  key  note  of  our  program  for  1934  has  continued  to 
be  rigid  economy  without  curtailment  in  the  essential  ac- 
tivities. Code  regulations,  early  in  the  year,  increased  the 
cost  of  materials  and  supplies  considerably,  but  in  the  late 
fall  these  regulations  changed  somewhat  so  that  the  total 
expenditures  were  kept  quite  close  to  those  of  the  pre- 
vious years.  The  organization  of  the  Opportunity  class 
necessitated  the  employment  of  one  additional  teacher, 
Miss  M.  Ruth  Schofield,  a  graduate  of  Salem  Teachers 
College.  She  has  had  especial  training  for  this  work.  Two 
other  teachers  resigned  to  accept  positions  at  higher  sal- 
aries ;  and  the  vacancies  were  filled  by  Miss  Flornce  List, 
a  graduate  of  the  Commercial  Course  of  Salem  Teachers 
College,  and  Miss  Eleanor  Dempsey,  a  graduate  of  Lesley 
Normal  School.  These  new  teachers  are  doing  excellent 
work,  but  the  fact  that  so  many  of  our  teachers  are  being 
offered  more  attractive  positions  should  be  a  warning 
that,  compared  with  other  good  schools  of  the  state,  our 
salary  schedule  is  low.  If  we  are  to  compete  with  such 
schools,  something  must  be  done  to  make  this  salary  dif- 
ference less  marked. 

The  enrollment  of  pupils  in  our  schools  has  not  in- 
creased during  the  year,  mainly  because  there  was  an  un- 
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usually  large  graduating  class  last  June  and  the  present 
senior  class  is  very  small.  This  condition  seems  to  be  only 
temporary,  however  as  the  probable  number  who  will  en- 
ter school  next  fall  is  large. 

There  was  a  serious  epidemic  of  measles  starting  on  the 
first  of  January  and  lasting  well  into  the  spring  term  of 
school.  This  sickness  caused  much  excusable  absence  and 
reduced  our  attendance  percentage  from  93.8  of  the  pre- 
vious year  to  92.5  for  1934.  In  spite  of  illness,  I  believe 
this  percentage  is  inexcusably  low  for  a  community  so 
favorably  endowed  with  transportation  facilities  and  well 
equipped  with  comfortable  school  rooms.  I  have  appended 
hereto  a  list  of  the  pupils  who  w^ere  not  absent  during  the 
entire  school  year.  An  interesting  feature  which  a  study 
of  this  list  brings  to  light  is  that  a  large  number  of  the 
children  named  therein  must  travel  more  than  the  aver- 
age distance  in  order  to  get  to  school. 

ACADEMIC 

The  organization  of  the  Opportunity  Class  has  entirely 
justified  the  extra  expenditure  of  money  entailed.  In  this 
group  are  children  who,  because  of  sickness  and  other 
misfortunes,  have  failed  to  acquire  all  of  the  fundamen- 
tals necessary  for  successfully  doing  the  work  of  the  reg- 
ular grades.  The  number  of  pupils  in  this  class  is  kept 
small  so  that  the  teacher  may  give  individual  attention 
and  may  help  each  child  to  realize  a  measure  of  success 
commensurate  with  his  abilities.  An  effort  is  made  to  se- 
cure and  hold  the  interest  of  these  pupils  through  careful 
alteration  of  mental  activity  and  hand  work  and  through 
a  correlation  of  the  two.  The  acceleration  in  the  regular 
school  work  has  increased,  and  the  work  on  some  of  the 
shop  projects  is  quite  remarkable. 

Along  other  lines  our  work  has  progressed  much  as  re- 
ported in  previous  years.  The  usual  percentage  of  gradu- 
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ates  entered  college  or  continued  their  ducation  in  other 
institutions.  Intelligence  and  achievement  tests  were  given 
with  sufficient  regularity  to  enable  us  to  compare  the  pro- 
gress of  each  child  with  the  normal  achievement  of  aver- 
age pupils  of  the  same  age  and  grade  level. 

There  has  been  a  definite  swing  of  high  school  pupils 
towards  the  commercial  subjects.  This  has  not  yet  caused 
any  change  in  methods  of  procedure  but  has  necessitated 
the  addition  of  several  new  typewriters  and  other  miscel- 
laneous equipment.  The  printing  and  manual  training 
departments  have  been  reorganized  in  new,  better 
quarters.  Home  economics  seems  to  be  more  popular.  A 
class  for  older  girls,  which  started  in  September,  did  not 
require,  however,  any  additional  outlay  in  teachers  salary 
nor  in  any  equipment  other  than  the  few  necessary  books. 

ACTIVITIES 

Extra  curricula  activities  have  become  almost  too  much 
a  part  of  the  regular  program  of  the  school  to  be  consid- 
ered ''extra."  They  flourish  because  they  appeal  directly  to 
the  interests  of  the  individual.  Although  teaching  by  these 
devices  is  not  so  carefully  systemized,  it  is  neverthless 
quite  as  effective,  in  a  general  way,  as  the  more  formal 
academic  work. 

The  school  magazine  is  an  outstanding  example  of  this 
because  it  offers  training  in  composition,  in  newspaper 
make-up,  and  in  printing,  and  at  the  same  time  it  devel- 
ops such  traits  of  charcter  as  cooperation,  thoroughness, 
and  punctuality. 

The  Student  Council  affords  concrete  examples  of  gov- 
ernment and  many  a  member  of  this  group  has,  I  am  sure, 
been  forcefully  impressed  with  the  difficulties  one  meets 
in  assuming  leadership  in  ones  community.  ;;] 

Three  operettas  were  presented  during  the  year,  one  by 
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the  Junior  High  School,  one  by  grades  5  and  6,  and  one  by 
the  children  of  the  Point  and  Village  Schools.  I  believe 
that  work  of  this  nature  is  of  such  benefit  that  no  further 
comment  is  necessary. 

The  orchestra  gave  its  annual  concert  in  the  spring. 
This  group  lost  heavily  by  graduation  but  we  are  fortu- 
nate in  having  a  large  group  of  lower  class  children  taking 
violin  lessons.  These  pupils  should  become  quite  expert 
before  they  reach  the  upper  high  school  grades  and  will 
undoubtedly  form  the  nucleus  for  our  musical  activities 
for  some  years  to  come. 

The  Senior  Class  of  1935  chose  "Clarence"  by  Booth 
Tarkington  for  their  annual  play.  This  was  given  early 
in  December  and  measured  up  well  with  the  presentations 
of  other  years. 

The  basketball  season  w^as  quite  successful  for  both 
girls  and  boys  teams,  and  the  baseball  team  won  a  fair 
share  of  its  games.  Besides  these  sports,  in  which  we  par- 
ticipated with  other  schools,  intense  interest  in  tennis  con- 
tinued, and  other  games  were  enjoyed  within  our  own 
group. 

GIFTS 

Many  gifts  have  been  made  to  the  schools.  Help  and 
assistancse  have  come  from  the  various  departments  of 
the  town,  the  Parent-Teacher  Association,  the  Grange, 
the  Community  Garden  Club,  all  the  patriotic  organiza- 
tions, and  many  citizens  and  parents  who  wish  their 
names  withheld.  The  generosity  of  these  individuals  and 
organizations  is  especially  appreciated  in  these  times  of 
great  need. 

The  Partridge  Scholarship  this  year  went  to  Pauline 
Brett,  who  entered  Massachusetts  State  College  in 
September.    This  scholarship  is  being  more  earnestly 
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sought  after  each  year,  and  has  a  most  salutary  effect  up- 
on the  industry  of  those  pupils  who  plan  to  enter  college. 
Its  value  is  so  great  that  I  sincerely  hope  it  may  be  con- 
tinued without  interruption. 

REPAIRS 

Repairs  and  new  construction  have  been  more  exten- 
sive this  year  than  for  several  years  past.  This  was  due, 
partly,  to  the  accumulation  of  work  deferred  during  the 
period  of  enforced  retrenchment  and  partly  to  the  ne- 
cessity for  more  room,  brought  about  by  the  organization 
of  the  Opportunity  Class. 

Every  desk  top  in  the  Village,  Point,  and  Tarkiln  school 
houses  was  carefully  sanded  and  re  varnished.  Little  other 
work  was  attempted  in  these  buildings  beyond  the  usual 
routine  cleaning  because  of  the  extensive  work  necessary 
at  the  High  School. 

At  the  High  School  the  need  of  a  room  for  the  Oppor- 
tunity Class  forced  us  to  do  considerable  remodelling  dur- 
ing the  summer  months.  A  partition  was  built  through 
the  room  formerly  used  for  a  shop.  This  afforded  a  space 
for  storage  of  miscellaneous  supplies  and  for  materials 
used  in  the  lunch  room.  It  also  provided  a  small  well- 
lighted  classroom.  The  walls  of  this  room  were  repainted, 
blackboards  were  put  up,  a  linoleum  floor  was  laid,  proper 
lighting  fixtures  were  installed,  and  new^  desks  were  pur- 
chased. This  made  a  very  comfortable  room,  somewhat 
small,  but  adequate  for  the  time  being. 

The  manual  training  equipment  was  moved  into  an  un- 
finished room  under  the  southwest  end  of  the  building. 
This  room  had  never  been  provided  with  heat  or  lighting 
facilities  necessary  for  an  ordinary  classroom.  A  par- 
tition across  this  room  set  off  a  space  in  which  all  the 
printing  equipment  was  placed.  Several  windows  built  in 
this  partition  make  it  possible  for  one  teacher  to  super- 
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vise  the  work  of  the  two  groups  simultaneously.  Celotex 
was  used  for  the  ceilings  of  these  rooms,  electrical  wiring 
for  lights  and  machinery  was  installed,  an  inexpensive 
asphalt  floor  was  laid,  and  racks  were  built  upon  which  to 
pile  excess  lumber  and  supplies. 

Leaks  in  the  New  High  School  building  were  becoming 
so  serious  that  extensive  repairs  were  made  to  prevent 
damage  to  ceilings  and  walls.  Much  brick  work  was  cut 
out  and  replaced,  and  copper  around  the  cupola  was  re- 
paired. Copper  and  zinc  pans  were  made  to  take  care  of 
water  from  leaks  which  could  not  be  repaired  because  of 
the  peculiar  nature  of  the  original  construction. 

About  three  hundred  dollars  was  spent  in  painting  the 
lavatories  and  corridors  in  the  High  School. 

Repairs  which  should  be  anticipated  for  another  year  in 
order  to  avoid  more  serious  consequences  later  on  should 
include  pointing  of  masonry  in  the  foundation  of  the  Vil- 
lage School,  painting  lavatories  at  the  Point  School,  new 
platforms  and  repairs  to  the  roof  of  the  south  wing  at  the 
Tarkiln  school.  At  the  High  School,  repairs  to  the  walls 
should  be  continued  and  there  should  be  further  painting 
both  inside  and  out. 

F.  E.  R.  A. 

No  F.  E.  R.  A.  money  has  been  available  for  strictly 
educational  purposes  in  Duxbury,  but  much  good  work 
has  been  done  on  and  about  the  grounds.  A  fine  new  tennis 
court  was  completed  late  in  the  fall,  and  a  junior  baseball 
field  was  cleared  and  graded  and  will  be  ready  for  seed- 
ing as  soon  as  the  weather  permits  in  the  spring.  The 
grove  at  the  south  end  of  the  High  School  building  was 
also  cleared  up  and  all  the  wild  cherry  and  useless  bushes 
about  the  school  grounds  were  trimmed  out.  A  new  pro- 
ject which  has  yet  to  be  approved  provides  for  the  clear- 
ing of  the  school  grounds  at  Tarkiln. 
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CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion,  I  believe  that  although  our  school  popu- 
lation did  not  increase  during-  the  past  year,  this  in  no  way 
indicates  there  is  to  be  a  swing  back  to  fewer  pupils.  On 
the  contrary,  every  indication  still  points  to  ever  increas- 
ing numbers.  There  will  be  a  small  graduating  class  this 
year,  and  the  last  census  shows  that  we  may  expect  at 
least  fifty  children  to  enter  the  first  grade  in  September. 
The  numerical  difference  between  these  two  groups  of 
children  seems  to  indicate  an  increase  of  from  twenty  to 
twenty-five  pupils  in  our  schools. 

Such  extensive  and  costly  repairs  as  new  floors  and  new 
platforms  which  must  soon  be  installed  in  the  primary 
schools,  if  a  reasonable  degree  of  safety  to  the  children  is 
to  be  maintained  should  be  carefully  considered  as  we  dis- 
cuss the  need  of  a  new  school  building. 

A  careful  estimate  of  the  necessary  expenditures  for 
next  year  leads  me  to  recomxmend  the  sum  of  $45,000  for 
carrying  on  our  schools.  Of  this  $45,000,  there  is  available 
for  school  purposes  approximately  $1,600  from  the 
Hathaway  fund.  It  is  customary  to  apply  the  dog  tax, 
which  averages  $400,  to  the  support  of  school.  These  two 
items  reduce  the  necessary  appropriation  by  about  $2,000. 
I  therefore  suggest  that  the  school  committee  ask  the 
citizens  of  Duxbury  to  vote  approval  of  an  appropriation 
of  $43,000.00  and  application  of  the  dog  tax  to  school  use.

Report  of  School  Nurse 


To  the  School  Superintendent  and  The  School  Board  of 
Duxbiiry : 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  measles  cases  stringing  a- 
long  during  the  first  four  months  of  the  past  year,  we  have 
been  free  from  epidemics. 

I  have  assisted  the  school  physician  when  he  made  the 
physical  examinations  of  the  students,  also  carried  some 
to  Childrens'  Hospital  in  Boston,  one  to  Wrentham,  and 
South  Hanson  Hospitals  for  special  examination.  I  have 
carried  three  to  be  examined  by  the  Chadwick  Clinic.  The 
Chadwick  Clinic  became  obsolete  today.  The  same  work 
will  be  carried  on  by  the  counties.  The  center  for  this 
district  will  be  the  Plymouth  County  Hospital  at  South 
Hanson.  There  will  be  a  travelling  clinic  carried  on  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  Chadwick  Clinic.  There  w^ill  be,  when 
the  date  is  agreed  upon,  slips  sent  to  the  parents  for  their 
signature  if  they  give  their  consent  to  the  child  being  ex- 
amined and  x-rayed.  This  year  the  sixth,  ninth,  and 
eleventh  grades  will  be  tested  if  the  parents  permit. 

I  also  assisted  the  town  physician  when  they  gave  the 
toxin  antitoxins.  We  were  delighted  to  get  the  response 
from  parents  when  we  sent  out  the  consent  slips  for  this 
clinic. 

We  have  not  yet  given  our  hearing  tests  as  the  Audio- 
meter is  in  such  great  demand,  we  were  unable  to  get  it 
until  March. 

Two  students  were  greatly  benefited  by  spending  the 
summer  at  the  Bailey  Camp  at  South  Hanson.  This  was 
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made  possible  by  the  Duxbury  Nurse  Association's  sale  of 
Christmas  seals  last  year.  We  hope  they  will  meet  with 
the  same  success  this  year,  as  this  not  only  gives  the  child 
a  vacation,  but  they  are  taught  many  useful  and  sanitary 
habits  and  customs. 

The  school  physician  found  the  children  in  very  good 
condition,  with  a  few  exceptions.  The  parents  of  these  few 
were  duly  notified  and  advised. 

We  were  fortunate  in  having  two  groups  of  women  this 
year  assist  with  clothing  for  children.  The  Grange  Serv- 
ing Club  have  made  over  clothing  all  the  year,  meeting 
weekly  and  sewing.  The  Red  Cross  group  met  also  at  in- 
tervals and  made  clothing  for  children.  Some  of  this  ma- 
terial was  given  by  the  Red  Cross  and  some  donated  by 
the  members.  I  wish  to  thank  both  groups.  They  have 
given  a  much  needed  service.  I  wish  also  to  thank  the 
school  teachers  and  town  officials  and  for  the  assistance 
they  have  given.  Many  children  have  been  given  lunches 
where  it  was  ncessary  and  paid  for  by  private  funds  do- 
nated by  individuals.

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  school  physician 
for  the  year  1934 : 

375  pupils  were  examined  by  myself  and  school  nurse 
this  fall.  Physical  defects  noted  were  reported  to  the 
parents  in  order  that  they  could  be  corrected.  The  general 
health  of  the  students  as  a  whole  is  excellent,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  teeth.  There  are  a  large  number  of  children  in 
the  school  who  should  have  dental  care. 

The  annual  pre-school  clinic  was  held  in  the  spring  and 
the  school  in  cooperation  with  the  P.  T.  A.  held  its  an- 
nual w^ell  baby  clinic.

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Report  of  Music  Supervisor 


The  music  program  in  the  Duxbury  Schools  this  year 
has  consisted  of  the  usual  routine  work  in  theory,  read- 
ing, and  singing,  and  as  always,  an  effort  has  been  made 
for  the  production  of  fine  tone  in  singing. 

The  operettas  which  have  been  given  by  the  grades  and 
the  High  School  have  tended  to  arouse  in  the  pupils  an  in- 
terest in  better  music.  In  several  schools,  this  has  been 
followed  up  by  introducing  a  still  better  class  of  music 
through  Victrola  records.  These  records  have  been  pur- 
chased with  the  money  taken  in  at  the  entertainments. 
Once  a  week,  in  all  grades,  the  music  program  included  a 
listening  lesson.  Records  are  selected  to  make  a  varied 
program,  and  the  children  are  encouraged  to  listen  for  in- 
struments they  may  recognize.  Thus,  they  are  making  a 
study  of  different  musical  instruments,  and  learning  to 
classify  them.  A  notebook  is  kept  by  the  children,  in  which 
they  write  what  they  learn  of  the  lives  of  the  great  mu- 
sicians. A  fine  start  has  been  made  in  the  study  and  ap- 
preciation of  better  music. 

The  Junior  High  Shool  will  include  a  monthly  listening 
lesson  during  the  spring  term.  Both  the  Senior  and 
Junior  High  Schools  have  learned  many  difficult  choruses 
this  j^ear,  and  from  this  will  be  selected  the  graduation 
music. 

Miss  Baker  and  Miss  Bockman  are  planning  to  give  an 
operetta  with  their  groups  in  March. 
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The  Senior  High  School-  will  present  their  operetta 
'The  China  Shop"  in  April.  It  is  a  very  interesting  study, 
and  is  their  work  for  this  year  in  music  appreciation. 

The  cooperation  of  the  teachers  with  the  supervisor  is 
greatly  appreciated,  and  adds  to  our  efforts  much  pleasant 
anticipation  for  our  future  plans.

Your  board  makes  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1935. 

The  work  of  the  Selectmen  and  various  departments  at 
the  Town  Office  has  been  greatly  hampered  by  the  large 
numbers  of  State  and  Federal  Officials  requiring  informa- 
tion and  access  to  records. 

There  has  been  a  great  improvement  made  at  the  Town 
Landing  at  Blue  Fish  River.  This  now  makes  a  safe  and 
handy  place  for  bathing  for  persons  residing  in  the  local- 
ity. The  labor  for  this  improvement  was  furnished  by  the 
E.  R.  A.  Federal  Funds. 

Also  curbing  of  the  sidewalk  on  St.  George  Street. 

The  Washington  Street  curbing  will  be  completed  to 
Harrison  Street  as  soon  as  frost  is  out  in  the  spring. 

The  clam  industry  has  increased  to  such  an  extent  that 
it  has  become  necessary  to  lay  out  a  Town  Landing  some 
where  on  Standish  Shore.  The  amount  of  clams  on  Cap- 
tains Flat  are  only  obtainable  from  this  point  without  a 
very  long  distance  to  travel  by  water.  Your  Board  finds 
only  one  location  suitable  where  it  will  not  disturb  the 
summer  residents.  This  location  is  on  the  property  of 
Stella  E.  Quinby,  et  al. 

The  completion  of  the  new  room  to  the  Town  Office 
building  is  much  appreciated  by  the  various  officials. 

Once  again  we  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  consider 
carefully  about  requesting  appropriations  in  excess  of  the 
last  annual  budget.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  general 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Duxbury  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1934,  and  of  the  treasurer's  accounts  for 
the  period  from  December  11,  1934  to  the  end  of  the  fis- 
cal year,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chap- 
ter 44  of  the  General  Law^s.  This  report  is  in  the  form  of 
a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant 
Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  general  accounts  of  the  town  of  Duxbury  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1934,  and  of  the  treasurer's 
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accounts  for  the  period  from  December  11,  1934,  the  date 
of  the  previous  examination,  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year 
1934,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon. 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of 
the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money 
for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  ex- 
amined, checked,  and  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  receipts,  as  recorded, 
were  compared  with  the  records  in  the  departments  col- 
lecting money  for  the  town  and  with  the  treasurer's 
books,  while  the  payments  were  verified  by  a  comparison 
with  the  warrants  issued  by  the  selectmen  and  with  the 
treasurer's  record  of  disbursements  made. 

The  ledger  was  checked  by  comparing  the  appropria- 
tion accounts  with  the  town  meeting  records  of  the  town 
clerk  and  by  checking  all  other  accounts  with  informa- 
tion in  the  departments  in  which  the  transactions  origin- 
ated. The  ledger  was  analyzed,  and  after  the  necessary 
adjusting  and  correcting  entries  were  made,  a  trial  bal- 
ance was  taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet,  showing  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  town  on  December  31,  1934,  was  pre- 
pared and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  treasurer's  cash  transactions  from  the  date  of  the 
previous  examination  were  examined  and  checked.  The 
receipts,  as  recorded,  were  compared  with  the  depart- 
mental records,  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was 
paid  into  the  town  treasury,  and  with  the  accountant's 
books.  The  payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's 
warrants  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  funds  from  the 
treasury  and  with  the  payments  as  recorded  on  the  ac- 
countant's books. 

The  cash  book  was  added  for  the  period  covered  by  the 
audit,  and  a  reconciliation  of  the  cash  balance  as  called 
for  by  the  cash  book  on  January  24,  1935,  with  the  cash 
in  the  office  and  in  the  banks,  disclosed  an  increase  in  the 
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cash  discrepancy  reported  in  the  previous  audit  report  to 
$1,803.15,  which  amount  was  reduced  to  $1,766.65  by 
payments  to  the  town  of  $36.50  to  March  16,  1935. 

The  resignation  of  Henry  P.  Moulton,  Treasurer,  was 
filed  on  January  24,  1935,  and  the  cash  balance  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  temporary  treasurer,  who  was  elected  treas- 
urer on  March  9,  1935. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books,  representing 
the  investment  of  the  several  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of 
the  treasurer,  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income, 
withdrawals,  and  balances  were  found  to  be  as  reported. 

The  payments  of  debt  and  interest  were  verified  by 
checking  the  canceled  notes  and  coupons  with  the  a- 
mounts  matured  during  the  year. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  taken  by  the  town  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  with  the  actual  deeds  on  hand  and 
with  the  tax  commitments,  being  further  verified  by 
checking  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  collector's  office  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  taxes  outstanding  at  the  time 
of  the  previous  examination  were  audited,  and  the  sub- 
sequent commitment  lists  of  taxes  were  proved  to  the 
assessors'  warrants  committing  the  taxes  for  collection. 
The  recorded  collections  were  checked,  the  abatements 
were  compared  with  the  assessors'  record  of  abatements 
granted,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified  by 
a  comparison  with  the  treasurer's  and  the  accountant's 
books,  and  the  out-standing  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved  with  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by 
mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  ap- 
peared on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  re- 
plies received  thereto  indicating  that  the  outstanding  ac- 
counts, as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  collector's  cash  balance  on  March  16,  1935,  was 
verified  by  a  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  a  recon- 
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ciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  received 
from  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  receipts  for  dog  and  sporting  and  trap- 
ping licenses,  marriage  permits,  and  recording  fees  were 
checked  with  the  payments  to  tha  town  treasurer  and  the 
Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game,  disclosing  a  discrep- 
ancy in  the  accounts  of  the  town  clerk  of  $75.56  as  of 
February  9,  1935. 

The  resignation  of  Henry  P.  Moulton,  Town  Clerk,  was 
filed  on  February  9,  1935. 

The  records  of  licenses,  permits  and  grants  issued  by 
the  board  of  selectmen  and  the  health  department  were 
examined,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  veri- 
fied. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures 
were  examined.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared 
with  the  records  of  weights  and  measures  sealed  and  ad- 
justed, and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  records  of  departmental  accounts  receivable  were 
examined.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified, 
the  disallowances  were  checked,  and  the  outstanding  ac- 
counts were  listed  and  proved  to  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  outstanding  departmental  accounts  were  verified 
by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town. 
Among  the  replies  received  was  one  presenting  proof  of 
payment  of  the  account  in  question,  and  proper  credit  was 
given  for  the  amount  paid  the  treasurer  but  not  entered. 

There  are  many  cemetery  accounts  which  have  been 
outstanding  for  a  long  tim.e.  These  accounts  should  be  in- 
vestigated, and  if  found  uncollectible,  they  should  be 
abated. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  avail- 
able records  of  all  other  departments  receiving  money  for 
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the  town  were  checked  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer 
were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  filed  by  the  several  officials  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and 
found  to  be  in  proper  form.

Ag-ain  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance Laws,  reducing  the  residence  period  from  20  years 
to  9  years. 

Other  changes  will  probably  be  made  in  1936,  reducing 
the  age  limit  to  less  than  70  years.  These  conditions  will 
make  necessary  a  larger  appropriation  for  the  year  1936. 

There  were  22  receiving  aid  January  1,  1935.  There 
have  been  six  added  during  the  year,  one  re-opened  case 
and  two  have  died.

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Report  of  Fire  Chief 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of 
Duxbury : 

Greeting's : 

This  Department  had  41  fires  this  year,  4  of  which  were 
disastrous,  and  again  I  call  your  attention  to  the  serious- 
ness of  spontaneous  combustion.  Three  of  these  fires  were 
traced  directly  to  that  source.  Oil  rags,  Paint  rags,  Paint 
brushes,  cans,  etc.,  are  a  sure  fire  hazard,  sooner  or  later, 
with  atmospheric  conditions  right  you  are  assured  of  a 
good  fire.  These  hazards  should  be  destroyed  or  removed 
from  the  premises.  Another  source  of  hazard  are  the  oil 
stoves  which  are  coming  into  general  use.  Without  care- 
ful attention  and  cleaning  they  are  a  menace  to  your 
homes.  They  carbon  quickly,  and  when  not  properly  func- 
tioning are  a  dangerous  element  and  another  important 
feature  of  the  oil  stove  of  some  makes,  consume  all  the 
oxygen  in  a  tightly  closed  room  which  means  asphyxia- 
tion to  the  occupants,  or  at  least  a  severe  headache. 

The  apparatus  is  in  good  condition.  Morale  of  the  men, 
top  notch.  Our  summer  residents  have  taken  a  great  in- 
terest in  this  Department  for  which  we  are  very  grate- 
ful. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Telephone  Operators  for  their 
splendid  cooperation  in  handling  alarms,  they  certainly 
give  us  clear  headed,  quick  thinking  assistance;  and  to 
you  citizens  of  Duxbury,  I  wish  to  extend  to  you  my  sin- 
cere thanks  for  your  support  and  cooperation.  I  have  been 
an  officer  in  the  Department  for  30  years  and  have  never

called  on  you  for  anything  at  any  time  but  what  I  have 
had  your  support ;  and  Thirty  Years  is  a  long  time. 

Remember,  this  Department  is  at  your  service  twenty- 
four  hours  a  day  for  any  thing  we  are  called  on  for.

Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of 
Duxbury : 

Greetings : 

This  Department  had  52  fires  this  year.  The  largest 
burning  over  an  area  of  Two  acres,  the  majority  of  them 
being  less  than  one-half  acre.  This  again  proves  to  my 
mind  the  system  under  which  this  Department  works  and 
the  quick  response  of  the  men,  as  this  town  has  just  as 
many  fire  hazards  and  combustible  areas  as  any  other 
town. 

I  have  had  brushed  out  and  cleaned  up  about  20  miles 
of  woods  roads  through  out  the  town.  This  makes  it 
possible  for  apparatus  to  enter  and  get  to  a  fire  quickly 
as  well  as  makes  a  good  fire  break.  These  woods  roads  to 
my  mind  will  make  splendid  bridle  paths  for  the  ones  who 
care  to  ride,  and  I  recommend  them  to  you  for  such  pur- 
pose. 

This  Department  has  had  no  new  Apparatus  for  seven 
years.  One  truck  was  junked  last  year,  and  so  I  am  recom- 
mending the  purchase  of  a  truck  with  booster  tank  and 
small  pump  that  will  take  its  place.  I  have  been  obliged 
to  use  the  big  pump  in  the  Central  Station  to  wet  down 
Forest  Fires  in  times  past.  It  is  not  a  sound  practice.  This 
Truck  would  also  respond  to  house  fires,  thereby  giving 
us  more  Fire  Protection. 

The  Plymouth  County  Fire  Towers  will  all  be  equipped 
this  year  with  Two  way  Radios  which  is  a  big  step  in  the 
right  direction.  If  the  Town  installs  one  in  the  Station 
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and  one  in  the  Fire  Truck,  that  Will  allow  communication 
between  the  Fire  Tower,  the  Station  and  the  Men  work- 
ing on  the  fires  at  all  times.  The  fact  that  we  have  had  no 
bad  fires  in  the  last  few  years  does  not  insure  us  against 
them.  There  is  always  that  possibility  and  you  Citizens  of 
Duxbury  should  be  very  proud  of  your  forests.  No  burned 
over  areas  to  mar  their  beauty;  and  so  recommend  this 
new  step  for  your  consideration.

At  the  last  Town  Meeting  no  money  was  appropriated 
for  this  Department  but  we  were  allowed  $894.40  from

Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


Your  Planning  Board  has  conferred  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  in  regard  to  By-laws  for  the  control  of  Bill- 
boards in  Duxbury.  The  Massachusetts  Billboard  Law 
Defense  Committee  has  submitted  By-laws  for  the  Regu- 
lation of  Advertising  Signs  and  Billboards  and  copies  are 
available  at  the  coming  town  meeting  for  those  interested. 
Your  combined  committee  feel  that  for  the  general  in- 
terest of  Duxbury's  needs  its  provisions  in  part  should  be 
embodied  in  the  more  condensed  form  as  appears  in  the 
Town  Warrant. 

The  Board  has  investigated  the  question  of  the  prep- 
aration of  a  Town  Map  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
United  States  Geological  Survey  is  rapidly  completing  a 
new  map  of  this  district  very  complete  in  general  details 
that  could  only  be  supplied  through  such  a  source,  it  did 
not  seem  advisable  to  involve  any  expense  on  the  part  of 
the  town  in  advance  of  such  data.  The  district  of  Plym- 
outh is  already  available  in  advance  sheets  and  embodies 
topographical  data,  accurate  road  locations  and  existing 
buildings  in  the  outlying  areas  and  many  other  details 
that  otherwise  could  only  be  obtained  at  large  expense. 

The  State  of  Massachusetts  assisted  by  Government 
Aid,  has  in  preparation  very  complete  additional  data 
covering  every  town  of  the  State  with  maps,  including  the 
streets,  lesser  roads  and  public  paths  with  studies  as  to 
their  future  development;  the  ponds  and  water  courses 
with  full  details  as  to  their  levels  and  data  as  to  future 
drainage  and  sewerage  problems,  the  location  of  water- 
holes  both  existing  and  available.  The  parks,  reservations 
and  sport  facilities  both  existing  and  for  future  develop- 
ment; the  locations  of  industries,  public  utilities,  water 
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systems,  fire  stations,  farms,  summer  residences  and  civic 
centers;  schools  and  school  sports  facilities. 

A  vast  amount  of  information  is  thus  embodied,  which 
can  if  available  help  to  make  such  a  Town  Map  as  your 
Board  would  like  to  create.  We  are  well  aware  that  some 
difficulty  may  arise  as  to  gaining  access  to  some  of  this 
data  but  we  ask  for  a  special  appropriation  of  $50.00  for 
the  gradual  collection  of  such  maps  and  reports  (some 
doubtless  free)  as  may  be  possible  with  a  view  to  their 
future  use.  Unless  some  definite  effort  is  made  to  collect 
such  data  as  it  becomes  available,  difficulty  will  be  met 
with  to  collect  it  later. 

Through  the  energy  of  our  Secretary  Mrs.  J.  H.  Shaw, 
several  mail-box  stands  were  erected  on  Bay  Road  at  a 
total  expense  to  our  fund  of  $41.10,  thus  doing  away  with 
a  very  neglected  condition  that  existed  in  that  district. 

We  hope  this  example  of  what  can  be  done  may  be  fol- 
lowed where  numerous  mail-box  owners  are  clolsely  con- 
gregated together  not  only  to  remove  such  unsightly  con- 
ditions ;  furthermore  to  facilitate  delivery  of  mails  and  es- 
pecially to  conform  to  the  Post  Office  regulations  that  mail- 
boxes be  placed  on  the  right-hand  side  of  the  course  of 
delivery  by  the  mail  carrier  both  for  his  own  and  the 
public  safety  and  to  avoid  non-delivery  of  mail  to  the  box- 
owner  where  such  rules  are  not  followed. 

In  addition  to  the  $50.00  for  Town  Map  purposes  as 
noted  above  we  would  request  an  additional  $50.00  for 
general  purposes;  making  a  total  request  of  $100.00  for 
the  year  1936. 

Of  the  fund  of  $100.00  made  available  for  1935  we  re- 
turn to  the  General  Fund  the  balance  of  58.90.

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Report  of  the  Librarian  of 
Duxbury  Free  Library,  Inc. 


Like  .other  libraries  throughout  New  England — 
throughout  the  country  for  that  matter  according  to 
A.  L.  A.  bulletins — the  wearing  off  of  the  effects  of  the 
depression  has  shown  itself  in  a  decrease  in  our  circula- 
tion. But  it  is  still  above  the  standard  set  for  towns  of  the 
size  of  Duxbury,  and  with  the  reading  habits  acquired 
during  the  past  four  years  it  is  probable  it  will  continue 
to  stay  above  the  average. 

Two  factors  noticeable  during  the  year  were:  (1)  the 
increased  circulation  of  books,  other  than  those  prescri- 
bed for  school  reading,  among  the  older  pupils.  (2)  That 
new  residents  settling  in  the  town  have  almost  without 
exception  registered  immediately  at  the  library  and  be- 
come steady  patrons.

As  the  publisher's  prices  for  these  books  ranged  from 
$2.00 — $5.00  it  can  be  seen  that  a  good  many  were  pur- 
chased at  bargain  prices,  though  not  so  many  as  in  1934. 

During  the  year  215  books  were  presented  to  the 
library  by  patrons.

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On  the  other  side  215  books  had  to  be  discarded,  as  too 
worn  out  or  mutilated  for  further  circulation. 

Thus  the  total  increase  for  the  year  was  400  booKs,  but 
many  of  the  gift  books  were  duplicates  of  volumes  already 
on  the  shelves. 

The  problem  of  finding  shelf  room  for  the  growing 
number  of  books  has  become  serious.  All  the  available 
wall  space  on  the  main  floor  has  been  taken  up  by  new 
stacks  during  the  past  four  years.  Extra  shelves  might  be 
added  above  the  present  stacks  in  the  west  wing  and  por- 
table steps  provided  to  reach  them.  This  would  take  care 
of  the  increase  for  the  next  four  years,  and  possibly 
longer,  depending  on  the  rate  at  which  worn  out  volumes 
are  discarded. 

Stack  space  in  either  of  the  two  basement  furnace 
rooms  is  not  practical  under  present  conditions,  due  to  the 
constant  deposit  of  coal  and  ash  dust. 

The  heating  system  is  old,  ineffective  and  uneconomical, 
and  one  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the  library  is  completely 
new,  modern  heating  apparatus.

Report  of  Cemetery  Trustees 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of 
Duxbury : 

.  Another  year  has  rolled  by  and  again  we  submit  our 
annual  report.  The  usual  work  of  raking  the  leaves  and 
clearing  the  ground  of  dead  limbs  was  done. 

The  trees  were  sprayed  and  many  moth  nests  creosoted. 

The  grass  was  kept  mowed  and  the  avenues  raked.  The 
grass  topped  lots  were  given  a  dressing  of  Commercial 
Fertilizer  in  the  early  summer  and  top  dressed  again  in 
the  fall.  Several  old  lots  were  made  over  and  new  ones 
built  and  the  ground  cleared  of  wood  for  many  more. 

Many  lots  are  being  taken  by  those  who  were  formerly 
summer  residents  but  who  now  are  spending  the  greater 
part  of  the  year  in  Duxbury.  This  is  very  gratifying  to 
us  as  many  have  expressed  their  appreciation  of  the 
natural  beauty  of  our  cemeteries. 

Many  of  the  sunken  graves  were  refilled  and  twenty- 
four  foundations  for  new  monuments  were  built. 

The  usual  work  at  the  Myles  Standish,  Ashdod  and 
Dingley  cemeteries  was  done  and  the  fences  around  all 
of  the  cemeteries  in  our  care  were  given  a  coat  of  paint. 

Twelve  new  lots  have  been  added  to  the  Perpetual  Care 
list  this  past  year  making  a  total  of  269  now  being  cared 
for  by  this  fund. 

There  have  been  twenty-seven  interments  of  those  who 
died  in  town  and  thirty-three  from  out  of  town  during  the 
year.

As  the  cemetery  is  increasing-  in  size  it  will  be  necessary 
this  coming  year  to  extend  the  water  pipes  and  build  and 
re-surface  new  avenues  which  will  add  to  the  expense.

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Report  of  Shellfish  Warden 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of 
Duxbury : 

Because  of  the  snow,  ice  and  fog  there  was  no  digging 
of  shellfish  up  to  January  29.  At  that  date  the  razor  fish 
digging  commenced  and  lasted  just  one  day.  It  started 
again  on  February  11  with  25  men  digging.  In  the  period 
from  January  29  to  February  11  the  E.  R.  A.  workers 
seeded  clams  on  Standish  Shore. 

From  July  1  to  October  1  the  E.  R.  A.  men  picked  1465 
buckets  of  cockles. 

Because  of  the  storm  in  November  washing  out  the 
clams,  we  replanted  1069  bushels  in  three  days  and  we 
were  prevented  from  replanting  more  because  of  a  short- 
age in  money.  There  were  consequently,  thousands  of 
dollars  worth  of  clams  which  went  to  waste. 

The  total  of  all  seeding  by  both  project  and  town 
workers  was  5,279  bushels. 

We  received  and  turned  into  the  town  treasury  $28.88 
from  oysters  which  were  planted  during  the  year  1934. 
The  cost  of  planting  these  oysters  was  just  72c  a  bushel 
and  they  sold  for  $2.50  a  bushel. 

Duxbury  received  from  the  State  60  barrels  of  qua- 
haugs  and  they  were  planted  on  Duck  and  Goose  Flats. 

The  clams  on  Standish  Shore  grow  very  slowly  and 
they  ought  to  be  used  as  seed  to  plant  on  other  areas. 

There  have  been  two  grants  issued  during  the  year 
1935.

This  total  represents  approximately  6  months  of  dig- 
ging. 

A  valuation  total  of  $45,318. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  get  the  correct  amount  of  shell- 
fish dug  as  no  one  keeps  a  very  accurate  account  and  I 
know  this  total  is  under-estimated. 

The  more  money  involved  in  town  the  more  co-opera- 
tion we  should  receive  from  the  Town's  diggers. 

Last  year  there  were  43  digging  permits  issued,  and 
this  year  98  permits.  The  general  public  has  destroyed 
practically  everything  that  there  was  on  Duxbury  Beach 
by  using  improper  implem.ents.  The  town  commercial 
diggers  should  be  more  conservative  in  regard  to  the  dig- 
ging of  the  shellfish.

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Report  of  the 
Duxbury  Tercentenary  Committee 


The  Duxbury  Tercentenary  Committee  met  to  organ- 
ize on  June  12,  1935  and  has  held  two  subsequent  meet- 
ings. Mr.  Harry  F.  Swift  was  chosen  chairman  and  Mrs. 
Paul  C.  Peterson,  secretary. 

Dr.  Herman  C.  Bumpus  was  appointed  chairman  of  a 
committee  on  the  preparation  of  a  volume  commemora- 
tive of  the  Tercentenary.  Dr.  Reuben  Peterson  was 
chosen  chairman  of  a  committee  on  markers  for  trails, 
roads,  shipyards  and  other  sites  of  historical  interest. 
Both  committees  have  made  reports  of  progress  and  are 
actively  engaged  in  their  preliminary  work. 

A  representative  of  the  Duxbury  Rural  Society,  Inc., 
of  the  Duxbury  Yacht  Club,  and  of  the  Community 
Garden  Club  of  Duxbury  were  appointed  on  invitation,  by 
these  organizations,  to  confer  with  the  committee  at  its 
meetings;  and  several  other  interested  citizens  were 
asked  to  attend. 

The  committee  endorses  the  restoration  of  Partridge 
Academy  before  June  1937,  as  an  allied  project,  though 
not  under  its  immediate  jurisdiction. 

Tentative  plans  have  been  outlined  for  the  celebration 
of  the  three  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  town's  incorp- 
oration, June  17,  1937. 
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The  committee  recomxmends  an  appropriation  of  three 
thousand  dollars,  ($3000)  for  the  carrying-out  of  its  pro- 
jects and  duties.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Following  is  a  report  of  the  work,  sponsored  by  the 
Federal  Emergency  Relief  Administration  during  the 
current  year.  These  Projects  have  made  it  possible  to  give 
employment  to  men  and  women  who,  in  many  cases, 
would  be  getting  aid  from  the  Welfare  Department. 

The  Project  of  reseeding  clams  has  operated  continu- 
ously through  the  year  with  very  good  results.  4,210 
bushels  of  clams  and  180  bushels  of  quahaugs  were 
seeded,  besides  destroying  3567  buckets  of  cockles.  The 
clams  first  seeded  on  this  Project  are  now  ready  for  dig- 
ging and  many  thousands  of  dollars  worth  have  been 
taken  from  the  flats  during  the  past  summer,  giving  work 
to  as  many  as  seventy  men  at  one  time. 

A  complete  catalogue  of  the  books  and  authors  was 
made  at  the  library.  The  tennis  court  at  the  High  School, 
which  was  started  last  year,  was  completed  and  was  used 
considerably  during  the  summer.  Much  work  has  been 
done  in  clearing  a  fire  lane  through  the  middle  section  of 
the  town  to  help  prevent  forest  fires,  and  several  water 
holes  were  dug  in  the  western  section  of  the  town,  where 
there  is  no  other  means  of  fire  protection.  Many  of  the  in- 
land streams  were  cleared  and  the  surrounding  swamps 
drained  to  prevent  the  breeding  of  mosquitos  and  a  good 
deal  of  work  was  accomplished,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Moth  Department,  in  the  extermination  of  Gypsy  Moths 
and  other  tree  pests. 

The  brush  over  the  entire  area  around  the  Tarkiln 
School  was  cut  out  and  work  was  started  on  a  playground 
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and  ball  field,  which  is  being  continued  under  the  W.  P.  A. 
The  outside  surface  of  the  Tarkiln,  Point,  and  Village 
Schools  was  given  two  coats  of  paint  and  18,554  feet  of 
fence  along  the  highways  of  the  town  were  repaired  and 
given  two  coats  of  paint.  After  the  snowstorm  in  January 
the  entire  force  of  E.  R.  A.  workers  was  placed  on  an 
''Emergency  Snow  Removal  Project"  saving  the  town 
$502.75.  A  fine  cement  curbing  was  put  in  along  St. 
George  Street  from  the  Town  Offices  to  Cedar  Street 
which  adds  much  to  the  beauty  of  this  street.  A  bathing 
beach  was  constructed  in  the  rear  of  the  engine  house  at 
Bluefish  River  and  was  used  considerable  by  the  children. 
A  series  of  swimming  and  life  saving  lessons,  sponsored 
by  the  Red  Cross  and  open  to  all  children  were  very  well 
attended  at  this  new  beach  during  the  summer. 

Besides  these  men's  projects  a  Sewing  Project  for  wo- 
men has  been  in  operation  since  February.  The  articles 
made  by  these  women  were  given  to  the  Welfare  Board 
to  be  distributed  to  the  needy. 

The  following  allotments  of  E.  R.  A.  funds  were 
granted  Duxbury : 

January,  $1,800.00;  February,  $2,000.00;  March, 
$2,300.00;  April,  $2,300.00;  May,  $2,500.00;  June, 
$2,200.00 ;  July,  2,200.00 ;  August,  $2,393.00 ;  September, 
$2,040.00;  October,  $1,940.00;  November,  $426.00; 
December,  $80.00.  Total  $21,179.00.

Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Duxbury : 

As  Superintendent  of  Schools,  I  herewith  submit  for 
your  consideration,  my  ninth  annual  report. 

In  my  report  for  the  year  1934  I  called  to  your  atten- 
tion the  need  of  considering  an  upward  revision  of 
teachers'  salaries.  As  I  review  the  events  of  the  past 
year  I  am  more  firmly  convinced  that  the  most  serious 
problem  confronting  us  today  is  that  of  making  the  teach- 
ing positions  in  Duxbury  sufficiently  attractive  to  hold 
permanently  a  larger  percentage  of  the  talent  now  em- 
ployed in  our  schools.  During  the  year  1935  one  teacher 
resigned  because  of  marriage,  one  to  enter  business,  and 
two  to  continue  teaching  in  other  communities.  Two  other 
teachers  were  offered  very  attractive  positions  in  larger 
towns,  but  chose  to  remain  in  Duxbury  until  the  end  of 
the  school  year.  This  represents  an  annual  turnover  of 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  teaching  force.  It  cannot  con- 
tinue without  leaving  our  school  system  seriously  handi- 
capped. No  single  remedy  will  relieve  the  situation  com- 
pletely, and  many  of  the  factors  involved  are  quite  beyond 
our  control,  but  I  believe  most  sincerely  that  a  revision  of 
salaries  would  help  most  in  retaining  the  services  of  the 
better  trained  and  more  skillful  teachers. 

ACADEMIC 

The  academic  work  through  the  elementary  grades,  the 
Junior  High  School,  and  Senior  High  School  has  pro- 
gressed with  very  little  change  during  the  past  calendar 
year.  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  inform  you  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  senior  class  of  1935  who  are  continuing  in 
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school  are  doing  good  work.  Our  High  School  has  an  A 
rating  with  the  State  Department  of  Education,  and  the 
New  England  College  Entrance  Certificate  Board  allows 
us  the  certificating  privilege  to  all  colleges  under  its  con- 
trol. In  concrete  terms,  this  privilege  means  that  any  col- 
lege controlled  by  the  above  group  will  accept,  without  en- 
trance examination,  a  graduate  from  our  high  school  who 
stands  in  the  upper  quarter  of  his  class  and  whose  aver- 
age marks  in  any  subject  during  the  four  years  of  high 
school  have  been  "B"  or  better. 

May  I  call  especially  to  your  attention  the  list  of  pupils 
who  were  perfect  in  attendance  during  the  school  year 
ending  in  June.  In  spite  of  the  long  period  of  frigid 
weather  which  occurred  last  winter  the  number  of  names 
on  this  list  increased  more  than  100%  over  the  previous 
year.  Paralleling  this,  the  general  attendance  improved 
from  slightly  more  than  92%  in  1933-34  to  nearly  95% 
in  1934-35. 

There  were  two  important  reasons  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  an  extensive  course  in  English  reading  to  replace 
the  traditional  intensive  method.  Instead  of  developing  a 
worthy  reading  habit,  the  book  report  assignment  in  out- 
side reading  was  cultivating  dishonesty  and  a  tendency 
to  "get  by"  with  as  little  work  as  possible. 

Then,  too,  book  reports  v/ere  defeating  their  own  pur- 
pose— that  of  arousing  a  vital  interest  in  wide  reading. 
Outside  reading  was  becoming  a  burden  not  a  pleasure,  an 
assigned  task  not  a  voluntary  activity. 

But  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times  today  we  must  read 
and  read  widely.  No  longer  is  a  reading  knowledge  of 
Shakespeare  and  Milton  alone  necessary,  but  a  knowledge 
of  modern  politics,  economics,  science,  and  religion  as 
well.  For  this  reason  a  school  child  must  learn  how  to  read 
fast  and  discriminately. 
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Extensive  reading  provides  the  most  adequate  way  to 
develop  this  dbility.  Briefly,  it  means  the  reading  of  twice 
as  many  school  books  and  the  elimination  of  book  reports. 
The  best  of  the  classics  and  the  best  in  modern  literature 
is  read.  A  study  of  the  difficulty  levels  of  the  classes  made 
at  Columbia  University  is  used  as  a  guide  in  assigning 
classics  to  the  groups  able  to  understand  them.  The  new 
books  are  also  selected  from  the  point  of  view  of  compre- 
hension difficulty,  as  well  as  interest  and  the  contribution 
they  will  make  to  the  vicarious  experience  of  the  pupils. 

In  March,  under  the  auspices  of  the  F.  E.  R.  A.,  a  pro- 
ject in  adult  education  was  started.  Mr.  John  MacFarlane 
was  selected  as  instructor  for  this  group  and  through 
quiet,  friendly  efficiency,  soon  organized  an  enthusiastic 
Hobby  Class.  In  the  fall,  this  class  continued  with  the 
same  instructor  under  the  W.  P.  A.  and  we  are  promised 
that  it  will  continue  until  June. 

The  N.  Y.  A.  became  a  reality  in  the  early  part  of 
November  and  through  it  two  high  school  pupils  have 
been  enabled  to  earn  enough  money  to  pay  for  their  noon- 
day lunches.  These  projects  will  continue  for  the  remain- 
der of  the  school  year. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Although  knowing  full  well  the  advantages  which  could 
be  derived  from  a  properly  organized  program  of  phys- 
ical education,  we  felt  there  has  been  very  little  we  could 
do  in  Duxbury  because  the  limited  number  of  children 
made  such  a  program  prohibitively  expensive  at  a  time 
when  the  whole  world  was  feeling  the  pinch  of  depres- 
sion. An  unusual  opportunity  now  presents  itself  through 
which  we  may,  with  a  very  small  outlay  of  money,  put  on 
an  experimental  program  to  determine  whether  such  ac- 
tivities are  feasible  as  a  permanent  part  of  our  educa- 
tional system.  Mr,  Ralph  Blakeman,  Congress  Street, 
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Duxbury,  has  received  the  academic  training  in  physical 
education  offered  by  Boston  University.  He  feels  that  suc- 
cessful practical  experience  is  a  prerequisite  to  receiving 
a  position  in  his  chosen  field  and  has  asked  for  the  oppor- 
tunity to  prove  his  worth  through  a  demonstration  in  his 
home  town  during  the  last  half  of  the  school  year.  Boston 
University  is  very  much  interested  in  the  project  and  has 
offered  to  lend  the  equipment  necessary  for  making  the 
experiment  thorough  and  complete.  The  work  will  ac- 
tually start  early  in  February. 

ACTIVITIES 

McKown  says,  in  his  book  Extra  Curricular  Ac- 
tivities, 'The  main  purpose  of  education  is  to  make 
good  citizens.  The  good  citizen  is  an  individual  who 
not  only  has  knowledge,  ideals,  and  attitudes,  but  who 
also  has  worthy  habits.  The  regular  v/ork  of  the 
school  offers  comparatively  few  opportunities  for  the 
development  of  desirable  social  ideals  and  habits.  It 
is  concerned  mostly  with  knowledge.  The  extra-cur- 
ricular activities  offer  many  such  opportunities.  The 
main  purpose  of  these  activities  is  to  give  the  student 
opportunities  for  practice  in  social  relationships. 
Extra  curricular  activities  must  be  built  on  the  broad 
principle  that  the  school  is  a  laboratory  for  citizen- 
ship. These  activities  are  important  and  should  be  re- 
cognized as  a  legitimate  part  of  the  school  life  and 
work." 

Through  the  school  newspaper  there  is  training  in 
English  composition  and  grammar,  in  poetry,  prose,  ad- 
vertising, news  reporting,  editorial  writing,  and  business 
management.  The  cuts  and  headings  are  drawn  and 
carved  from  linoleum  blocks  by  the  pupils  themselves. 
Setting  the  type  and  running  the  printing  presses  gives 
an  opportunity  for  manual  activity,  and  the  whole  pro-

ject  develops  sterling  character  traits  of  cooperation, 
teamplay,  dependability,  and  puncuality.  The  senior  play 
calls  forth  similar  characteristics  except  that  stage  pres- 
ence and  good  diction  may  be  substituted  for  composition 
and  grammar.  I  believe  that  the  manner  in  which  Adam 
and  Eva  was  presented  last  December  convinced  every  one 
fortunate  enough  to  be  in  the  audience  that  something 
worth  while  was  being  accomplished. 

Operettas  merely  add  music  and  rhythm  to  the  quali- 
ties developed  by  a  play.  The  China  Shop  w^s  presented 
by  the  High  School  group  and  the  children  of  Tarkiln 
gave  The  Old  Man  of  the  Mountain. 

Although  every  effort  is  made  to  avoid  the  evils  of  over- 
emphasis, athletics  have  played  the  same  important  role 
in  the  life  of  our  school  community  as  in  former  years. 
Teams  in  baskeball  and  baseball  have  played  in  contests 
with  neighboring  schools.  In  these  games  we  constantly 
strive  to  encourage  good  sportsmanship  among  the  spec- 
tators as  well  as  the  players. 

Each  class  in  the  High  School  and  each  club  is  allowed 
to  give  one  dance  during  the  year.  At  least  one  month 
must  elapse  between  dances.  These  social  affairs  are 
strictly  private  and  except  for  the  parents  and  children  of 
the  school,  everyone  is  required  to  show  a  written  invita- 
tion. The  dances  are  always  chaperoned  by  a  group  of 
teachers  and  parents,  and  anything  objectionable  is 
promptly  attended  to. 

REPAIRS 

The  exterior  of  each  elementary  school  was  either 
painted  or  stained,  during  the  summer  months,  by 
workers  from  the  E.  R.  A.  This  work  was  very  carefully 
done  and  saved  the  school  department  several  hundred 
dollars.  The  painting  of  the  rear  part  of  the  high  school 
building  was  of  such  a  nature  that  special  equipment  was 
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needed  and  the  work  was  let  out  to  contract.  During  the 
Christmas  vacation  the  inside  walls  of  the  Tarkiln  School 
rooms  were  murescoed  and  the  lavatories  were  given  one 
coat  of  paint.  At  the  Village  School  lavatories  and  cor- 
ridors were  repainted,  and  every  regular  class  room  in 
the  High  School  building  was  given  two  coats  of  paint. 

There  remains  to  be  done  in  the  immediate  future,  the 
painting  of  the  manual  training  room,  the  lunch  room, 
the  kitchen,  the  auditorium,  and  the  offices  at  the  High 
School. 

We  continued  to  work  on  the  cupola  at  the  High  School, 
and  now  feel  confidently  certain  that  all  leaks  which  ex- 
isted there  have  been  permanently  stopped.  On  the  north 
end  of  the  building  extensive  repairs  were  made,  and 
while  we  have  been  unable  to  stop  all  the  water  from  com- 
ing through  the  walls  of  the  building,  we  have  arranged 
to  carry  off  the  seepage  without  injury  to  the  inner  walls. 
I  believe  there  is  little  more  that  can  be  done  to  correct 
this  weakness  without  expending  a  sum  of  money  con- 
siderably out  of  proportion  to  the  benefits  we  would  reap. 

The  only  work  at  the  Village  School  besides  staining, 
painting,  and  some  minor  repairs,  was  the  laying  of  an 
asphalt  floor  in  the  basement  play  room.  The  room  had  a 
very  rough  cement  surface  and  was  not  only  very  dusty 
when  the  children  played  on  it,  but  was  also  the  cause  of 
many  a  skinned  knee.  The  asphalt  has  corrected  both  con- 
ditions. There  is  a  tendency  for  water  to  seep  through  the 
south  wall  of  the  basement  of  this  building  during  heavy 
rains.  If  the  condition  tends  to  become  worse,  I  am  afraid 
it  will  require  a  rather  expensive  repair  job.  Here,  too, 
the  floors  in  the  class  rooms  will  need  attention  before 
long.  Continual  tramping  of  little  feet  has  worn  the  pres- 
ent boards  to  less  than  a  third  their  original  thickness. 

At  the  Point  School  no  repairs,  in  addition  to  the  paint- 
ing, have  been  necessary.  A  new  floor  in  the  classroom  of 
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this  building  must  receive  serious  consideration  within 
the  next  few  years. 

Some  repairs  were  necessary  on  the  gutters  at  Tarkiln 
School  in  order  that  the  painting  might  be  done  properly. 
New  platforms  at  the  front  and  new  steps  at  the  rear  of 
the  building  were  necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  pupils. 
Some  repairs  were  made  on  the  pump  motor  and  the  motor 
which  operates  the  ventilating  fan.  The  south  roof  of  the 
building  is  still  in  very  poor  condition.  No  signs  of  leak- 
age are  yet  in  evidence,  but  the  shingles  can  hardly  be 
expected  to  stand  through  another  winter. 

A  W.  P.  A.  project  now  under  way  is  employing  a 
group  of  ten  men  to  pull  up  trees  and  stumps  and  grade 
an  area  large  enough  for  a  baseball  field  at  the  southeast 
corner  of  the  lot  at  Tarkiln.  This  project,  if  carried 
through  to  completion,  should  make  a  very  fine  commun- 
ity playground  for  the  people  of  that  section  of  the  town. 

CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion,  may  I  quote  from  an  editorial  in  the 
Boston  Sunday  Post  on  February  2,  1936,  relative  to  the 
burden  of  taxation  facing  America  today? 

"The  lawgivers  can  see  no  other  way  to  prevent  an 
insurrection  at  the  polls  but  to  hurl  the  tax  bill  as  far 
down  the  corridor  of  the  future  as  possible. 

"Beyond  the  generation  now  living,  beyond  the 
grave  itself,  the  bill  will  be  pushed,  if  possible,  so 
that  millions  of  citizens  yet  unborn  will  have  more  to 
worry  about  than  we. 

"This  is  a  sly  joke  on  future  America.  But  who 
cares  for  our  children  and  our  children's  children? 
Let  them  pay  the  bills !  Let  them  struggle !  Give  them 
Icss  food  to  eat  and  less  milk  to  drink,  less  clothes  to 
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wear,  and  poorer  houses  to  live  in!  They  can't  com- 
plain now  for  they're  not  around." 

I  am  sure  the  people  of  Duxbury  are  not  callous  to  the 
extent  implied  by  this  editorial ;  but,  neverthless,  by  the 
end  of  the  school  year  the  debt  of  our  national  government 
will  amount  to  nearly  $35,000,000,000.  This  huge  amount 
cannot  be  raised  by  one  generation,  and  our  boys  and  girls 
must  bear  their  proportionate  share  of  a  burden  from 
which  they  have  reaped  very  little  benefit.  Can  we  hand 
on  to  them  this  responsibility  without  at  least  offering 
them  the  very  best  training  for  the  task  ahead?  Educa- 
tion is  the  one  hope. 

For  the  coming  year  I  believe  our  first  consideration 
should  be  to  find  some  means  whereby  we  may  retain  the 
young  teachers  for  a  longer  period  of  time.  Extensive  re- 
pairs on  the  smaller  schools  are  destined  to  be  a  necessity 
as  long  as  we  occupy  these  old  buildings.  The  limitations 
imposed  upon  the  teachers  and  pupils  housed  in  these 
quarters  should  also  be  held  in  mind  and  as  soon  as  the 
town  is  able  to  bear  the  extra  financial  burden,  plans  for 
a  new  elementary  school  building  should  be  inaugurated. 

The  amount  of  money  expended  in  1935  was  $45,303.92. 
This  sum  will  be  sufficient  to  continue  our  work  through 
1936  without  curtailment  of  any  part  of  the  program.  I, 
therefore,  recommend  that  the  school  committee  ask  the 
citizens  of  Duxbury  to  vote  approval  of  an  appropriation 
of  $45,000  and  application  of  the  dog  tax  to  school  use.

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Report  of  Music  Supervisor 


The  goal  of  music  instruction  in  public  schools  should 
be  the  unfolding  of  the  beauty  of  music  in  all  its  manifes- 
tations. The  first  step  in  this  program  is  to  have  children 
gain  this  conception  and  love  for  music  in  acquiring  for 
themselves  a  beautiful  singing  tone.  They  are  then  able  to 
recognize  and  appreciate  beauty  in  tone  when  they  hear  it. 
It  has  been  the  object  of  the  supervisor  and  the  teachers 
to  strive  intelligently  to  secure  in  all  cases  a  lovely  sing- 
ing tone. 

Another  aim  in  the  work  is  to  broaden  the  pupils'  ex- 
perience in  music  through  which  they  may  make  music 
function  in  all  phases  of  their  lives  both  in  and  out  of 
school.  If  these  plans '  are  carefully  and  successfully 
carried  out,  the  children  are  easily  interested  in  working 
for  a  knowledge  of  the  theory  of  music,  and  in  learning  to 
read  and  interpret  songs  for  themselves. 

These  are  some  of  the  points  accomplished  in  the  Dux- 
bury  Schools  through  the  cooperation  of  all  the  teachers. 
Music  Appreciation  programs  have  been  carried  out  this 
year  quite  extensively  in  several  grades  through  listening 
lessons  afforded  by  the  radio  and  victrola. 

The  High  School  chorus  is  large  this  year,  and  an  ex- 
cellent program  of  songs  is  being  learned,  from  which 
will  be  selected  the  graduation  music.  The  Junior  High 
School  will  give  an  operetta  in  April  in  which  unusual 
talent  is  being  developed.  Operettas  will  also  be  presented 
by  the  pupils  of  the  Center  School  and  the  Primary  School 
at  the  Point.

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Report  of  the  Drawing  Supervisor 


To  Mr.  George  E.  Green,  Supt. 

The  advanced  class  from  the  upper  grades  where  draw- 
ing is  elective,  is  the  largest  and  most  competent  class  in 
drawing  we  have  had  thus  far,  and  some  very  unusual 
work  in  pastels  and  charcoal  is  now  w^ell  under  way.  The 
reason  for  thinking  this  year's  results  are  better  is  that 
the  subjects  attempted  are  more  difficult,  portrait  and 
landscape  work  offering  more  obstacles  for  successful 
achievement  in  color  and  form,  and  while  each  year's 
work  seems  better  to  me  than  that  of  the  previous  year,  I 
firmly  believe  that  this  year's  results  will  establish  a 
record  for  color  harmony  and  good  drawing.  Also  the 
fifth,  sixth,  and  seventh  grades  are  well  along  in  their 
work,  with  a  few  exceptions,  and  one  cannot  say  too  much 
in  favor  of  the  excellent  working  conditions  that  prevail 
in  these  three  rooms  with  the  teachers  in  charge.  The 
spirit,  discipline,  and  effort  are  indeed  admirable  and 
sincere  appreciation  is  tendered  Miss  White,  Miss  Goulart 
and  Miss  Downey  for  their  good  work  to  bring  about  the 
things  we  are  striving  for. 

Our  work  from  the  second  grade  to  the  Senior  High 
grades  is  exhibited  every  year  at  the  High  School  Audi- 
torium during  graduation.  The  drawings  covering  both 
sides  of  the  Auditorium  gives  some  idea  of  the  large 
amount  of  work  produced.  That  a  great  deal  of  interest 
and  effort  is  expended  upon  this  showing  is  apparent  to 
even  the  casual  observer.

Report  of  School  Physician 


George  E.  Green

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  school  physi- 
cian for  the  year  1935 : 

The  regular  examination  of  the  pupils  was  done  by  my- 
self and  the  school  nurse.  Physical  defects  noted  were  re- 
ported to  the  parents  in  order  that  they  could  be  corrected. 
The  general  health  of  the  students  as  a  whole  is  excellent, 
with  the  exception  of  teeth.  I  strongly  recommend  that  a 
dental  clinic  be  a  regular  part  of  the  school  health  pro- 
gram. 

The  annual  pre-school  clinic  was  held  in  the  spring  and 
the  school  in  cooperation  with  the  P.  T.  A.  held  its  annual 
well  baby  clinic.

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Report  of  School  Nurse 

To  the  Superintendent  and  the  School  Board  of  Duxbury : 

As  in  the  previous  year,  we  have  been  fairly  free  from 
epidemics.  One  student  suffered  from  Scarlet  Fever,  con- 
tracted in  another  town  during  a  school  vacation.  Fort- 
unately, it  was  confined  to  the  one  case. 

I  have  accompanied  children  to  the  Jordan  Hospital, 
Brockton  Hospital,  and  Children's  Hospital  in  Boston  for 
treatment. 

Early  in  the  year  the  parents  of  three  students  were  in 
some  trouble  which  terminated  in  court.  I  accompanied 
these  children  to  court  in  Plymouth,  and  there  on  to  the 
State  Child  Guardianship  where  they  will  be  cared  for 
until  the  parents  are  released  and  can  give  them  a  proper 
home  and  care. 

Two  students  were  sent  to  the  Bailey  Camp  this  sum- 
mer for  two  months.  This  was  made  possible  by  the  sale 
of  Christmas  seals  by  the  Duxbury  Nurse  Association. 
Both  of  the  children  were  much  benefited  by  the  vacation 
and  training. 

We  were  not  able  last  year  to  secure  the  use  of  the  Au- 
diometer until  March,  and  then  we  were  fortunate  to  se- 
cure it  early  this  year.  Thus  we  have  had  it  twice  during 
the  year,  but  once  in  each  school  year.  Each  year  the 
third,  seventh,  and  tenth  grades  are  tested,  giving  all 
students  an  opportunity  of  being  tested  three  times  dur- 
ing their  school  life.  There  were  a  few  children  with  hear- 
ing units  loss  in  one  ear.  The  parents  of  these  children 
were  consulted  and  they  are  now  under  treatment. 

The  Chadwick  Clinic  finished  its  work  here,  and  this 
work  will  now  be  carried  on  by  the  State  and  County 
Sanatoria  cooperating  with  the  local  and  School  au- 
thorities. The  sixth,  ninth,  and  eleventh  grades  (with 
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written  consent  of  their  parents)  will  be  given  the  T.  B. 
tests  and  X-rayed  where  necessary.  This  plan  also  gives 
the  student  the  benefit  of  the  tests  etc.,  three  times  during 
their  school  life. 

In  May  the  P.  T.  A.  held  a  well  baby  clinic  here  at  the 
High  School.  I  assisted  the  school  physician  with  the  ex- 
aminations at  this  clinic. 

On  May  the  twenty-eighth  the  School  Board  and  School 
Physician  held  a  successful  Pre-School  Clinic,  where  all 
children  intending  to  enter  school  in  September  had  an 
opportunity  of  having  a  physical  examination  and  vac- 
cination free  of  charge,  thus  giving  time  for  treatments 
or  corrections  before  the  child  entered  school.  We  had  a 
full  attendance,  and  it  was  pleasing  to  have  such  good 
cooperation  from  the  parents. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  who  cooperated  and  assisted  in  the 
work,  the  Town  Officials,  the  Red  Cross,  the  Duxbury 
Nurse  Association,  the  Sewing  Clubs,  and  others  who 
helped  so  generously.  Many  people  have  given  clothing, 
furniture,  and  food,  and  I  have  placed  it  where  I  thought 
it  would  do  the  most  good.  The  School  teachers  also  have 
been  most  helpful  and  cooperative.

Report  of 
The  Parent-Teacher  Association

If  the  Duxbury  Parent  Teacher  Association  is  to  be- 
come a  real  and  healthy  influence  in  this  community,  it 
must  be  supported,  not  by  a  few,  but  by  every  adult  in 
Duxbury.
